M.v lurtt minimi r(*)M)i-t iiicludt^d iiii iU'couiil of o)MMiitioiis 
ill tht* l)oi)artiiioiit to July 31, 1J»<k>. That dat<» tlir forc<» 
iiiid«'i' iii.v ordi»r« consisted of on** (1) coniimn.v of en^iiMMTs, 
two (2) ronipunirs of niitive scouts, six («)) s<iuadrons of 
(•jivjilry, one (1) lottery of artillery and fifty-one (."»!) Imt- 
tulions of infantry, an a^Ki*<'irJ*t*' <>^ t\vt»nty-1ive thousand 
(25JNM)) ofiicers and men, occupying two hundred and sixt<'rn 
(21(i) stations over an area of thirty thousand <;^n,(MM)) s(|uare 
miles. At tliat date in the mountains of Northwestern Luzon 
rnnsidenihle Imnds of guerrillas under Tinio, the \'illaniors 
and A|rii[)Hy weit» protnictiiiK resistance. A^niinaido, with 
an urmed following, was secrett^d in the Province of Isabela 
Hiid ineitin^r relH'llion in the ( a^iyan Valley. The nioun- 
tains of Nueva Kcija and iiulacan contained ^lerrillas under 
Chi' Tecscuis and Lacuna. 

In tiie ni]m swamps ahout the northern shore of Manila 
Ifey nibhers and assassins were luider Torres, endeavoring to 
iiiaintHin themselves. In the provinces of Moron^and Infanta 
Imnds of outlaws wojri* in the mountains. The eontinued 
n'sistanco to the authority of the Tniled State's was main- 
tainod by the leaders of the insurn»clion through a sys- 
tem of terror hy assassination. All suspected of willingness 
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to accept American occupation were, by the orders of these 
chiefs of assassins, doomed to death inflictt»d by execu- 
tioners who lurked in the immediate vicinity of tlie towns 
occupied by our forces, and murden^d men and women 
and, in some instances, children, these nuird(»rs bein<r per- 
petrated with circumsbmces of great cruelty. 

An orjjTiinization of the society of the Katipunan was 
discovered to exist throu^^hout th(» department, the object of 
this secret society being the assassination of all Americans 
and the murder of all men, together with their families, who 
were friendly to Americans. 

The operations of the guerrilla bands were mainly con- 
fined to attticking straggler* and small detachments or in 
firing at night into the towns occupied by our forces. The 
troo]is throughout the department were all kept actively 
employed in the endeavor to exti^rminate these bands and 
in th(» arrest of the many murderers. 

Murderers were arn^sted, and afti^r their trial and 
conviction were sentenced and executed. More than two 
thousand robbers, thieves and violators of the laws of war 
were duly tried and then imprisoned ui>on conviction. 

Unexampled patience was exercised throughout the 
department in the treatment of these savjiges habitually vio- 
lating all the la^v^s of war as known to civilized nations, and 
the humanity of the troops engaged in bringing order out of 
a chaos of robbery, rapine and murder has no j)aralJel in the 
history of dealing with Asiatics. 

The First District, comprising the provinces of llocos 
Norti*, llocos Sur, Union, Abra, L(*panto, Benguet and 
Bontoc, remained under the command of Brigadier (leii- 
eral S, B. M. Young until his promotion to Major General 
in February, when Brigjidier General J. Franklin Bell 
was, February 2ist, assigned to the command of the district. 
During the absence* of Brigadier General Bell in May and 
June the district was commanded by Brigadier General 
John G. Ballance, L^. S. Volunteers. 
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Tlie Second District, comprisiiiK the iirovinces of Ca- 
iprayaii, Isabela, and Nueva Viscaya, has remained throii^rh- 
out the year under the command of Colonel Charles C. 
Hood, 16th U. S. Infantry. 

The Third District, provinces in the district, Panir«i'Si- 
nan, Tarlac and Zambales, was command(»d by Bri^idier 
General J. Franklin Bell until July, \vh(»n Bri^dier 
General J. H. Smith wjis assigned to the command of the 
district. 

The Fourth District, provinces of Nueva F^cija and 
Princiiw, has be(»n commanded by Brigadi(»r GeiuM'al Fred- 
erick Funston during the year. 

The Fifth District remained under the conmiand of 
Brigadier General F. D* Grant until his return to the 
Unitt^d Statt*s, when, by order of the Division CommandiM* 
on April 10, the district was consolidated with the Fourth 
District. 

The Sixth District, i)rovinces of Morong and Infanbi 
and the islands eastward of Infantti (excepting tlie Cala- 
goas group) and all that part of the Province of Manila 
north of the Pasig River, remained under the command of 
Colonel J. M/ Thompson, 42d Infantry, U. S. Voluntec^rs, 
until May 22d, when the* district was consolidati'd with 
the Fourth District. 

The troops in all the districts? were kept actively em- 
ployed, there being no cessation of activity during the rainy 
8?ason. The unremitting persistence* of thesi* operations 
defttrf)yed all armed resisbmce and made phiin to tlie headers 
of insurrection that they could maintain no longer any 
control of the natives. The proclamation of l)ec(»mb(»r 
^, 19<M), made l)y the U. S. Military GovcMiior in the 
Philippines, brought to th<* knowledge of the lejiders of 
insurrection that there would \^^ no further toh^rance of 
their savagery, and numerous surrenders soon followed. 

The capture of Aguinaldo, March 23d, by an expedi- 
tioiiary force tinder Brigadier General Funston, was followed 
by a rapid disapi)earance of resistance to our authority. 
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All insur^cMit loaders in the department have been captured 
or have surrendered. Among the leaders surrendering? an^ 
(ieronimo, Sandico, Alejandrino, Pablo Teeson, Torres, Mo- 
rales, Juan and Bias Villamor, Tinio, A|?1ipay, Mascardo 
and I^acuna. Nearly all brou|?ht in their followers and 
delivered up their arms. About twelve thousand (12,()fK)> 
men have been either captured or have surrendered during 
the year, and more than six thousand (H,(K)()) captured 
rifles and fifty-one (51) cannon have Ixvn turned into the 
arsenal since August 1, 1900, by officers of this depart- 
ment.

Since that day no hostile shot lias been tired in this. 
d(*partnu»nt, and at this time life and property an* as safe 
in the several provinces as at any period of which we have 
knowledge. 

The activity of the troops in the field represents a part 
only of the labor p(*rformed. Municipal governments haye 
lH»en orgjmized in all towns and an exti»nsive police system 
established, employing in the several municipalities more 
than two thousjind, five hundred (2,500) men. The admin- 
istration of justice over the great area occupied has devolved 
upon the military administration, as civil goveriuuent has. 
been established so far in but six of the provincc\s of the 
department. 

Over the area occupied the troops have luMm well sup- 
[)lied, and the exceptional good health of more than 25,000 
men engaged in arduous service in a tropical climate is in a 
measure due to the efficient supply of subsistence, as well 
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SH to the able and nkillful iimuu^oinent of the Medical i><'- 
pttrtiuent and the careful sanitation of camps and stations 
occupied. 

(.'Oniniunication by telegraph has bi>en maintained with 
tiU stations. Tlie Si^ial Corps has lal)ored with en(»r^,v 
to build and maintain the 2,672 mih's of tele^rraph and 
telephone lines within the department, accomplishing its 
duties successfully in the face of the [M»rsist<»nt endeavor 
of the enemy to destroy th<» lines when»vt»r not ^ruarded 
by the inmiediate pn*sence of our troops. 

More than four hundred miles of road hav(* lK»en 
i'onstructed during the year, and bridK^^s and culverts l)uilt 
uiKHi all lines of connnunication within th(» d<»partment. 

For the t<'rniinati(m of the insurrection in this dei)art- 
nient credit is due to the able and ener^(»tic action of 
tht* s<»veral district ccmnnandtTS, supported by the int<»lliirent 
and efficient conduct of the officers and men of their com- 
mands.

REPORT OF OPERATIOfNS. 

AujTUSt. I900. 

Jst. — Lieutenant l^myr^ 82d Infantry, encountert»d a 
band of insurgents near Mariveles; killcnl one and cai>tun»d 
one rifle. No ciisualties. 

A detachment of eleven men of Troop II, 4tli ( avalry, 
♦»sc»ortinK a detachment of three men of Kngineer Corps 
under Lieut^»nant Alti^taettcM*, was ambushed near Sai» Mi- 
guel and San Isidro by about 850 insurgents under (leiieral 
Lacuna. Aftx^r two hours' fighting, anununition being ex- 
hausted, tht\v were forc(»d to surr(»nder. Private Fischl(»r, 
4th (*avalry, was killed, and Privates Brew(»r and Newman, 
4th Cavalry, and Private* Long, Engineer (\)rps, were 
wounded. On August 14th all enlist4»d men were lilx'nited. 

2d. —Captain Prescrott, connnanding a det4ichment of 
55th Infantry, struck a band of insurgents near Angat; killed 
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two, captured nine rifles and 400 rounds of aiiiiiuiintion, tiino 
l)uriiod their barracks, one ton of rice and forty uniforms. 
No casualti(»s. 

8d. -Si»r^eant Schmidt, commanding detachment of six 
mounted men, Company M, liith Infantry, attacked a bod,v. 
of insurgents four miles east of San Juan de Guimha; 
killed live, captured seven, two rifles and 200 rounds of 
amnmnition. No casualties. 

Commanding" oflic(»r 12th Infantry reports engagement 
with enemy near Victoria; captured three rifles. No 
casualties. 

7th. — Lieuttniant Jernigan, 84th Infantry, in command 
of twelvi* Ilocano sccmts, struck Sandico's camp near Aliaga; 
killed two, captured 100 rounds of annnunition, Sandico's 
uniform and a packjige of valuable documents. No cas- 
ualties. 

Sth. — Lieutc»nant Claxton, 41st Infantry, reports a light 
near (luagua; captured five rifles. No casualties. 

Captain Eckers, c(mnnanding detiichments Companies 
K and L, 32d Infantry, encounti»red enemy near Bosuyo; 
killed four, wounded five, captured four rifles and one re- 
volver. No casualties. 

Lieutenant Crawford, commanding detachment lift<MMi 
men. Company K, 82d Infantry, accompanied by two native 
police, (Migjiged a band of insurgents at Prado. Killed five, 
wound(»d five, captured two, four rifles, one revolver, one 
sabre, two bolos, 300 rounds of anmmnition and forty-four 
ponies e([uipped. 

9th. — Baliuag was tired into from two sid(»s by about 
tw(»nty insurgents. Troojis immediat^^ly turned out and drove 
them. No casualties. 

loth. —Captain Stone, in command of a detachment of 
Comjiany I, 8Hth Infantry, while scouting the country for 
the insurgent officer Domingo Santos, met a band near Liit- 
gayen, scatt(^red them, killed two and captured t^vo, son of 
Domingo Santos and Eugenio de la (Vuz. No casualties. 



Mouiitod detachment 12th Infantry .struck a band of 
iiiHur^ent^ near Santa Mariana, Tarkc. Captun^d one rifle. 
No easualtie.s. 

llth.— Lieutenant WatHon, H4th Infantry, eoininandin^ 
II<K*:uio scout*?, attack<»d an insurgent caini) near Zara^^oza; 
scatt<*red them and kill(»d five, captiirinjr tlire<» rifles. No 
casualties. 

Ca]>tain Collins, 82d Infantry, captured, in mountains 
m»ttr Porac, 700 rounds rapid-tire amnmniticm, 1,000 small 
solid shot, 300 hand grenades and 10,000 rounds of lit»m- 
ington anuuunition. Kvery thing d(»stroyed. No casualties. 

12th. -LieutcMiant Butler, commanding detiiclmient Com- 
pany F, 4-l>th Infantry, U. S. VolunttH>rs, surprisi^d a party 
of insurgents at barrio Tuba, (lanui: kill<»d two, woundt^d 
two. No casualties. 

Sergeant Giddings and tive moimt^^d men, Company I, 
17th Infantry, surprised a band of tifttH'u insurgents near 
Camiling: captured four, and thirteen rifles. No casualties. 

15th. — Lieutenant True, commanding sixt<»en men, Com- 
imny II, 33d Infanti-y, encountc^red eiglity armed insurgents 
near Villa Vieja, Abra; rout-tnl them, killed five. Lieutenant 
True and Private Kay burn wounded. 

isth. - Lieutenant McCarthy, couuuanding detachment 
3r)th Infantry, captured, near Pulilun, the two murderers 
of the president*' of Pulilan, four ladrones and one rifle. 
No (Misualties. 

Mounted scouts of Company L, 12th Infantry, captured, 
near Cuyapo, thr<»e ladrones, one rifle and two revolvers. 
N«> ciisualties. 

24th. —Insurgents surrounded outposts of 27th Infantry 
at Anipit River, near San Mateo. Insurgents driven away 
: by n»-en force men ts. Corporal Clintsman and Private Carter 

, WTiously wounded. 

I • 27th. — Lieutenant Shields, conuuanding a detacinnent 

■^ of 12th Infantry, captured, at Morion<'s, seven ladrones, 

,; one rifle and three revolvers. No casualti<'s-. 
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Licuteuant Way, ^tli Infantry, commanding: tweiity-tivo 
native scouts, struck a body of 125 insurgronts near Pilar, 
Abra. Four scouts were captured and one killed trying 
to take away body of Lieutt»nant Way, who was killed at 
the first volley. Body was buried, and i)risoner8 released 
by insurgents. 

30th. — An expedition commanded by (xeneral Funston 
moved from Candaba, Arayat, Cabiao, San Antonio, San 
Isidro, (iapan, Peiiaranda and San Miguel to points in moun- 
tains where the roads leading south from San Isidro join 
with roads from (iapan to San Isidro. On account of the 
swollen rivers and bad roads progreas was slow. Troops 
A and G, -irth Cavalry, under Captain Koehler, met strong 
body of insurgents near Gapan; scattered- them, found five 
dead, and Lieutenant Colonel Manuel Ventus, second in 
command to Lacuna, badly wounded; was captured, with 
three rifles and DOO nmnds of ammunition. Lieutenant 
Corliss, 34th Infantry, had a skirmish with a body com- 
mandeii by deserter Fagan, and routi^d them. The Macal>ebe 
Cavalry killed one man having a complete* V, S. Cavalry 
equipment. Major Wheeler, 34th Infantry, raptured one 
prisoner and two rifles. A detachment in command of the 
brigade commander engaged a band in a running fight. No 
casualties. 

31st. — ^Major Scherer, 27th Infantry, Acting Inspector 
General, First District, and escort were attacked near Sinait, 
Ilocos Sur; lost one horse killed, two carbines and a re- 
volver. No casualties.

the command of Tecson in barrio Quima, Matayan^ C'a- 
ballo; killed two, and captured tc»n rifles; on the \Hh captured 
three carabaos, mounts of Lacuna; on 10th surprised Tecsoifs 
<*oimnand in mountains and kill(»d live, captured three, T<»c- 
son\s headquarters outfit, sixU^n rifles, S(M) rounds of anmui- 
nition and a lar^e (luantity of uniforms. 

4th. — Lieutenant ILii^ht, ccmimandin^ forty men Tr(K)p 
A, 4th Cavalry, while sccmtin^ near Santo ( Visto encountered 
ntH)at 100 insur^ent^; scattf»red them, ("orporal Kuppert 
and Private* Walkup wounded. 

5th. — Lieutenant Mat^jon, 34th Infantry, strmtk band 
<if twenty armed insur^fents n<»ar Alia^a; kill(»d fcmrteen 
and captured three carabaos. No casual ti(»s. 

t>th. — Lieutenant Cocheu, connnandin^ a (h»tachment 12th 
Infantry, was ambushed near Badoc. In a skirmish which 
followed, lasting thirty minutes, enemy siiflVred three killed 
and capture of two rifles. No casualties. 

t^th. —Paymaster's escort, detachment Troop K, *)d 
Cavalry, and a force from Cabu^ao, engaged with the 
enemy for three and ont»-half hours. F^nemy n»tnMited in 
mountains, leaving eightetMi dead and eh»V(»n woundc^d in 
our hands. Sc»rgeant Simla killed. Private Musler wounded 
and Privates Lyons and Scott missing, all of 3d Cavalry. 

11th. — Native police of Aguilar captured two insurgent^s 
and wounded one, who escaped, and cai)tured one rifl(». 
No casualties to police. A d(*tii(!hment 36th Infantry 
captured a ladrone chi(»f and fcmr others, with two rifles 
and one revolver, n(»ar Binmaley. No casualties. 
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12th.— Mail escort. Company G, 12th Infantry, from 
CabuKao to Badoc, discovered enemy in ambush near Sinai t 
and attacked them, but were unabh* to dislodge them on 
account of their numlx'r; after two hours' fiirhting' re-enforce- 
m(»nts arrived and enemy were driven, leaving two killed. 
Our casualties consisted of three men wounded. 

18tll. ^Lieuti^nant Mit^'hell, with detachment S-lth Infan- 
try, was attacked four miles from Maniclin^ by about 4(H> 
armed insurg:ents; on account of a superior force Lieutenant 
Mitch(»ll withdnnv for re-enforcements. On arrival of new 
troops <»n(»my fled," our casualties being Serg'eant Washington, 
Company E, killed, and four privatt^s wounded. 

14th. — Major Ashburn, with a di^ttichment of 88d Infan- 
tr.\ , while* en route to Dolores, struck eight mounted insur- 
gents at ford of Abra Kiver; killed two and captured the r(»st, 
with seven horses and some valuable papers. No casualties. 

Carig, a small town twelve miles W(\st of Echjigue, 
garrisoned by detachnu^nt (\impany L, 16th Infantry, was 
attacked by a considerabh* forc(» of insurgents, who were* 
beat*Mi off with a loss of thirty -six killed and one wounded. 
Our casualti(»s, Privatt* (/unuuings kill(»d and S(M'geant 
Schroder wounded. 

C^)riM)ral Martin, with a detachment of Company H, 
16th Infantry, encountered a band of gu(»rrillas under 
Captain Juan cM Pilar, on Palanan Koad; routed them, 
killing their cai>tain, wounded thr(M\ captured one rifle, 
one revolver, 175 j)esos and inij)ort>uit pap(»rs. No cavsualties. 

Lieutenant Malon(\v, commanding d(»tachment of VM\i 
Infantry, cai)tured, near Aiming, twelve insurgents, ten 
rifles, two revolvers and considerable anununition. No c:is- 
ualti(»s rei)orted. 

Li(»ut<Miant Ward, connuanding twenty mtMi, 27th Infan- 
try, struck a body of 200 insurg(Mits in mountiiins four 
miles fron) Novaliches; jmrsued them, killed six and wounded 
tiv(* and captured thre(» guns and some anununition. No 
casualti(»s. 
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15th. - Nanca Kiv<»r <)utiK>st of 27th Infantry, in^ar San 
Mateo, wa«attiMrkod; detachments working in vicinity pursuod 
enefny mio ihi^ mountains and IcMt them. No canualties. 

Captain (loldnian, 32d Infantry, encounti^n^d about forty 
insnri^mts in mountains m^ar l^a^ac Pass; ca])tur(»d two. 
No casaalti<'8. 

Major I^WH, 3oth Infantry, met loo insurgents strong- 
ly intrenchd three mihss south of Hiac-na-hato. The posi- 
tion wan charg'ed and taken, enemy retreatt»d to a posi- 
tion on a knoll to their original left rear: (•ai)tain C(M)tes, 
with a detachment, drove* them from tluit i>()sition towards 
San Ildefonso. Thirt(»en dead were left on the (ic»ld; four 
^runf*> and one native captured, who claimt^d elev(»n were 
wonndod. ('aptain S<*hreilH»r and one native wounded. 

IHth. — Kailroad patrol and iifuardfrom Polo todui^iinto 
and Bulacan w<»re fired on and wire cut in s(»veral i)lac(»s. 
Detachment at Tulison Bridjire was attacked ni^lit of 15th. 
No casualties. 

Lieutenant Smith, at (iui^^iruinto, was attacked by 100 
insnr^fents, who retin»d after three-cpiarters of an hour of 
ti^htin^, drajfjrin^ their dead and wounded. Our casualtit\s, 
two wounded. 

Lieutenant Lyon, with detachment of 25th Infantry, 
struck a snmll liody of insurgents at river south of C'asti- 
llejos, rout^'d them and captured one, wounded, with a 
rifle. Others escaped. No casualties. 

(*aptain Judson, commanding Companies (' and 1), 2Tth 
Infantry, assisted by Lieutenant Perkins and one ^un, Bat- 
tery D, t5th Artillery under Lieutenant Howell, attacked 
a party of 200 insur^(»nts in mountains umr Marifpiina. 
Aft4M' a lonjf chase the enemy was lost, leavinjr one -wounded 
and indications of more punishment on trail; captured four 
rifles, one revolver, tme 8.2 inch cannon and a (piantity 
of annnunition. No casualties. 

17th. -Lieutenant Knox, 2Tth Infantry, struck an 
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outpost of four iiisuri^eiitH near Sjiii Jone, who i^scHpt^d, 
leaving one rifle. No casualties. 

18th. — Nov^aliches, jararrisoned by Ck)mpany I, 27th 
Infantry, Captain Gaujot, conimandin^f, was attacked by 
about 250 insurgents; firing lasti^d thirty minuti^s. On arrival 
of r(»-enforcenient«, twenty men of C'onipany 1 pursued the 
(»neiny into th(» mountains, where they were lost. iSt»rKeant 
Ryan and Privat(» Dodd, 85th Infantry, were rescu(»d. 
Privatt* Henson killed and two privates wounded. 

20th. — Capttiin Graham, assisted by Lieutenant Hen- 
nessy, commanding thirty -nine men of 27th Infantry, 
<*ncounti*red a force of 100 insurgents in foothills east 
of Mariquina; routed them, killing four and capturing 
sixt(HMi rifles, 1,000 rounds of anununition, burned twenty- 
five shacks used as cuartels and storehouses and a large 
<iuantity of rice and corn. No casualties. 

Lieutc»nant L(»wis, with thirty -sev(»n men of 8d Infantry, 
engaged enemy in swamp south of A Hog; killed three, 
captured nine nu»n, seven rifles, nine bancas, 8,Ooo rounds 
of amnnmition, thousands of shells, 100 pounds of sheet 
brass, Jr>156.70 Mexican money; destroyed reloading outfit, 
1,000 pounds of rice, found many valuable pai)ers, burn<»d 
the arsenal and eleven oth(»r buildings, including Tombs' 
h(»ad(|uarters and personal efl'ects. One mtin wounded. 

21st. —Insurgents attjicked Santa Rosa, Nueva tx'ija, 
ut 10 p. m., but were promptly driven off" by a detachm<»nt 
of 22d Infantry that garrisoned the place. No casualties. 

22d. -Lieutenant Colonel March, with a detachment 
of 83d Infantry and two Maxim-Nordenfeldt guns, attacked 
an insurg(Mit stronghold in Dinguan Mountain from four 
sides.

I have the honor to submit th(» following report of 
the oi)erations of this department from July 30, 1900, dat*» 
of last report, to present date. 

Upon the rendition of the report, July 30th, but little 
work had lx»en done, as previous to the arrival of the 
Headquarters of the Department of Northern Luzon in 
this city, May 24, 1900, the department was without an in- 
spect* tor K^^neraKs office as far as any practical work was 
concerned. 

The present lnsi>ector General joined the headquarters 
upon its arrival in Manila, and from that time until the 
end of July, out«id(» of the routine office work, his en- 
tire time was d(»voted to organizing the office and plan- 
ning th<» future work of ^ th(» department. 

Under (lent^ral Orders, No. 58, Head^juarters Divisiop 
of th(* Philippines, dated July IS, 190U, live Acting In- 
s])ectors (ieneral were assign(»d to duty in this department, 
but, as will be se(»n from the following list, they did not 
assume their duties until some time later:

This gave an Acting Inspector General to each district 
except the Sixth, and the intention was for the insi)ection 
work of that district to h(» done from this office. 

On January 11, 1901, Major Frank B. McKenna, 
Ins|>ector General, U. S. Volunteers, was assigned to duty 
Hs assistant in this office, reporting for duty January 17th. 
He was relieved from this duty March 14lh and ordered 
to the United States. 

On February 22, 190 L, Major Penn was relieved from 
duty as Acting Inspector General of tlie Fiftli District 
and ordered to join his regiment and proceed with it 
to the United States. 

On February 23, 1901, Lieutenant (Colonel L. H. 
Strotber, 32d Infantry, U. S. Voluntt»ers, was appointed 
an Acting Inspector General and assigned to the Fifth District, 
reporting for duty March ()th. He was relieved from duty 
in this district and assigned as as8ist4int in this office 
March 29th. 

On March 29, 1901, Major Guy II. Pn^ston, 41st 
Infantry, U. S. Volunteers, was appointed an Acting In- 
spector Genenil and assigned to the Fifth District, reporting 
for duty March 30th. 

On April 10, 1901, the Fourth and Fifth Districts were 
consolidated, and Major Brown wa.s reliev(»d as an Acting 
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In8i>ector General and Major Preston assi^ed to the new 
Fourth District, with headquarters at San Isidro, Nucva 
Ecija, P. 1., and on May 22d the Fourth and Sixth Dis- 
tricts were consolidated, and headquarters moved to San 
Fernando.

Th(» original plans contemplated that a thorough inspec- 
tion of all organizations, stations, depots hospitals, prisons 
and the accounts of disbursing officers be made before 
January 1, 1901, and that two insjiections be made between 
January 1st and June 80th, but the fact soon developed 
that this was impossible, and t\w ])lan wjis abandoned. 

To illustrat(^ the difficulties (encountered, I will citi* 
th(» work of the inspector of the First District during his 
iirst inspection. At that time the district conttiined forty-two 
sei)arate stjitions, forty-one conipani(\s and troops and 250 
scouts. It took the ins])ector sixty-six da.vs to make the 
inspection, during which tim(» he traveled 145 miles by 
wagon, 512 on hors(»l)ack and eighty-four by water — total, 
741 miles. No atUnnpt was made l)y him to attend to 
any of the jwiper work on this trip, that binng left until 
his r(»turn to Vigan. it was found that at least threv 
months would \n) retpiired to make the insi>ection of this 
district and render the n(?cessary rej)orts, and this could 
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ouly be done by requiring more work of an officer tlian 
he i» capable of domg continuously in this climate. This 
was aLeK) the cai^e in the other districts with the exception 
of the Sixth. As a result, instructions w(^re sfiven to make 
the inspections as often as possible and not to confine 
them to any ^^iveii period. I am convinct^d that under 
thi* present systtnn not more than two inspections each 
year can be made of the stations in the department. Even this 
will require the inspector to be in the field about six 
months of the year, and when you remember that h(» does 
not have the comforts that an officer has who cam])aiKns with 
troops, but must carry all of his possessions, including blanks, 
etc., in a imckage that can Ik» carried on his horse, sleep 
where he can and trust to luck to get something to eat on his 
journey, I think I am safe in saying that more work is 
required of this class of officers than should be in this climate. 
I believe our best officers will shun this work, and those who 
undertake it will soon break down. My experitmce during 
the past two years, during whicli time I have practically 
been a ^^detailed inspector,'' has convinced me that the results 
obtained under the detailed system w^ill not be as good as 
under the old permanent system. No officer can properly 
criticise the work and actions of another, under whom he 
most later serve as a subordinate, without, in many causes, 
creating more or less friction, which will make the future 
service of the inspector more or less uncomfortablt*, and th(» 
result, in my opinion, will be that the work will not be as 
well performed as it would l)e with a permanent corps. 

This department, during the period cov<^red by this 
report, has had 293 separate stations and 332 separate organ- 
izations. All of the stations, with the (exception of a few 
garrisoned by small detuchmiMits, havt» biM»u inspected once 
and a great majority of them twice, and (juite a number tliree 
times. All of the organizations have been inspected once 
except three companies of tlu^ newly arrived troops and some 
o|.the companies of scouts recently organized. The accounts 
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of all officers who disburse lar^e sums of money have been 
inspected at least three times during the year, and the 
accounts of all other disbursing officers have l)i»en inspected 
at least once, with a few exceptions. The changes in details 
of quartermasti^rs, commissaries, collectors of internal rev- 
enue, captains of port, etc., have been so frequent that it 
has been impossible to have all of them inspected. 

The reports of all the inspectors of the department 
show a marked improvement in the past year in all organ- 
izations in ev(»ry detiiil, and the careful and iminstaking 
work of the officers who have assisted me has brought 
about most ben(»ficial results. 

The inspections made were pre-eminently field inspec- 
tions, for during the entire ]KM'iod active field ojk^ rations 
W(»re going on. When the work was conmienced but very 
few of the commands had Imhmi inspected since they left 
the United States and it required very careful work on 
the i)art of the inspectors, and the inspection of money 
accounts, unserviceable pro])(»rty and records consumed 
much time. A larg(^ number of the regiments were vol- 
untiH^rs and many of th(» stations where n^gular organizations 
were stationc^d w(»re commanded by young and inexi)eri- 
enced officers, and a majority of th<» men of the cimimands 
were practically recruits. The result was that the insi)ector 
not only, had his legitimate* work to perform but hjid to 
also fill the role of an instructor. 

SUPPLIKS, 

The reports of the inspectors and my own i>ers<ma[ 
observation convince me that the conditions in the depart- 
ment as r(»gards the supply i»f the trooi)8 have improved 
(•(nisidenibly since the insf)e(*tions wen* first stjirted. The 
troops are well ted and an* suj)plied with (everything that 
C5in be desired, with the (»xc<»ption of some of the inac- 
(tes.sible posts, where, so far, it has be(»n ftmnd impossible 
to supply them with fresh b(M»f, Imt every effort is being 
made to overcome* th<» obstacles, and it is expected that 
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before lon^ every post, e^^cept those of the far interior, 
will have fresh l)eef at least once or twice* a week. If 
beef on the hoof conld \ye us4*.d, it would be a simple 
matter to have an ample supply, but this is impossible, 
for wherever they have introduced cattle the animals have 
died by the hundreds of rinderpest. The Board of Health 
of Manila is now carrying on extensive experiments, with 
the hope of stamping out this dreadful disease, and if this 
is ever accomplished the most difficult problem that tlie 
Commissary Department has had to face will be solvi^d. 
I will jidd here that the troops throughout this department 
speak in the highest terms of the way the Commissary 
Department has supplied them with stores during the past 
six or seven months, and the inspectors have called attention 
to very few errors and defects in this department. 

BARRACKS AND QUARTERS. 

The quartering of the troops depends upon the accom- 
modations at the tow^ns where they are st^itioned. In some 
places the troops occupy nipa shacks, constructed at their 
own expense, in others, native houses, but in the majority 
of stations they occupy convents. These latter make good 
barracks, and while they are wanting in many of the conven- 
iences which are found in the barracks in the United States, 
they make excellent ([uarters for troops in this climate. 
Suitable government barracks should be built for the troops 
as soon Jis it is determined where perman(*!it stations are to 
!)e established, 

HOSPITALS. 

The hospitals throughout the department are not entirely 
satisfactory. During the advance of our troops, t(»mporary 
hospitals wert^ established, and in most cases they remain 
to-day the same. While they are W(»1I supi)lied with Tm»d- 
icines and dressings, they an* not prepared to treat serious 
injuries or cjises of disease. It would be advisable to estiib- 
lish at all stations of on(» or more companies a well-equipped, 
comfortable hospitjil where men in the first stages of disease 
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could n^ceive prop(»i' treatment and proixM* diet. Thia,|||m>' 
opinion, would lessen the number of patients in the Jvvgv 
"military hospitals," and would make the numl)er of daya 
lost through sickness nmch less. Ever.vthini^ necessjiry to 
quip hospitals is on hand in th(» Medical Department; a3i 
that is nei^ded are suitable buildings, and I recommend, as in '"■- . 
the case of barracks, that perman(»nt hospitals l>e constructed 
at ])ernianent stations. 

DRILL AND INSTRUCTION. 

Drill and instruction are much needed by the trooi^s % 
in the d(*])artment. Th(» field work carried on during tht* 
past year, tog(»ther with the scattei'(»d condition of the troops 
and the scarcity of officers, hav(^ rendered a systematic course 
nf instruction im])Ossible. It is hoi>ed that with the cesstition 
of hostilities and tlie assembling of the troo]>s at permanent 
stations this important subject will receive due att^^ntion. 
'rarg(*t practice luis l>een held whenever ])ossibl(», and almost 
all commands have had this practice at short rang«^ The 
fact has been noted that since the practice* has l>een h(»ld the 
number of casualties among the Fili])inos have increasi^d in 
the various (»ngagements. 

ARMS. HQUIPMENTS AND CLOTHINCi. 

Arms and (Miuii)ments are in good condition for the 
si^rvice re((uired. Th(» wear and t(Mir iuis lieen very great 
f»ut the amounts lost and destroyed do not seem to have been 
excessive when tlie c(mditions under which openitions have 
carried on are taken into consid(M*ation. This climat-e is 
very iiard on eciuijmients, <»specially horse equipment**. The 
quantity of the mat(»rials for cleaning and caring for these 
etpiipmenis is the same as that furnished in the United 
St:it(^s. Thes(» (piantities should In* doubled. 

On the whoh' the clothing is satisfactory and th«» troops 
are well supplied. There is a great lack of uniformity of 
color of tlu* khaki uniforms. Some of the cloth fades in 
the first washing while other n^tains its color very well. 
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Blu^kjtf are issiu^d with cloth Imtton?*, and it is wvy srldoiu 
you 8ee the uniform shouldor-strap on a l)loiiso. Sonn* blouses 
have standing and sonio turn-down colhirs. Tho shoi'.s nro re- 
ported to bo inferior. In nian.v caspsthe.v jro to pieces after 
one week's scout. 

There seems to Im» a drsire amon^ tlie ofti*%*rs to wear 
uniforms of different pattern from that prescribed, although 
fiome improvement has been noti»d in this respect durinjr the 
past year. In spite of the ord<*r i.ssued some time* n^o from 
the division, prohibiting the wearin<? of articl(»s of the 
uniform by civilians, you see it worn daily. No on<» seems 
to think it is his business to S''e that this order is carried out. 
Tlie campai^ hat iJfives satisfaction, but ahnost all ottieers 
unitt^ in saying that the prescribed method of wearing it, 
creased on top, is very uncomfortable in rainy wi'ather. 
Tlie blanket is too heavy for this climate. There is a tendency 
to slovenliness in the matter of dri^ss by men out of ranks. 
(ireater punctiliousness in matter's of uniform is now pos- 
sible, and should In* required. 

PUBLIC^ ANIMALS. 

Public animals are on the whole fairly well cared for. 
The subject of shoeing recpiires att4»ntion. Tiiere are not 
sufficient blacksmiths to ke(»p th(» animals properly shod. 
E8i>ecially is this the case in cjivalry regiments. Before 
the Spanish-American War, when a troop of cavalry had 
about half as many horses as it has now and was doing 
ordinary garrison duty, it was all one blacksmith could do 
to keep the horses prop(»rly shod. Now with double the 
number of horses doing constant field service then* is still 
but one blacksmith to a trooj). There should be two. 

( I landers have ap|)eared in many places in the depart- 
ment, and sp^^cial effort* should be mad<^ to stamp it out, 
but the greatest care should be <»xercised to determine 
whether animals an* suffering from tliis disease before they 
fcre destroyed. 

•5-11I 
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FOKACiE. 

S) far I liiive b(»on unable to obtain any accurate in- 
formation on till' subject, as the opinions of officer* differ 
very nuicli in re/ifarcl to native fora^je for American horses. 

My exi)eri(Mice has been that my own ponies have kept 
in b(^tter condition and have been able to do more work 
on hay and oats than on native forage, and reasoning from 
this I should say tliat, where cost is not concerned, hay 
and oats are the better feed, but experience may show 
that a certain proportion of native forage is even better 
than straijrht hay and oats. 

I att(Mni)ted to obtain f r(mi my iissistants some definite 
information on this subject a year ago, but it was not 
^satisfactory. 

Major Uroun, in a report dated last October, stated 
tliat native forage was all that was needed for the animals 
in his district, and th(» supply was ample. At that time 
tliere wen» only two troops in the district. He was still 
of this ()i)ini()n up to tin* time of his departure for the 
United Stat^^s. 

At i)res(Mit tliere is not sufficient native forage pro- 
duced to supply all the animals in the department, but 
1 beli(»ve that in a short time the supply would equal the 
demand, and reconunend that native forage be fed three 
timers per week with a view of deU^rmining its adaptabil- 
ity for .VmcM'ican horses. 

SANITARY CONDITIONS. 

The sanitary (!onditions throughout the department are 
luuisually good. Disinfectants are not used to any extent, 
and do not seem to be nei^ded, cleanliness and the removal of 
sill garbage and fecal matter IxMng depended upon for main- 
taining i)roper sanitary conditions. The dry earth system 
for tVcal matter, and swill cans and barrels for kitchen 
and otlier waste are used. The improvement in the sani- 
tary conditions during the past year of all stations and 
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campe is very marked, as is also that of all towns occu- 
pied by troops. iTie health of the command is ^ood. 

DEPOTS. 

There are two main depots in this department — com- 
missary and medical. The bulk of the supplies used by this 
command is furnished from these depots. 

The commissary depot was established at a time whim 
matters were very nmch con/?ested in the division depot, but 
that time has passed and it does not seem expedient to main-^ 
tain this expensive depot within a stone's throw of the main 
depot, and thus necessitjite the double handling and double 
invoicing of the enormous quantity of supi)lies furnishi^d 
by this department. The abolishing of this depot would 
of course increase the work of the main depot, Init this in- 
creased work could be performed by about half as many 
men as are now employed in the department depot. This 
would mean (luite a saving, and I bt»li(»ve the troops would 
be as well and as pr()ni])tly supplied as under the prestMit 

system. 

NOTES. 

Th«» scircity of officers in regular regiments has greatly r 
decreased th » efficiency of these regiments. The interests 
of the service demand that line officers l)e witli tlieir 
r,*ginK*nts and that th.i statt departments contain sufficient 
i'fficers to do the statt work. 

Means of transj)c)rt:itioii and mail service hav(» im- ' 
proved considerably during the i)ast year, but nuich im- 
provement is ncrdcnl in the postal service. The mass of 
official business is now done by ti*legraph on account of 
the poor mail faciliti(»s. 

All inspectors praise the work of the Signal Corps 
in this department. This cori)S is in excellent condition 
and not an unfavorable conmient of any inii>ortance has 
been made by any inspector upon its workings. NiMtln^r 
hardskips nor danger seem to deter officers and enlisted 
men in their efforts to maintain t(»legraph comnmnication 
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!)etwtM>n the iiuin(»roiis stations in this hirtr<* (lopartiin»nt. 
'riu» work of this corps dt»s(M*vos si)oc*ial mention. 

Several inspectorn have re(!oniniended that th<' infan- 
try be armed with carbines, as most of their scontinir 
work is done mounted. This does not seem to In* advis- 
able. All work that requin»s numnted troops slumld bt» 
doni» by cavalry.

A 
conservative estimate of all such inquiries, remarks, recom- 
mendations, opinions and copies, i)laces the number at about 
eight • thousand.

CLERICAL ASSISTANCE. 

While the work of the office has been kept up to datts 

it has been seriously handicapped by the lack of adequate 
clerical assistance. No civilian clerks, no steno^jrapliers have 
been authorized in this office. The clerical work has been done 
by two enlisted men taken from the detachment at department 
headquarters, one of whom was an expert operator of the type- 
writer, but he was sent to the United States sick, and for 
three months the office was without a typewriter, the work of 
entering upon the records the reviews of the Department Com- 
mander, and the preparation of the orders for publication 
being" done by the Judge Advocate in long hand. There vviu-e 
being published between one hundred and fifty and two 
hundred cases a month in orders from these headtiuarti^Ts. 

The greatest number of charges receiv(»d, revised, 
recorded and referred to the twenty-live general courts and 
eighteen military commissions in session in the department 
in one day, wius eighty-eight. The needs of the office in the 
matter of proper and sufficient clerical assistance ]mv(^ been 
represented to superior headquarters, and are dwelt upon here 
in order to emphasize, if i)Ossible, the necessities of the case. 

In this military department, containing at times ov(*r 
!27,<X)0 troops, other more fortunati^ administrative d(*i)art- 
ments have been abundantly supplied with civilian chirks, 
technically trained in the work of those de[)artinents, while 
this office, receiving, revising, reviewing, recording and 
publishing, under th<^ Department Commander, records in- 
volving tlie life and liberty, as well as money, of human 
beings, has had to depend for its clerical force upon being 
able to find a couple of soldiers available for detail. 

As stated in reply to an inquiry from Division H(^ad- 
quarU^rs, this office* should have four civilian clerks, two 
of whom should be competent typewriters, and oiu» of whom 
should be a competent sti^nograplier. 

GENERAL COURTS MARTIAL. 
The large number of officers who liav(» ent(»n»d the 

army during the recent war with Spain and th(» subsecpuuit 
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iiisunvction in the PhiliiJpinos, and who have not had the 

advantage* of instruction at the service schools, promptn 

the suKKestion tliat stei)s he taken, as the exigencies of the 

s(M'vice may permit, of supjilyiug, in part, the instraction 

hen^tofore im[)art<»d h.v those schools. Tliift could he done by 

establishing coursi^s of h*etures to Ix^ delivered by catNible 

and experienced officers, at Manila or some other centnil 

jM)int, which the younger offic(»rs would doubtless Ik* glad, or 

could be i-equin^d, to avail themscdves of. The sugg<'stion is 

specially prompted by obw^rving the lack of knowdedgi* of 

military law, embracing the procedure before courts martial 

and the pre[mration of charges, shown by many of these 

young officers. It is n»commended that a copy of the 

** Manual for Courts Martial*' Ih' placed in the hands of every 

officer. 

SUMMARY (X)i:kT. 

TIh* most important change affecting the sutnmary court 
(luring the j)ast y(»ar has l)een the atneiidtnent of the 83d 
ArticK* of War, enlarging the punishing pow(»r of the court 
under ctM'tain conditions. The new article has lieen in oi)era- 
tion too short a time to detiMiuine the effect its enlarged 
power may have ui)on the numlxM* of cases to lie brought 
before the general court. Accused soldiefs aiv (luick to see 
and take a(ivantag(» of anything in their favor when it comes 
to enforcing disciplinary measures, and there have aln»ftd,v 
been imijostnl mnnerous objecti(ms to trij|,l by sumuiAry colirt 
when the accused liavi* measured the difficulties df bringing 
ihem to trial by a general ccmrt on account of the isolation of 
their stationor for other reasons which are as apparent to 
them as to thtMr officers. The exigencies df the servici^ 
t're(|uently require cases to Im^ tried by summary courts 
notwithstanding the objection of the accused, which under 
(litl'erent c(mditions would be tried by a general court; the 
objection interi)osed limits the sunmiary court trt tlift 
imposition of a month's cbnfinement arid fdrfeiture of 
a month's [)ay. Then, too, an erroneous iilt^t*pretation of 
th(» new article* has Ix^en mdde by sottie coitimanditl^ 
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officers, who li^vo thougl^t that by tho niair.s coiisontiiitr 
to be tried by the summary court the latter was 
required to impose three months' confinement and a 
forfeiture of three months' pay. A^rain, notwithstanding 
the inhibitive clause in the article relating to capital cases, 
Honie commanding officers have seemed to think that by 
consenting thereto the accused could confer jurisdiction upon 
sunmmry court to try capital cases, and some such cases 
have been tried by this court, with the consent of the 
accused, necessitating their being set aside. For these, and 
the added reason that I do not believe an accused should he 
given the right to dictate, in any degrt»e, the tribunal before 
which he is to be arraigned for offenses charged tigaiiist 
him, I think it is to be regretted that any conditions what- 
ever should be attached to enlarging the powc^rs of tlie 
nummary court. 

At many of our stations there are not sutticiiMit officers 
to constitute a garrison court, and this court, with the regi- 
mental court, may l>e said to have Ix^come practically obso- 
lete, and might bc^ eliminated entirely from th(^ service, yno- 
vided the summary court be clothed unconditionally with 
the punishing power of tliree months' confinement and forfcM- 
ture of three months' pay. 

With a view of illustrating wliether or not the abol- 
ishment of the canteen feature of the post exchangi^ has 
had an3' effect upon the number of trials by the summary 
court for drunkenftess, I have taken the summary court 
reports of six regular regiment^^, which have been contin- 
upusly in the department, for the three months previous 
to and for the three months succeeding that in which tin* 
cantft^en was abolished, and tabulated the num!)er of convic- 
tions for drunkenness. Th(» 5th of February, 1901, copy 
of a cablegram from Washington advising of the alK)lition 
of the canteen was received at Department Head(|uarters; 
instructions were issued to close out the canteens in the de- 
partment, and during the month of Februar.v tlu* canteens 
irere cloaod out. 
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Th<^ subjoined biblo ^ivos the convictions in the three 
months before and the three months after the canteen was 
abolished.

MILITARY COMMISSION. 

A jiTetit deal of onerous hibor has devolved upon the 
orticers stationed in the* department in ferretin^f out and 
biino-in^ to trial before militjiry commissions offenders 
against the common law and ji^ainst the laws of war. This 
work has b(»en w(*Il and thorouffhly accomplished, with the 
r<\sult tliat the department has l>een very generally freed 
from th(» t<*rrorism of th(^ lawless bands led by the most 
d(\sperat(» criminals. The military conmiission has paved 
the way for tlie undisturbed administration of justice by 
the civil courts. 

Formed orijifinally as a summary court to inquire into 
accusations against individuals in time of war, not amen- 
al)lc to trial by court martial, with a view to recommend- 
injr ap[)roi)riate action to the Conunanding Genei'al, it acted 
as a substitute for civil courts of criminal jurisdiction, and 
th<* j)roc(»dur(» before^ it lifradually assimilated that before 
courts martial, until now, by lon^ ustif^ce and practice, they 
are (essentially the same. 

In this d(»i)artment the analogy to the general court 
martial has l)een carried out, the memlMTs and judjje advo- 
cate have been sworn; the accused accorded the right to 
have couns(»l, and th(» ri^ht of challenge, to cross-examine 
witn(»sscs for the prosecution and to summon witnesses for 
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the defense; to testify in his own J)ehalf, to siibniit ar^- 
meuts, and to address the coaimission in extenuation of his 
offense. His rigfhts were still further safeguarded by the 
careful review given to the proceedings, and it may l)e pos- 
itively asserted that no sentence of a military conmiission 
has been carried into effect without the record most conclus- 
ively showing the guilt of the accused. 

The voluminous records of trials had in this depart- 
ment will reveal that the examination into the accusa- 
tions has been most exhaustive. A trial (extending over 
a i>eriod longer than two months, with a record containing, 
exclusive of argument and exhibits, eleven hundn^d and 
twenty-live typewritten pages, cannot be said to be very 
summary in chamcter. Records exceeding two hundred 
pages were not infreciuently submitted.

Luzon during the fiscal year eluding June 80, 1JH)1: 

The department limits remain as defined in report of 
the previous year, viz.: all t(»rritory in the Island of Luzon 
north of the Pasig River, and of the southern boundary 
of the provinces of Morong and Infanta. During the greater 
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Third District: One battalion of thc3 25th Infantry 
on Novenibor 1, 1900. 

Foui-th District: Three companies of the 24th Infantry 
on October 81, 1900; Troop A, ith (kvalry, on August 
2, 1900. 

Fifth District: Troop E, 4th (-avalry, on Sept^^mber 
4, 1900. 

Sixth District: Headquarters, Band, Ist and 3d Sciuad- 
rons of the 5th Cavalry, about April 20, 1901; Company 
K, Battalion of En^fineers, on September 4, 1900. 

NATIVE SCOUTS. 

Native troops were or|»:anized as follows: First Dis- 
trict Native Scouts, per G. O., No. 1, Division of the 
Philippines, April 7, 1900, 250; by ti^legraphic authority, 
Iiead(|uarters Department of Northern Luzon, December 
29, 1900, increased to 500, and l>y endorsement, Headquar- 
ters Di^partment of Northern Luzon, January 20, 1901, to 
550; eleven companies of fifty men each. 

Second District Cagiiyan Native Scouts, 1st Battalion, 
under para^r}i])h No. (), S. ()., No. 17, Headquarters De- 
l)artment of Northern Luzon, January IS, 1901. 

Fourth I>istrict: The Fourth District Native Scout«, 
luiniberin^ fifty at the be^innin^ of the fiscal year, were, by 
(indorsement, IL^adcpiartiM's Department of Northern Luzon, 
fJuIy 14, liXM), iiH*i(»ased to 150, and by endorsement of Oc- 
tober 11, 1900, to 240; |)y telejrrai)hic instructions, Head- 
(luarters I)ej)artineiit of Nortliern Luzon, December 30, J900, 
to 4so, and iier S. ()., No. It), Headquarters Fouith District, 
February UJ, 1901, divided into fcmr companies of 120 men 
«»aeli. 

Fifth District: The Fifth District Macal)el>e Native 
Scouts (1st Battiilion), under pani^raph 1, S. O., No. 18, 
IIead(iuarters Departnient of Northern Luzon, January 19, 
190], and the 2(1 Battalion under paragraph 5, S. O., No. 42, 
Head(iuart(M's Department of Northern Luzon, February 
18, 19(a. 
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The independent detachment of Macabebe native scouts, 
o|>erating directly under department ordc^rs, was organized 
pa^su^nt to telegraphic authority, Headquarters Department 
of Northern Luzon, July 21, 1900. Tliey were, jussigned to 
station at Macabebe, P. I. 

Sixth District: One company of twenty-tive llocano 
Native Scouts, under endorsement, lleadciuarters Department 
of Northern Luzon, Decemb(»r 16, 1900, per paragraph 11, 
S. O., No. 87, HeadquarU^rs Department of Northern Luzon; 
February S, 1901, they were increased to 120. T\w 1st (/om- 
pany of the Sixth District llocano Native Scouts, under paia- 
gniph 3, S. O., No. 9, Headquarters Department of Nortli- 
em Luzon, January 10, 1901. Th(» 2d Company of llocano 
Native Scouts, under paragraph 1, S. ()., No. 20, Headquar- 
ters Department of Northern Luzon, February 28, 1901. 

All these scouts are paid by the Quartermaster's l)e]mrt- 
nif»nt from public civil funds. 

SCOUT INTEKPRETKKS. 

Under General Order No. 10, Headcpiarters Second Divi- 
8ion, and Eighth Army Corps, February 12, 1900, int^'rpre- 
tors were assign(»d to stations of one company garrisons and 
larger stations. These employees an* almost in ev(»ry cjise 
natives, and perform duty as single scouts with their ccmi- 
niands, as well as interpreters. Tli<\v are extn^mely us(*ful 
also in aiding commercial transactions with tho natives. They 
have l>t>en paid from public civil funds. 

FIELD OPEKATIONS. 

Alilitary operations during t\\o y<»ar have bcM'ii main- 
Uiined with vigor throughout t\w dopiirtuu^nt. Floods and 
bad roads during the ijiiny season ne('(\ssarily limited the 
extent of the oi>erations during that period. Comph^t^^ con- 
trol, however, was maintain(»d of all supply lines, and 
only in a few instanc(»s were att4icks made upon sujiply 
trains, or was other traffic molested, or mail or telegraph 
lines intf*rf(»red with. 
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After the close of tlie rainy season a vigorous cainpai^i 
was eondueted throughout the department, combining foot 
and mounted movements, until May 19th, when the Depart- 
ment C'Onmiander announced in an official wire that the 
active (♦am[)aign against insurgents was practically over. 

Ample equipment of American horses has been fur- 
nished. One hundred saddle animals were furnished to each 
regiment in tlie field. The (»ifect of this assistance in 
military results was direct and marked. 

The horses- furnished at the diffen^nt stations wen* 
of gr(»at benefit also in mounting escorts for supply trains. 
This duty lias added one of the greatest difficulties to the 
prosecution of supply service. Each train crossing the 
country recpiired an escort, both for the protection of 
the natives from hid rones and for the security of stores. 
The constant demands of troops for this service and the 
long distances often traveled, under a tropical sun, had 
render(Hl this service* p(»rformed on foot an especial hard- 
ship. 

The horses assigned wen* also the means of perfecting 
th(» mail service and (expedited the supply lines, enabling 
escorts to k(»(*p pace with r(»lays, which it was necessary 
to use on such lines. 

CLOTHING AM) EQUIPAGE. 

Clothing and e<iuipage farnisluHl the troops during 
the past year hav(* been generally acknowledged to 1h» 
of good quality, and in most cases full equipment hjis 
been maintained. The [)ractice is continued in this depart- 
ment of avoiding accunmlatiim of stores at stations 
and of maintaining troops in the field on a btisis of the 
lightest practical marcliing order. This has been etfectt^d 
l)y liaving requisition made as the* occasion recjuired ratlier 
than at stated times. Th(* tendency of local (iuart<*rmasti*r^ 
to accunmlat4» supplies in order to tide over certain i¥>ri- 
ods has thus he(»n largely avoided. 



The following is an abstract from the reports of various 
riuartemifisters upon the subject of clothinir and oquii>ago: 

KHAKI CLOTHING. 

The khaki clothitig as now issued has gfenerall.v proven 
desirable. The Hongkong khaki is cheaper, holds its color, 
wears well dnd is generally satisfactory. The* workmanship 
cjti .Vnierican garments is far superior, but the* American 
khaki does not hold its color. 

CAMPAIGN HATH. 

The campaign hat with corrugated sweat band is most 
desired. Of late, however, the mat(>rial composing it is 
heavy and apparently of ihferior quality. The corrugated 
sweat band is so soft and shallow that niUn' a hat is worn a 
short time the corrugation is flattened out. Tlie crown is 
also low. 

lUISSKT SHOES. 

Some complaints have l)een made as to the quality and 
durability of the russet shoe. It is claimed that they b^^come 
"soggy'' or "spongy'' when wet. Officers have stated that 
men have started out with wlipt they considered a good 
iwir of shoes, and at the end of a day's march through 
mad and water the shoes would be practically ''dissolved 
ih the hmd."' The shoe should be made of good leather 
thronghout; in fact, all material put in th(» shoe should 
be of the best quality. 

SHIRTS. 

The khaki-colored shirt seems to fade very readily. Few 
recinisitions for gingham shirts Avere made during the last 
year, the troops claiming that the colors were not fast, and 
the material not suitable for hard service. 

UNDERCLOTHING. 

The light cottoii undershirt and jean dt-awers are the best 
Md most d^sifflble fot* this climate. 

PACKING Ol*' CTjOtHING. 

OWitig to clhllfttic and dthcr conditions existing iti trop- 
iciAl couniH^d, it is i^bomiliefided that alt t;lothit1g \y^ })(ick€d 
in cases lined with naphtoleum or tar-pftjjet. 
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PONCHaS. 

T\m i)(>ncho is considered by the troops as useless, and 
the men object to carrying them, as they afford no protection 
against the wet. The rain ^oes through them in live minutes, 
and on account of size strike the men about the knees, 
causing the water to run off on their clothes. If i>ut on the 
ground to sleep on tliey wet through as soon as the body 
comes in confaict with them. 

SLICKEKS AND RUBBER BOCyPS. 

Hotli slickers and rubber boots are earnestly recom- 
nu^nded for the rainy season to issue for guard purposes. 

SHELTER HALVES. 

The shelti^r tent as now issued affords but little protection 

from the rain, and should be made of stout, water-proof ma- 
t(»rial. 

The foregoing rejwrts were apparently mad(» as the 

result of close obsiM'vation and experience with the troops. 

QUARTER MASTER'S DEPOTS. 

The Quarterniaster's Dt^pot of the* Department of North- 
ern Luzon was organizcul under Geni^ral Orders, No. 130, 
Headquarters Division of the Philippines, dated June 11, 
11)00. It simjilified and expedited extremc^Iy the supply of 
this department, enabling this office to keep trace of requisi- 
tions and giuird against delays in this service. With the 
number of stations ranging in th(» department to about 276 
and with operations conducted larg«»lj' on emergency, this 
depot was especiall.N^ nec(»ssary. As troops >vere reduced, 
howev(T, and Held maneuvres became less pressing, the neces- 
sity for department depot decreased, and return was had 
to the division system of supjily. This was done on June 30, 
1901, pursuant to (leneral Order No. 127, Headquarters Divi- 
sion of the Philippines, June 18, 1901. 

Buildings were furnish(»d also for Depot Commissary of 
the Department and for the Medical Sup[)ly Depot. These 
two are still maintained. 
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District depots are also conductt^d, one each at Vigan 
and Da^upaii. A smaller depot is also maintained at Aparri. 
These have been fonnd necessary owinj? to the uncertainty 
of communication along: the coast, and at times during the 
rainy season alon^ the railroad. 

During the past year all regimental property was moved 
from buildings which were previously rented in Manila and 
placed in others which had been constructed by the Depot 
Quartermaster of the Division for the purpose. The only 
tmiklings now in use in Manila by this department are 
those used as offices, detachment barracks and warehouses. 

The general problem to b(» met here has been practically 
to provide for military operations and establish troops in 
a country different in all the conditions encountered, cliniat<\ 
methods of life, mean^ of transportation and working appli- 
ances generally, from that to which they huve b. en ac 'ustomed. 
The malarial effects of the climate, the extreme dampness 
of one seasoh, and the heat of another, have* called for 
the greatest watchfulness on the part of th(» authorities 
for the protection of troops against sickness and ftitality. 

To meet these conditions it has been deemed extremely 
important to provide such shelter as will afford ample 
protexjtion in this climate, and to maintain a complete supply 
of food. In the matter of shelter, open nijia buildings 
have, in their ventilation and economy, been found to be 
the most desirable. To meet the requirements as to food, 
special attention has been given to i)erfecting supply trans- 
portation to include expedited lines for fresh beef and 
vegetables. This will be lat<M' refernnl to in detjiil. 

QUARTERING TROOPS. 

The changes from active tield operations to a condition 
of comparative general peace will naturally introduce the 
question of greater permanency in the plans of occupation 
in the island, and consequently of tlie construction of more 
permanent quarters and storehouses for the use of troops. 



Tho plan now ill forc(» of dividing: tlu» tro(»ii8 of the 
d(»pHrtinont ainonit a nutnlier of small stations has in vioy^' 
mainly the control of the ladrone element and the protec- 
tion of natives who, from recodified friendliness to the United 
States, have excited the general enmity of that class. 

This maintenance of small ^irrisons has been found 
phicticaHv the only means of (luarterin^ the troops without 
the construction of special huildinjfH. It has, however, had 
the disadvantaijfe of involving special expenses in sujiply work. 

The consolidation of tiT)op8 at larger stations will largely 
nnluce supply expenses, hut will require to Im* met by the 
construction of (iuart<»rs. 

The limit^^d extent of public lands in the island will 
rriider necessary th(* acquirement of ground for building 
siti'S either by purchase or by least*. In the former case 
indefinite* conditions which prevail here as to title would 
introduce some complications. The system of leases w^ould 
l)robably be the most satisfactory. Buildings somewhat 
mon* permtment tlian tlioso which, as a rule, have been 
c()nstruct(*d here would proliably now be desirable. These 
could be constructed of hard wood for the framing, and 
of cogon or nipa roof and sid(»s. 

C'luivas shelUM* Inus not [)roved satisfactory for the 
purpose here, nor is it as economical as temporary buildingn. 

Quarters have Imhmi constructt^d as indicated in appendix 
upon that subject. iSuch buildings in the form of nijttt 
barracks Mrith a capacity for one company huve not Cost, 
in this department, more tlnm $800, gold, per each building. 

Uepairs to i)ublic buildings have been made where nec- 
essary from timi» to time during the y(»ar. liegular annual 
(\stimates, conforming to ])aragraph J)7S, Army Regulations, 
wen* called for by (leneral Orders, No. 6, these Head- 
riinirters, February 2H, 11)01, with a view of making pro- 
visions for sheltering troops and stores during the rvdny 
season. Allotments of futids were made therein ns fthbwti 
in appended list. 
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Under existinjr reflations it is not practicable, liow- 
ever, to repair private huildin<^s from public funds, i»ven 
where the buildings are practically in the possession of th(* 
United Stat(\s and the owner unknown or absent. This rc*- 
fttriction is of great disadvantagfe, es|M»cially in the cjise of 
convents. During the time when building repairs were 
authorized from public civil funds it was possible to rei)air 
all r>ernianent buildings therefrom, and in the* case of rented 
buildings, to deduct the cost from the nMit as it accrued. 

Since, how(»ver, all such payments for military jiurposes 
are to be bornt* from the regular appropriations, this is not 
])nicticable. 

Barracks and quarters approi)riations cannot, under th(* 
established practice, N» reimbursed, esp(u*ially as fh(» reim- 
?mrs<Mnent might necessarily involve two fiscal years, and 
would prevent closing annual accounts for an indefinite 
nunilMM* of years. 

As the result of this, there are many convents and 
tmrented i)rivate buildings which are held for government 
purposes and which are so nuich in n(M»d of rei)airs tiiat 
unU»ss some special provisions can be made to covim* the case 
it will bt^ necessary, very nmch at the sacrifice of economy, 
to abandon them and secure or rent other buildings. 

In many cases repairs are so tem])orarily made that they 
will hardly be of service for a longer time than th(» govern- 
ment itself will hold the Imildings. II«»nce, such expen- 
ditiiivs might be regarded as in the same status as those in- 
curred in framing and flooring tents for troops, and although 
placed upon property owned by the Church, or by ])ri- 
vate persons, might be considered as accruing practically to 
jfovernment advantage only. 

RENTS. 

Rents for private* !)uildings have been allowed when* 
the owner was, from the <'vidiMic(* obtainable, loyal to the 
United States. G(merally the action of a Board of Survey 
has been required in adjusting amounts and determining 



le^ility of rent clainis, the action of the board having 
reference both to the question of loyalty and to the amount 
of rent which should be paid. 

COST OF SHKLTKK. 

The actual cost of sheltering troops in this departnunit 
is less than the expense of canvas would be, nmging an- 
nually at about ^ to J?5, gold, i)er man, for the aggregate 
strength of force. This includ<»s n^nt, construction and 
repairs throughout th(» d(*i)artment. 

The principal new structures which it has lK»en nec(\s- 
sary to provide tliis s^Mison are stabhss and sheds for horses, 
mules, for transportation in the ishmds, the recent shipment 
of cavalry to the islands having rendered such additional 
shelter necessary at the diff(M*ent stations for the i-ainy season. 

Shelt(*rs of capacity for one hundred horses have, as a 
rule, cost $i5()() to ^{¥)(^^ gold. This (»conomy in cost has 
only l)een accomi)lished l)y the watchfulness and efficiency 
of th(* officers in charge of th(^ work, the use of native 
material purchased in the lowest market, and the perform- 
ance of the work by dtiy labor directly und(M* government 

supervision. 

TRANSPORTATION. 

Tran8i)ortation during tin* past year has not only in- 
volved the question of supply service of stations, but also 
of the construction of roads; th(^ assistance of the Burial 
Corps in moving bodies to the Unit<»d Stat4»s; the construc- 
tion and repair of telegrai)h lines, and the trans[K)rtation 
of suppliers for the large and extendt^d movements of troops 
in field oi)e rations which have b(»en maintained throughout 
the department. These burdens often fell on the depart- 
ment when regular government transportation could not l>e 
provided, and as a result necessitated at times the hire of 
native transportation. 

Bull carts and native l)ancas form about the cheajiest 
form of transportation available in the islands. The cost 
of a cart with a single bull and driver has averaged $1.50 to 
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$2.fMj, Mexican, per day. 'Formerly it was necessary for 
the jwrovernment to furnish forage, but as necessities for 
this transportation have been reduced, better rates have 
been secured, and, as a rule, forage for hired carabaos is 
not now furnished by the government, A cart transports, 
iLS a rule, about one-third or one-fourth as much as an 
escort wagon. The distance it will travel is seldom less than 
one-half as nmch as that made by mule transi)ortiition, and 
in many cases the distance is the same. Excessive heat is 
avoided by traveling largely at night. 

It is the .ultimate object to dispense with bull carts 
when government transportation becomes fully sufficient and 
rendered available. 

Horses available from those furnished for mounts have 
with this view been broken in and placed on supply linens. 
With even the most liberal equipment of government trans- 
portation, however, there are many lines upon which it 
will not 1k» available, and where carabao cart.** and river 
transportation will still be nee(»ssary. 

Australian, or Trottinii, Bulls an* still employed 
in expedited lines, and are oftiMi the only available means 
of supplying troops with fresh beef and vegetabh^s. 

LiTTER-BEARKRs: Litter-bearers diminished in use as 
active campaigning declined. None are now reported on the 
rolls. They were paid from public civil funds. 

BuRDEX-BKARERS havc been employed but little during 
the past year; they were used only on expeditions through 
mountains, canons, or lowlands where other forms of trans- 
l>ortation could not be employed. 

Ponies: Out of a total numb<^r of about 1,000 ponies in 
this department about 600 were captured, leaving the remain- 
der in the status of public civil propi^rty. 

Native ponies have been largely replaced by AnuM-ican 
horses as mounts in the fiield. They are, however, still used 
in some cases for native scouts and as draft animals. They 



an* used with typical native j>a.s.sen^er vehicle, which is, jis a 
rule, too small for employment with American animals. 

A e<msideration of expense may in this connection arisen 
in n*i)hicinof native horses with American animals for draft 
purposes. American teamsters will be necessarily reriuired 
in nmkin^ the chano^e; their pay is about three times that of 
a native teamster, and the expense of maintaininir th(» ani- 
mtils is greater than that in case of native ponies. 

Amkric'an Houses: Durini^ th(» year each infantry 
re^iint'nt or independent command was erjuipped with not 
less tlian 100 horses for the us(» of mounted men in connec- 
tion with foot op(» rations. As more active operations de- 
cr(»ased, th(» ne<»d for th(\se animals became less urgent, 
until, (\sp(H'ially with the advance* of the rainy season, an (ex- 
cess over recpiirements was reported in most of the districts. 

The saddh* ponies which had heretofore* btM*n used 
by th(* troops can now be* replaced by American animals. 
It is, h()W(*v(M*, proposed to use th(* i)onies for the use 
of patrols or scouts. 

Loss OF Animates: During th(* year there has l)een 
some prevalence of glanders throug"!! the provinces. The* 
service of veterinarians has been continually call(*d into 
requisition in controlling the disease, and, although then* 
liav(* iiec(\ssarily b(*en some loss(*8 in disposmg of infected 
animals, it has been kept fairly under control. Details. 
of losses are shown in apixMidix upon the subject. 

A.miu LANCKs: The ambulance equipment of th(» de- 
partment has been maintained to afford ample* service 
throujrhout the districts and meet all emergencies reported 
as having aris<*n. They have been allowed at the rati^ of 
OIK* to each post of two or more ccmipanies. 

Hailroad Operatioxs: During the year considerable 
shipm(*nt of troops and supplies by rail has be(»n nece^- 
sai-y. This service has been rendered w^th dispatch and 
regularity by the railroad, the entire management reflect- 
ing nuich credit on those having it in charge. 
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During the past rainy season a washout occuirod near 
Tarlac, Owing to the general depression of the land on 
that portion of the road, the repair of this break was 
made extremely difficult on account of the immense force 
of the water which had broken over the track. During 
the interval required for repair, bancas were maintainc^d 
»s ferries by the railroad, and prevented any delay in 
the transportation of supplies. A new bridge was con- 
structed on wooden piling, placing the elevatioii of the 
roadbed about om» meter above high- water mark. This 
may avert a similar break in th(» bridgt» this st^ason, but 
the roadbed on each side is so low that the track is 
liable to he carried away in those sections. 

WATKK TRANSPOKTATION. 

The following list shows the details of vi^ssels which 
have been used in the service in this department.

about eighty tons. Used in supplying from Dagupan points 
on the Ztmibales and Lingayen Gulf coasts, and for lighter- 
ing over the Dagupan Bar. 

KIVKR SEKVK K. 

On the Kio (irande de Pampanga: The "Nai)indan," a 
gunlK>at; draft, 6 feet; length, 90 feet; width, 80 feet. 

The "Charleston,'' armored and eciuipped as a gun- 
hoftt; draft, 4 feet, length, 112 feet; width, 20 feet. 
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. Hoth of theso boats have Iwen mainly operated for 
military purposes, the ^'Napindan"' on the Rio Grande, 
and th(» ''Charleston'' alon^ the estuaries of the Bataan 
coast, wliere it has done effective service in clearing out 
th(» ladrones and insurfrent element which formerly in- 
fers ted that coast. 

It is proposed to dispense with the ''Napindan'' at the 
end of the year; owin^ to the excessive size as ccmipared 
with thi^ ''Charleston,'' its draft and speed, this boat is too 
unwieldy for satisfactory service as a freight-carrier on the 
riv(»rs of Northern Luzon. Its military use, however, as 
above indicated^ has partly atoned for the deficiency. 

11i<* ''Cleveland,'' draft, H feet; length, 58 feet; width, 
12 feet. 

On the Kio Grande do Cagayan, the "Raleigh," a boat 
similar to the "Charleston" in build, but unarmored. It 
is sul)j(»ct to th(» same ol>jection on the Cagayan River as 
the "Charleston" on the Rio Grande. 

In all the inti^rior water lines the want of light and 
moliile boats, with sufficient speed to stem the current, is 
well established. Th(» boats now in service hardly reach 
higher that Cabiao on the Pami)anga line, and Tuguegarao 
on the Cagayan. It is, therefore, necessary to employ pri- 
vat4» transportation in each case, either by chartiM* or by 
shi[)ment at a fixed rate. The subject has been presented 
by this ()ffic(» of ]mrchasing, if practicable, some light- 
draft boats which will meet these requirenients. 

It is recognized that tlu* difficulty rests mainly in 
securing sufficiently light draft with sufficient sixH*d, It 
seems t^xtrcMuc^ly doubtful whether these ends can Ix* ef- 
fected by the stern-wheel method, and the use of a twin-screw 
])r()p(»ller, inst(»ad, has been suggested. It is an experiment 
tliat might be worth the trial. 

ROAD REPAIRS. 

Reimirs and construction of i*oads and bridges hits l>ei?n 
provided for by an allotment placc^l in the hands oif the 
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en^^ineen*. This rtllotnient was mado from public civil funds. 
Wagon trausportntion has also l>een furnished by the Quar- 
ternmster's Department to aid this work. 

UoAi>8 EspECiAi.LV KKguiRED: Several minor roads, 
rtHiuired mainly for supply purposes, should receive especial 
attention in this work. These include roads in tiw lower 
l>ortion of Cagra.van Valley along the river of the same 
name, the road from l)agu])an to Baguio across the 
mountains, and the direct road along the Agno Kiver from 
Kosalis to Tayug. The \atUn' road is important as a means 
of conmmnication and supi)Iy, cutting off, as compared 
with the route by way of Humingan, a distance of about 
twelve mil<\s l>etwe(»n Kosalis and Tayug, 

KIVKK IMPROVEMENTS. 

The advantages of a thorough syst^MU of inttM-ior supply 
hy means of the rivers would justify the imi)r()veme!it of 
tho8i» watercourses by clearing out bars to ati'ord the 
ordinary depth re<piired for boats of n<H*essary draft to sttMu 
the current. It is hardly believed that the expeiise of 
keeping the channels open would c^xceed that of road repairs 
cm the corresponding land line: There are about four bars 
on the Kio Grande which wcmld recpiiiv reduction, and a 
somewhat great<»r number on tin* Agno up to Kosalis. The 
Bagbag Kiver has also been used for supi)ly-boats this 
season. 

Hy employing nativ(»s for hand dredging two bars were 
removed this year at a cost of about J^80().(M», I". S. cur- 
rency. 

IIAKBOK IMPROVEMENTS. 

The ports of Dagupan and Aparri should rec(*ive especial 
attention in thest* improvements. At each of these jmints 
the liarhor is rendered extremely ditHcult and transporta- 
tion ex|)en8ive by obstructing bars, which often rend(»r 
lightering, for a Jong distance necessjiiy. N(»arly all tlve 
ports of this coast should be charted. The old Spanish 



charts, which are the only means of reference available, 
are defective and incorrect. 

NATIVE SKKVIC KS. 

A>«;ide from theii- employment as scouts and interpreters, 
nativt»s are largely used as drivers of native ponies and 
carabaos, as laborers in corrals and storehouses, and steve- 
dores, and as janitors in Imildin^s, and other minor ust^s. As 
hostlers they are not competent to drive or scarcely to handle 
American animals. In som(» cas(»s they are employed as 
cari)enters, blacksmiths, and harness makers, and artificers. 
Th(» hist two classes namt^d, however, are seldom found 
amon^ th(»m. Their pay ranges from seventy cents to one 
dollar i)er day, Mexican money. Und(»r recent orders dis- 
continuing the use of insuhu' funds to meet exi)enditures 
for military puri)()S(»s all such services, except thos<» of 
scouts and iiiter])i"eters, an» i)aid from n^^ilar appropriations 
of the Tnited Slates. 

FINAM lAL MA'ITEKS. 

The service arising- in handling tin* lar^^e amount of 
funds recpiired for the oiuuation of the Quartermaster's 
Department in this island has Imm'ii marked with esiM»cial 
difficulties. 

The principal circulating medium, (^specially in th(» in- 
terior ]>rovinces, is Mexican coin. The rate* of exchange, 
as officially fixed in the Unit<»d Stat<»s, allows a greater 
mar<rin in favor of ^old than can be secured here. It is, 
therefon^ as a rule, necessary to account on vouchers for 
the loss. Two dollars silver for one g:old is the rate reco^r- 
nized and fixed for insular funds, and is the controlling ratio 
in the conuiKM'ce of the islands. 

The wiiut of a sub-tr(»asury or authoriz(»d dei)ositoO' for 
funds of the n^^ular appro])riHti()ns n»sults in much iucon- 
venicMice and extra labor in the care and accountability of 
funds. The larK^* amounts held in cash, especially in Mex- 
ican silv(M', nec(»ssitate ahnost the entire services of one clerk 
as cashier. 
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PUKCHASK OF ARMS. 

Rifles and revolvers in serviceuble condition, wIhmi vol- 
untarily surrendered by natives, are paid for at the vi\tA\ 
respectively, of ♦SO.OO and J^lo.OM, M(»xiean. Up to April 1, 
liW)l, payment for such arms was made from public civil 
fand>s; since that date, from eon^n^ssional ai)i)ropriations for 
miscellaneous expenses. The amount so expended through 
the year stands as follows:

(U^AIMS. 

Claims arising" from damage or wcmu* intiicU^d on build- 
ings, or from depredaticms of stock during active* cami)aign, 
a8 well jis for material or labor ])rocur(»d during such op(»ra- 
tions, and other causes incidental to the war, have been ad- 
justed, after rc^ference to a board of officers, subject to 
hig'her revision. The principal portion of sucli claims have, 
.M<) far as estjiblished, been paid. 

Delay in some cas(»s in presenting th(\se claims until the 
ofiieer or agent contracting sanu» had left tlie country or 
been nmst(*red out has created some inconvenience in scttl(»- 
inent. In the adjustments made it has been att(»mi)ted to 
mak<* due allowance for disadvantage to which tin* natives 
are subjected, lx)th from their ignoranci* of the* Knglisli lan- 
ITuage and from their crud(» business mi^thods. 

HOSPITALS. 

Aside from regimental and station hospitals, gentM*al 
hospitals are maintained as follows: 

At I>a^pan, Baso Hospitiil, cai)acity, J^on i>aticnts. 

At Vigan, First District Hospital, capacity, loo pa- 
tients. 

At A<)arri, Second District Hospitjil, cai)acity, lOO pa- 
tients. 

At San Isidro, N. K., Fourth District ilospitsil, capac- 
ity, 75 patients. 



Th(\s(' hospitals have Ihm»!1 much huproved b.v spt»cial 
construction during the pjist year, and like those of the 
de])artnient generally, were placed in a good statt; of reimir. 

'rh(» discontiiuiance, however, of authority to mako 
such (expenditures from public civil funds leaves no fund 
available for construction or repair of hospitals. Some 
such repairs are now much needed, and provision for this 
important service should be made as soon as practicable. 

PRISONS. 

Th(\se are employed for l)oth American and native 
prisoners; they include the following: 

Prison at Lingayen, Pangasinan, adapted to alxmt 
8(M), either Anu^rican or native prisoners. Total cximmi- 
ditun* for construction and repair, !?2,286.96. 

Prison at San Isidro, Nueva F^cija, adapted to eighty- 
five Am<»rican and .549 native prisoners. Fix])enditures for 
constiuction and n»])air, $2,170.00. 

Prison at Iba, Zambales (Detention), adapted to twenty- 
fiv(e American and 175 native prisoners. Expenditures for 
construction and n^p^ir, jS1,4:()0.()0. 

Prison at Bacolor, Pampanga, adapted to thirty-five 
Am(»rican and 8^5 native prisoners. Total expenditures 
for construction and rei)air, i?4,94-6.()o. 

^ Tlu» Imnks and other furniture required for thest*. 
])ris()]i(»rs have, as a rul<», becMi made by the inmates. 

At Bacolor and Lingayen a system of prison manu- 
factun^ in bamboo work has l>een commenced. This Is 
not yrt fully dev(»loped. It is suscei)tible of much advance- 
ment, and could be made of advantage to the prisons. 

WATER SIPPLY. 

The (piestion of water supply h(»re is one whiteh largely 
affects the i)lan of occupation by the U. S. troops. It 
is impossibh* in many s<vtions to secure potable water 
for domestic i)un)oses. Sterilizers have l)een furnished at

all Btations, but, as previously rojK)rt<Hl, rcciuin* water of fair 
cheiiiieal components in order to give desirabh* n»sult8. 
To relieve this question it is projiosed to drive tubular 
wells at most stations to lx» ()ccupi(»d by troops. A well- 
boring apparatas has been furnished the departnuMit, and 
a well sunk to th«» depth of alwut 400 feet at Caloocan. 
The indications are not sufficiently promising, howc^ver, to 
continue the work, though it is believed that further north 
Hatisfactory results might l>e secured. 

Work is now in progress on a well at Ang(»l(\'<. An 
artesian well at San Fernando owned l)y the railroad com- 
pany, about t\venty miles fnmi that point, having a d(^])th 
of about 600 to SOO feet, has giv<Mi satisfactory nvsults, 
and is taken as a favorable indication for the other i>oints 
in Central Luzon. 

The difficulties of water supi)ly ref(M'r<*d to are mainly 
in the* interior. Along the* coast an excellent supply is 
secured from the rivers which flow from the mountain 
rang«*s. 

At Aparri, the l)ase of the Cagayan Valley supply, 
choice rests between the method of piping watc^r from 
the river, a distance of tw(»lve milc^s, or of sinking wells. 
Tlie latt(»r, it is believ(»d, would i)rov(* more econtmiical. 

FUEL AM) F()KA(fE. 

Wood has lx»en supplied princii>ally l)y local i)urcha^e 
at low(»st obtainable price. Cost rang(\s at about $8.00, 
gold, per cord in the S(mtli(^rn province's of the depart- 
ment and JS2.S0, gold, per cord in the middle and north- 
em provinces. This wood is mainly in the form of 
BHiall branches* of l>wml)0(), or hard wood, and is, as a 
role, satisfactory for its pun)os(». 

In ord(»r to save transi)ortati()n of forag(», animals 
wen*, by G.' ()., No. 15, lIead<|Uarters Department of 
Northern Luzon, March '25, UMH, ordered concentrated as 
far as possible daring, the inactiv(\ or i*ainy season at 
points along die railroad or i)t.lu»r supply l)ase. 
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From present deductions it could at least be estimated 
that allowances of forage could be made on basis of one- 
third to (me-half native and the remainder American 
foragr, estimating as a total supply. 

As indicated in the last animal rei)ort from th(» office 
the g(»neral opinion at that tim** was somi*what adverse 
to the exttMisive use of native forage for American ani- 
mals. During the past year, however, such forage for 
both American and native animals has gained somewhat 
in favor. 

Abstract of tlu' opinion of the different officers is, 
howevt»r, that th(» use of native forage for American ani- 
mals for a short time is satisfactory, but that the constant 
use of palay and grass for American animals is in many 
cases rei)orted Jis not productive of the best results. It 
is stated that animals should not be kept on this class of 
forage foi* a great length of time*, Init if alternat^^d with 
American forage that its use is l)eneticial. 

It is known, how(»ver, that Am«»rican mules have l)een 
kept on native fonige continuously for a num!x*r of months 
and at the end of that time* ai)peared in bettcM' condition 
than many in the same section which had l)een maintained 
on American forage. 

Th(^ (|U(»stion as to projmrtion in each vicinity de- 
ju'iids, h()W(ner, i)rincipally on that of securing native 
forage in the local market. ' 

No |)ractice has becMi introduced of curing native grass 
for use as hay; it is iu»cessary, therefore, to procure 
from day to day grc^en grass as recpiired for the day's issue. 

In some localities, as in the Laguna estuary section^ 
ncitluM- grass nor |)ulay can b(> secured. In other local- 
ities native forage is abundant, and especially in those 
)em()t<' fi'oin tlie I'ailroads^ should be used so far as 
supply will permit. 

As the native system of commerce develops it will 
undoubt(»dly become less difficult to arrange for securing" 
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gnuw uiK)ii' a general contract. Now it is necessary to 
rely upon the industry of the natives for the product in 
each locality. 

ICK AND DISTILLING PLANTS. 

Plants for the manufacture of ice and distilling of 
wat^r have been installed during the year as follows; 

At Vigan: One ice plant; capacity, one ton per day: 
cost for construction and shelter, $257.88. 

At San Isidro: One ice plant; cost of shelter, J^8nl.H.5; 
capacity, one ton per day. 

At Aimrri: One ice plant, placed in vacant Imilding; 
giiard-house in connection, J?20.()0; capacity, one ton p(M' day. 

At Aparri: One distilling plant; cost of pipe and con- 
struction, $245.00. 

At Dagupan: One ice plant; cost of construction and 
shelter, $669.71; capacity, one ton per day. 

At Dagupan: One distilling plant; cost of shelt<'r, $621.12. 

skwagp: skrvjck. 

No water sewerage system has been constructed during 
the year. Dry earth closets have been provided at (^ach 
station, and have appeared to be satisfactory. 

SUPPLY LINES. 

^rhe railroad forms the principal base of sui)i)ly lines foi* 
the interior. From bases on this road, lines lead out through 
the interior to the different stations and camps of tlie troops. 

Coast steamers supply depots at various i)oints along tlu* 

sea-coast. Further distribution to minor coast points is made 

by smaller boats; and finally from such points to the interior by 

wagons, carts, pack mules, bancas, cargo and tow launches and 

rafts. Of these forms of transportation the carabao cart 

and the banca poled by natives are undoubtedly the least 

expensive. 

SUPPLY OF TKOOPS. 

In the administration of supply matters, two plans 
present themselves; first, that of supplying in advance for the 
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I'jiin.v settsDii |K)iiit8 which, from heavy roads or hijfh water, 
aro (M|)(»ciall.v difficult of access during that season. The 
othei', that of depending ui>on carts and packs or water trans- 
portation to work supplies through as needed during the 
lainy season. 

The former, while of advantage in its security, is ex- 
l)(»nsiv(% in so far overtaxing transportation at timers as to 
HMiuire the hiring of large* trains of carabao carts, and in 
necessitatiiig especial provision in the form of storehouses. 
It is also objectionable in th(» liability of stores, especially 
in temjiorary buildings, to deterioration or damage from 
long storjige. 

The second method has the advantage of supplying fn»sh 
stoi*es as needed. It recjuires the employment, however, 
of some hir(»d carts and river transportation, since wagons 
cannot, as a rule, Ik* employed on interior roads during that 
season. It is objectionable also in the difficulties and uncer- 
tiiinties often attending travt»l then, and in liability of stores 
to damagi* from h(»avy rains or deep fords on the road. 

During t\\v coming s(»ason it is proposed to send rainy 
season suppliers in advance only to those points which, from 
])ast experience, will l)e practically inaccessible for freight 
traffic during that season. 

Tniiisi)ortati()n system of tlu» interior appears to be espe- 
cially satisfactory. The C\\\of C'onmiissary of the lX»i>art- 
ment, in an official n^port, n^fers to the remarkable im- 
nmnity from loss in th(» transit of stores across the country. 
Trains of carts so long that they could not be guarded 
throughout their length have often been employed in this 
service, and the results attjiin(»d are in no small measure 
due to tlie evident responsibility which the native drivers 
rc^cognize t-owards the government. 

The transfers of funds have bi^en entirely satisfactory. 
There is no system of expnMsage for such consignments, 
and they can only be entrusted to the care of individual 
officers to take them in many cases througli the countrjr 
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by tlu» fjest uieans which they can secun*. Yet, of the total 
of about one and a half miliion which ha^ l>een so handled 
durin^^ the year, no loss or deficiency is known. 

The transportation service in the department has been 
much improved during the past year. It could hardly Ik» 
exploded, however, that l>ett(»r results than were attained 
in interior supply during the \mst miny sejison will be 
secured in this. 

Supply, J^ 8i rule, proved ample for that season at the 
different stations; some losses occurred, however, from de- 
terioration of stores. These it was necessary to rojilace 
during the rainy season. 

BEEF AND VECiETABLES. 

Supply of refrigeratt»d lx»ef and v(»getables has l>eeii 
maintained for about all the posts of C'^»ntral Luzon which 
are occui>ied by American troops. This was etfectt»d by 
a network of expedited lines through to int*n"ior stations, 
starting usually from bases on the railroad, with wagons 
or Australian bull or pony carts. From various sub- bases 
branch lines led off to more remote ]K)ints by means of 
cart8, i>ack, or native boats. 

In organizing these lines under direction of the Depart- 
ment Commander, the greatest attention luis been given to 
securing the most economical method. In some cases it has 
been found most economical and satisfactory to award eon- 
tract to natives, who carry the supplies through without 
escort. This expedited service is, however, necessarily ex- 
liensive. 

Along the coast the supply is more difficult, owing 
to the uncertainty as to the entry of vessels at many of 
tlie ports, and the want of l>oats equipped with refriger- 
ating apparatus to preserve th<» beef in case of delay. 
Ice-boxes have been placed on several boats, and ship- 
ment of beef made by such means, but this method is 
objectionable, owing to extreme liability to loss when rough 
delay the boat on it^ way. 
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To avoid thos<» objections, th(» effort has been made 
by tin* (^^inniissary l)(»])artinent to supply beef on the hoof, 
and cattle corrals, to aid this measure, have* Immmi con- 
structed by the Quartei'niast(»r\sl)t»partnient at Paoay, Aparri, 
E<'haKU(* and Tu^u^^arao.

(iKNEKAL SKKVK K. 

The extreme demands upon troops for military duty, 
the constant n(»ed of ^uard escort, scout and other military 
services has l(»ft, practically, no enlisted s(»rvice available 
in the can* or maint(Miance of stations. For almost th(» en- 
tire* work of the Quartermaster's Department it has, th(»re- 
fons been necessary to employ paid civilian services. 

SKKVICKS OF OFFK^EKS. 

As troops are maintained practically on a tield basis 
and stations are at any time subject to chan^Jfe, the en- 
tire (iuartermast<M*'s service of eacli re^fiment is, as a rule, 
still under the char^^rc of its n^^imental <iuartermaster, lK)th 
as to garrisons and sui)ply lines. 

The work falling ui)on otKcers serviuj^: in the Quarter- 
master's l)e])artment of Northern Luz(m ^en<»rally has been, 
throughout, on(» of unusual d(»tuil and extent. 

Aside from a constant press of busin<»ss, the ji'radual 
change from a state of active operations in the* field aj^^iinst 
hostile nativ(»s to conditions adapted to the establishment 
of civil ^overmnent, has introduced also a correspondinjr 
change in business administration as affecting the natives. 
The matters arising in each day's business have then^fore^ 
as a rule, been (luestions without a ^uidin^ prec(»dent. 
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Special disbursomonti^ have also been reciuinul, which 
have added a lari^t^ amount of (»xtra work to the usual 
quart! ^rniaster service. This s|)<*eial work inehided payments 
as follows: For native scouts and scout interpreter's in 
the different districts; for servicea!)le rifles and revolvers 
when volunt:iril.v surrendered; for incn*ase in rejjfuhir sahiries 
of native police; for linemen em))lo.ved by thej^^i^ial C/ori>s; 
for native laborers in the Medical ('ori>s; for steno^fniphers 
and native witnesses before miliUiry connnissions; and 
teamsU^rs employed by the Knjrineer Corps. These payments, 
except in east* of the last item mimtioned, were from imblic 
civil funds. 

It would be hard in any account to do full justicti* 
to the officers who have so faithfully discharged this service. 
Their s<»rvice has been marked by unfailinjr industry, ability 
and constant and active int(M'est in their duties. Thi^ subjoined 
list shows the officers who have i)erformed s(»rvices, nvspect- 
ively, as d<»pot, district and regimental quart4»rmast<r's in 
this departm(»nt during? the year:

CIVILIAN SERVICE. 

The services rendered by the civilian clerks who have 
identified themselves with the work in the Quartermaster's 
Department in the Philippine Islands call also for special 
mention. The work of th(^ clerks has extend(»d far be- 
yjond that usually required, and, as a rule, has been prose- 
cuted with hut little regard to hours, days of week, or 
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the usual holidays. It has \yeen rendered, as a rule, cheer- 
fully and with the i^reatest re]^rd for the interest of tlie 
service. Under the customs of the service, the men receive 
less |)ay than in corresix>nding positrons in the United States, 
the rules there requiring length of service as a requisite to 
advancement. It is also extremely difficult to secure serv- 
ices in the islands, owing to the many demands in commerce 
for civilian clerks. Vacancies have, from this cause and 
sickness incidental to the island, often existed, which have 
made the burden of work harder on the clerks who remained 
in the offices. I would recommend that special consid- 
eration be given to those men in the quartermaster's clerical 
force, who hav(» served faithfully in the islands, and thc» 
question kept in view of rewarding them with perma- 
nent positions in the public civil service in the United 
States.

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regret that the necessity of a sick hmve prevents me from 
including in this report the operations of the remaining six 
weeks of the year: 

TROOPS SUPPLIED. 

Up to January 28, 1901, there were present in the De- 
partment of Northern Luzon twenty-seven thousand troops, 
and something over four thousand prisoners and civilian 
employees. The strengtli of the department on April 80, 
1901, was twenty-five thousand, five hundred and seventy- 
eight officers and men and several thousand prisoners and 
civilian employees. These troops garrison two hundred and 
thirty-eight toAvns. 

Until April 30, 1901, the following was the district 
organization of the Subsistence Department in this depart- 
ment: 

First District: Captjiin Ralph Ingalls, Assistant t'om- 
missary of Subsistence, United States Volunteers, Depot 
Commissary at Vigan, and Chief Connnissary of the District. 

Second District: Cai)tain John E. Woodward, Assistant 
Commissary of Subsistence, United States Volunteers, Depot 
Commissary at Aparri, and Chief Commissary of the Dis- 
trict. 

Third District: Captain H. L. Street, Assistant Com- 
missary of Subsistence, United States Volunteers, De])ot Com- 
missary at Dagupan, and Chief Commissary of the District. 

F(mrth District: Captain F. H. Pomroy, Assistant 
Commissary of Subsistence, United States Volunteers, Depot 
Commissary at San Isidro, and (^hief Commissary of the 
District. 

Fifth District: First Li(*utenant John Kennedy, 41st 
Infantry, United States Volunteers, Depot Connnissary at 
Ang(»les, and Chief Commissary of the District. 

Sixth District: First Ijieutenant Philip Powers, 42d 
Infantry, United States Volunt(»ers, (-hief (-tmimissary of 
the District. 
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On September 17, 190(), the sub-dei>ot at Resales was 
discontinued and Captain Street was ordered to the depot 
at Dai^rupan to n*lieve Captain Poniroy, who was ordered 
to San Jsidro. 

On May 1, 1901, the Fourth and Fifth Districts were 
consolidated, becoming the new Fourth District, the depot 
remainini^ at San Isidro, and on the same date Lieutenants 
Powers and Kennedy were relieved as District Commissaries 
in order to accomimny their regiments to the Unit(»d Stat<\s, 
the sub-depot at Angeles being discontinued. 

On April 20, 1901, Captain John E, Woodward, As- 
sistant Commissary of Subsistence, United States Volunteers, 
was ordered to relieve Captain H. E. Ely, 2()th Infantry, 
US IVpot Commissary for the Department of NorthiM'ii 
Luzon, Manila, P. L 

On May 6, 1901, First Lieutenant H. H. Pattison, 
R(»gimentjil Commissary, *^d Cavalry, was ordered to relime 
<-aptain Ralph Ingalls, Assistant Conmiissary of Subsistence, 
United States Volunteers, and First Lieutenant W. 1). Davis, 
Regimental Commissary, 17th Infantry, was ordered to 
relieve Captain H. L. Street, Assistant Commissary of Sul)- 
:9i8tc»nce. United States Volunteers, to enable these two officers 
to comply with orders directing them to proceed to the 
United States for muster out of the service. 

DEPARTMENT DEPOF. 

This d(»pot, established by Geni^ral Orders, No. oO, 
Headquarters Division of the Philii)pines, series liHlo, has 
made all shipments of stores to sub-depots and stations 

in the department. The depot wjis established in order to 
meet the peculiar conditions existing in Manila, to facili- 
tat(» jmd secure prompt<*r shipment of stores to troops 
in the department. It has handled and shipped to sub- 
depots and other stations forty thousand tons gross of 
subsLsti^nce stores during the period July 1, 1900, to April 
•30, 1901, inclusive. It has met emergencies, and has given 
to the department a more rapid system of shipments of 
stores than exist<^d under former conditions. 
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Nevorth(»lo88, the existoneo of a general sul^sistence 
dc»iM)t and a department depot in the same city, only a 
few hundred yards apart, is inconsistent, causing exces^ 
si\e» and frequent rehandling of stores and heavy additional 
operating expenses; 1 therefore recommend that on June 
y>(), 1901, such depot be discontinued. 

It is believed that a well-organizsed general depot, havings 
sevenil commissary officers as assistants to look after the 
interests of the large departments, would meet the re- 
quirements of the supply, and save to the government many 
thousands of dollars expended in operating expenses and 
extra handling of stores; especially in view of the fact 
that after June 30, 1901, the numb(»r of troops in the dei)art- 
im»nt will have been materially reduced, will have si»ttled 
down to mon* normal conditions, and the problem of supply 
will be far less difficult. 

First Lieutenant H. E. Ely, 22d Infantry (now Captain,. 
'iHth Infantry), has been in charge of this depot sincp it 
was established. His work has been constant and lalx)- 
rious, and he destM'V(\s commendation. 

SUB-DEPOTS. 

The sub-depots supply troops in their districts, not 
nearer Manila or more convenient of supply direct from 
the department depot in this city, which supplies nearly 
as many stations as all the sub-depots combined. There 
an* a number of distributing stations which supply nearly 
as many troops as several of the sub-depots. 

SUPPLY. 

All troops in the department are fully supplied to in- 
clude the ])eri()d June 80, lt)01. The First and S?cond 
Districts are sut)plied for the rainy season to include Novem- 
In'r 30th, and the supplies for the rainy season for the 
other district's, to include October 81st and November 30th» 
htiv<' b(M'n ordered, and stores are iKMng shipped as rapidly 
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-i^ |K>8sib]e. It is intended that all tnK)i>»s in the department 
<ie|)endent on water of wa^on transportation shall have 
in their hands by May 31st, or not laU^r than June 15th, 
supplies for the rainy season, to include Octoln^r 8l8t and 
Novenilx*r 30th. Some perishable stores, such as frozen 
meat, fresh vegfetables, and a few other x)erishable arti- 
<*les will have to be supplied monthly. 

The troops have been gifiierously supplied, not only with 
every comi>Onent of the ration, Init with an extensive lini* of 
stores for sale, over sixty articles of which have never bc^eii 
supplied to any military post in the United States. Xo 
tr(X)ps in garrison in the United Stat4»s were ever supplied 
US lilK^rally or with food of better quality than those in this 
d(»partment durin|r the past year. The SubsistiMice Depart- 
ment has exerted its full power, energy and thought to nuM't 
every demand made upon it. The sick leport since fJuJy, 
Umm>, has lx>en reduced about fifty per c(»nt, and is due 
largely to the unhesitating subordination of the Subsistence^ 
Department to the health and comfort of the troo|>s, spar- 
ing nothing which would promote an effici(»nt condition of 
supply. That the work of the Subsistence Department dur- 
ing the past year has not been in vain is atU\sted by the 
universal commendation of all officers and soldiers s(»rving 
in this d(»partment. 

The supply of twenty -seven thousand troops in one body, 
or in five or six field commands, is a simple* proposition 
compared with the supply of the same number scattered in 
two hundred and thirty-eight field stations. Troops on tlu* 
march constantly engaged requin* ivw aalo stores, but in 
garrison, with intermittent scouts and field operations, in a 
country destitute of food suppliers of a nature to which 
American troops have b<»en accustomed, the demand for such 
stores is far greater in (luantity and variety than anythinjr 
known in the United Stat<^s. The quantities and varieties 
are ne(»ded lK»caus(» officers and men an* wholly dependent 
on the Subsist^^nce Department, and climatic influences cause 
capriciousness of appetites never known in our country 
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There is an alternate lon^ng for sweets and acids, necessi^ 
tatin^ the supply of great qaantities of candy, jams, pre- 
8<»rve8, pickles and sauerkraut. 

FRRSH BEEF SUPPLY. 

With the exceptions of two battalions stationed on 
the Zambaies C/oast and several stations in the Fourth 
District, all troops in the Third, Fourth, Fifth and Sixth 
Districts have received a re^lar 8ui>ply of from six- to 
seven-tenths frozen l>eef, and one hundred pounds of 
ice daily per company. The two battalions on the Zam- 
baies Coast and the troops in the First District and part 
of the Second District are now receiving about two-tenths, 
frozen beef, supplemented by small quantities of native 
l)eef, roast beef and beef stew. 

Until a few months ago the Second District received 
an ample supply of native beef, by purchase of beef cjittle 
in several islands north of Luzon, delivered at Afwirri^ 
and distributed on the hoof to stations up the river; but 
rinderi>e8t swept this section, killing many cattle, some of 
our own, and stopping further handling of l>eef cattle in 
that district. Some native Iwef is now being purchased 
within the district. 

Epidemics of rinderpest in several districts, tlu* great 
dei)U»tion of native cattle from such disease and consump- 
tion by the troops, hns presented a problem difficult to 
solve in connection with the supply of native beef or beef 
cattle obtained from any locality. If beef cattle had been 
l)rought from Australia or the Straits Si»ttlements they 
probably would have died from disease. However, th(^ 
risk will havt» to be taken and beef cattle purchased and 
brought from these two countries unless we can secure 
sufficient transportation for our unlimited suppl,v of frozen 
IxH'f, at a cost of alx)ut forty ix»r cent less than is now 
b«»ing paid for inferior native b(»ef in this island, or would 
lmv(» to 1h» paid for imported lH»ef cattle. 
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A full supply of frozen bt»ef has l>een pushed to every 
station where transportation could be 8^»eured for it. On 
one line it leaves a station on the railroad and goes by 
Australian bull carts and carabao carts for sixty miles 
into the interior, arrivinif in excellent condition. On another 
line it ^oes by such carts, and by pack mules twenty miles of 
the distance over a mountain trail. For a lon^ time these 
sections were infested with ladrones or bands of insur- 
gents who offered no molestation. It is probable that the 
native drivers or owners of carts paid toll from their 
earnings. 

If suitable and sufficient wat(»r transportation was pro- 
vided nearly all the troops in this department would re- 
ceive from six- to stn^en-tentlLs frozen beef. During the 
time that twenty -seven thousand troops were in the de- 
imrtment, all except two thousand could have received a 
six-tenths supply of this iHM^f. It was the simple ques- 
tion of getting two small ships to take this beef from 
Manila to nine coast points, from which there would have 
b<»en no difficulties in transjmrting this beef into the interior. 
No difficulty has l)een experienced in securing the neces- 
sary land and river trans[K)rtation under the control of 
the Department Commander and his Chief Quartermaster. 
For a long time there were seven thousand trooi)s in the 
First District which were 8uppli(»d from six distributing 
points, viz.: San Fernando, Candon, Vigan, Salomague, 
Laoag and Bangui. If tnmsportation repeatt^dly reciuest^^d 
had lHM*n given me for deliv<*ry of frozen beef to th(»se 
six places, 1 could have given to every man in this dis- 
trict six-tenths frozcMi be<»f , and to most of them a supply of 

ice. 

I have been (exceedingly anxious to supply all troops 

with frozen beef, b€»caus(» I know it influenci»s the sick 

report more than any componc^nt of the mtion. 1 \m\o 

found that where I hav(* succeeded in su])plying this 

be#?f to troops who have never received it lx»fore, the sick 

report has Ix^en <|uickly and materially reduced. Th<»re 
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ha8 biHMi always an unliniiti'd quantity of frozt»n Ixn^f at 
Manila at a cost of six to seven cents per pound, while 
in the sections where I could not get it delivered, infer- 
ior native Iwef, hard to find, was purchased at an average 
cost of eleven cents per pound, and usually eaten before 
the animal heat was out of it. It would be far wiser 
to furnish liberal water transportation for transportation 
of frozen beef and economize in expense in sonie other 
direction, even to the extent of a one-half reduction of 
Htores for sale. Experience convinces me that besides Rood 
bread, first-class refrigerated l>eef, frozen solid, as this is, 
will keep mon* effective rifles in ranks than anything^ else 
supplied to troops in any climate. I am an apostle of tlie 
economic expenditure of jjovernment funds, but never at 
the expense of health of troops and consequent reduction 
in the numlwr of effective rifles, ])articularly in a time 
of war. 

Last summi»r 1 request?d that two small ships, fittt^d 
with refrigerators, h? placed at the disposal of the Sub- 
sistence Department of Northern Luzon, for the purpose 
of sui)plying frozen beef and all other subsistence stores 
to the ten thousand troops dependent solely on water trans- 
portjition. I thought that such transportation would be the 
most (economical and would give the most satisfactory results 
in the supply of these troops. 

Recently one small steamer was fitted with an ice-box, 
thanks to the generous assistance of Major Thos. Cruse, 
Depot Quartermaster, and this boat is now doing good work, 
which is supplemented by ice-boxes put on commercial 
steamers, thus giving the two- tenths supply of frozen beef 
already mentioned. One more b.oat is need(»d, and there is 
some hope of its })eing provided. 

THAXSPORTATION OF FOOD srPPLIES. 

The Manila i& Dagupan Railroad is used to transport 
stores to troops station(»d at points cm that line, and to 
stations convenient of sui)i)ly from it. Coast and river 
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points an* !:»uppliod by means of oct»an and river nteainers, 
bancas and cascoes. A few stations reciuire the use of jniek 
mules. Inland trans[)ortation, consisting of one short rail- 
road, a few light-draugfht river sti^amers, army wagons, 
bancas, cascoes and a motly array of Australian bull and 
carabao carts, has given good service and excellent sat- 
isfaction. This transportation has moved through hostile 
country infested with ladrones or detachments of insurgents, 
l)ut the stores lost or danuiged have been remarkably 
insignificant. 

Ifntil very recently ocean transportation has Ixmmi a 
source of embarrassment in the supply of food to 10,000 
troops wholly deinmdent ui>on it. It has been the means 
of extraordinary losses of valuable subsistence stores, whicli 
have lieen badly damaged, wholly destroyed, or have dis- 
api>eared from the face of the earth. Few shipments liav(» 
been delivered without subsequent action of a Hoard of 
Survey to adjust heavy losses. 

ROAST BKEF. 

The demand for roast l)eef has been very gn^at; it 
has been extensively used by the troops in this depart- 
ment, and has. given excellent satisfaction. No fault can 
be found with a good quality of roast beef where there 
are facilities for cooking, but it should never be used 
without Ix^ing cooked. It is needed in large <iuantities 
during the rainy and typhoon season; should be of b(\st 
quality of beef, jiacked in cans of not greater than two- 
pound weight. 

BEEF STEW. 

I^^ef stew and veget^ibles (])otatoes and onions) is tin* 
finest component of the rati(m, except bread and refriger- 
ated bi»ef, ever issued to the trooi)S. It will take tin* 
place of fresh beef when it cuimot be supplied, better tlian 
any other nuMit. It is excellent for 'liikes" and rai)id 
field operations, A ration-can of IxM^f stew and vegetnbles, 
a pound of hard bread in tin, a tabU^t of chocolate, or 
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coffee, sugar and salt, would be supt^rior and more acceptable 
to trooi)8 than any emergency ration ever manufactured. 
Large (|uantities of beef stew are needed in this department. 

STANDARD EMERGENCY RATION. 

Th(» Standard Emergency Ration has given satisfaction. 
It« us<» alone has enabled trooiw to operate in mud and 
water up to their necks, and without transportation; it 
w^as th(^ only ration we had for a time that could go through 
rain, rivers and mud. • Sinccv the receipt of beef stew in 
large (|uantities it has largely supplanted the emergency 
ration, and is being used extensively for "hikes.'' The 
troops are enthusiastic over beef stew, and if wmie hard 
bn*ad was provided in one-pound tins there would l>e little or 
no call for any so-called emergency ration. 

DESICCATED VEGJrTABLJX 

Such vegetables are* required in large quantities during 
till* rainy and typhoon season, which includes the period 
June 1st to November 80th, inclusive, when land and water 
transportation meet many obstacles. 

FOOD OF AMERICAN SOLDIERS IN THE TROPICS. 

Contrary to theory, practical demonstration proves 
b«\vond a doubt that American soldiers serving in these islands 
need the full army ration, with the addition of more sugar. 
The same amount of first-class fresh beef is required as 
in Montana; health cannot be maintained without an abimdance 
of nutritious food carefully prepared. The foreign popula- 
tion in thesc» islands, and the wealthy natives, are just 
as h(*avy eaters as are Americans; besides, they use a great 
deal of Scotch whisky and red wine. The poor masses 
live on rice and fish, but not from choice. They are an(»mic 
and full of skin diseases, as the result of an impoverishing 
diet. Native scouts fed on the army ration soon gt^t fat, 
change in appearance and gain strength. In a number of 
instances many native prison(»rs of war, and other natives 
convicted of (crimes, have Immui received at prisons suffering 
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from heri-beri or skin diseaseH. The surK^^ons recomniendod 
the iasne of the arniy ration, stating that such diseases 
were the result of an impoverishing diet of rice and fish. 

These diseases seem to have rapidly disapiM»ared under 
the benign influences of the army ration. 

It has been suggested by some i)ersons (not company 
conmianders or their men) that a special ration should be 
issued American troops serving in the tropics; but practical 
demonstration does not support any such opinions founded 
upon theory. Company, ti'oop and battery (conmianders 
recommend no change in the ration except an increase 
in the amount of sugar, and the issu(» of oatmeal. 

DETERIORATION OF STORFiS. 

The department has suffered some losses of stores from 
fire, sevens climatic influences and poor storage facilities 
to b<» found in most of the numerous towns and villages 
occupied by the troops. The long rainy season is very 
severe on stores not packed in tins, particularly on flour, 
and bacon packed in crati^s. This oflice has taken every 
measure to minimize such losses. 

SOME RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The Subsistence Department should have its own ap- 
propriation for the purchase*, or hire of transportation, 
rent of \varehouses and offices. It is too depimdent for 
trans|K>rtation of food supplies upon another department 
which is naturally more concerned over the shipment of 
its own stores than those of another department, and in 
times of great stress may result in failure h) deliver 
sufficient food to troops at the right time; yet, the* re- 
sponsibility will always be laid at the door of the department 
which cannot tuni a wheel except at the pleasun* of the 
department controlling all transportation. No department 
should lie in a iK)sition to handicap the successful operations 
of another, and each should l)e placed u|>on a l>jisis so 
as to pnM^lude any rcHTintinations. 
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At li^ast half tlu» flour and biicon should lx» packed 
in tin, flour the same an hard bread is now. 1 do not 
think any other fonn of packing will luct^t all the con- 
ditions; tlu» sacks receive rough handling and are oftc»n 
badly torn and not infrequently require re-sacking aft<'r 
d(*livery by merchant steamers^ to coast points. Bacon 
should be packed in nine-pound tins for general use and 
some in three-ijuarter-pound tins for '* hikes" and rapid field 
operations. We are smoking the crate bacon, with very 
good lesults. At each station there is a little smoke- 
house, and pur losses of this article through climatic 
influences have been very nuich reduced. Stores packed 
in tin and subject to fermentation should have the cans 
well lacquered to prevent corrosion, either from dampness 
or the contents of fermenting cans. 

All stores are of very fine ciuality and have given entire 
satisfaction. The long list of sale stores, esi>ecially the 
cami(»d vegetables, have given great comfort to the troops 
serving in these islands. 

Among the many capable oflicers who have performc»d 

su[)8isUMic(» duties in the department who d(»sei've praisis I 
desire* to mention Captain John E. Woodward, Assistant 
( 'Onunissary of Subsistence, U. S. Volunteers, who Iuum had 
(;harg(» of a n^mote district where it was necessary that lie 
have* consideral>le latitude of action. He has shown fine 
judgnuMit and special capacity for subsistence duties. 

First Lieut<Miant T. T. Frissell, Regimental Commissary, 
*id Infantry, has b(»en in charge of a large distributing sta- 
tion doing nearly as nmch work as several of the sub-depots. 
The cure given to stores, the neatn.^ss of his warehouse and 
the high chanicti^r of his work, all merit praise. First Lieu- 
tt^nant W. F. Creary, Regimental (/(munissary, 12th Infan- 
try, lias been a careful and eflicit^nt commissary. 

First Lieutenant John Keimedy, 4rlst Infantry, Cnited 
Stat(^s \'olunt(M'rs, and First Lieuti^iant Philip Powers, 42id 
Infantry, IJniU^d States A^)lunt(M»rs, have shown marked 
ability and efticiencry as connuissaries. 
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My thankt) are extended to all c rainiissArirss Who have 
served in this department for their assistance and untiring: 
effcrrts in the supply of troops while in eanij) and during" 
extensive field oi)eration8. 

I also desire to express my appreciation of the assist- 
ance given me by Major Thomas Ouse^ recently assigned 
to duty as r>ei)ot Quartermaster of the Division, to Major 
K. R. Stevens, Chief Quartermaster of the l>(».partinent, who 
have dime ever^^thing in their power to facilitate the ship- 
ment of food supplies, and to (-olonel V. A. Woodruff, Chief 
Commissary of the Division, for his loyal and unfailing-. 
sui)i>ort with all the power of his office. 

To the Department (^onmiander, General Wheaton, I am 
g'rat^'ful for his unquestioned support and commendation of 
the work performed by th(» Subsistence D(»]mrtment of 
Northern Luzon since July, 15K)0.

I have the honor tj nrike th(» following n»port con- 
cerning' the operations of tli(\ SubsisttMicc Dci)artment in 
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this department, coverinir the period from May 11 to 
June 80, 1901. 

On the former date I relieved Major George W. 
Rttthers, Commissary of Subsistence, U. S. Volunteen^, 
as Chief Commissary of this department. 

I found the state of supply as already set forth 
in his report, and but little more can be added to the 
report of Major Ituthers. In the First District there was 
a very general complaint of the lack of an adequate supply 
of subsistence stores. This has lieen amended. I have 
continued the system of supply which I found on taking 
charge of this office, and have kept up the current supply 
of all stations. All stations in the department which can- 
not l)e very quickly and easily reached during the rainy 
season are supplied with rations and sale stores to Novem- 
ber 30, 1901, excepting the items of fresh vegetables and 
frozen iK^ef. These continue to ba supplied according to 
tlie scheme left me by Major Ruth(»rs. 

Tli(» hist of the volunteer troops have recently been 
withdrawn, and anotlier regular regiment also from this 
department, but these withdrawals have but little effect 
on the matter of subsistence supplies. The great difficulty 
is tran8i)ortiition to enable the supply of frozen beef and 
ic(^ from Manil'.i. A great deal of study, thought and plan- 
ning have biM'H put upon this subjt»ct, and a scheme has 
been ])repared and subinitti»d to the Chief Commissary 
of tlie Division, with a view to an improvement of the 
pr(\sent incomph^te supply. The method of supply through 
District Chief Conmiissaries is cumlx»rsome and full of delay. 
A scheme to better this will soon be submitted to the 
l)(»partment Commander. The abandonment of sub-de]>ots 
as sucli will also be recommended. It is very difficult to see 
what real diffei'ence exists between a sub-depot and nmny 
other of the distributing points in the department. 

The reorganization of tlie Fourth District did not affect 
tl)e subsisti^nee 8Upi)ly. 
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On April 22, 1901, Captain J. E. Woodward was ordered 
to relieve Captain H. E. Ely as Depot Commissary of the 
Department, and on July 2, 1901, Captain F. H. Pomroy 
was ordered to relieve Captain J. E. Woodward. 

Lately 15,(KK) new emer^fency rations have been distrib- 
uted in the department for use.

I have the honor to 8ul)mit the following report of 
the Medical Department of the Department of Northern 
Luzon for the year ending June 80, 1901. 

At this date there are 274 posts and stations scattered 
over the department, which contains twenty proviiUM»s and 
23,43H troops. 

Total sick June 80, li)01, was 1,6^38, distrihutt'd: in 
quarters, 310; hospital, ♦382; and absent sick, 721. 

In report for Augrust 1, lUrM), the relative fig-ures wer<» 
from a command of 25,500; sick in quarters, 5()1): hos- 
pital, 597; absent sick, tUl; total, 2,077; and the number 
of posts was 226. While the command is 2,0^)1 short of 
the strength at last report, the sick were 414 men less. 
The rate of sick per thousand of strength of command 
is 70.95, while for the previous year it was 81.45, a dim- 
inution of 10.50 per thousand. This low fall in the* sick 
rate is accounted for by tlie large numbi^r of small stations 
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without fiu'ilities for obtaining fresh meats, boiled wati*r»^,> 
proper quarters and the constant replacing of men dis(*liar|red 
by raw material. A^rain, the military necessity re(|uiring* 
the presence* of tr(K>ps at anhealthful sites, as at Mureia and 
liamlmn, Province of Tarlac, where constant high sick rates 
obtained, should bi* considered.

MEDK^VL ADMINISTKATIOX. 
When possil)le the* regular comniiHsioned medical of- 
ficers have Ihm4i assigned to the charge of administrative 
affairs. No oth(»r featun^s are worthy of note. 

METHOD OF CAKING FOR SICK AND WOUNDED. 

Pispecially in the field durinjif action, military opera- 
tions during the ])ast year have biUMi confined to the* First 
and Fourth District*;, but not on any large* scale. 

Major n. S. T. Harris, Surgeon, U. S. Army, C'lief 
Surgeon, Fourth District, Department of Northern Luzon, 
reports as follows: 

'"My observation of field service in the past yonv has 
largely been in mountain work where it was impossibh* to 
liave ambulances. 

''At least one pack nuile was always assigned to the Med- 
ical Department. The medical and surgical chests foi- detached 
S4^rvice, with a box of extra drugs and dressings with b(»ef 
^^\tract, condensed milk and crackers, some extra blankets 
and a wagon sheet or hosi>it{iI tent fly, formed the usual 
medical equipment. 

'*When a soldier became exliausted on the march a Hos- 
pital Corps man was dismounted and his pony giv<'n to the 
sick man. The sick w(»re usually sent in to where an am- 
bulance could be obtjiined, on (Mupty pack mules, when the 
train was sent in for supplies. 

"After Major Joseph Wheeler, jr.'s tight on July 22, 
liMM), at Tubigan, his whole conunand of two com]miiies was 
<'ngaged for a day and a half in carrying six wounded men 
over difficult mounttiin trails for the first half, and through a 
veritable marsh for tin* second half of a disttuice of less than 
thirty miles. 
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Th(» (Mitiiv force was worn out by the achi(»vpment^ 
from wliich fact the difficulties of the transportation of 
wounded in the mountains and morasses of Luzon may lx» 
discerned. Travois cannot be used in the mountains owin^ 
to the narrow trails, nor in the phiins owin^ to the rice 
dykes. A one-nmle litter was made at the shops in San Isidro, 
but prov(Kl uncomfortable, and cannot be used in the moun* 
tains owing to the h)W hanging bamlK)o. The only method 
xuiiv(»rsally available, which 1 have found, is the hand litter, 
and the native* cargador is the best bean^r of it. I have seen 
eight4»en of them carry a ])atient suffering from most excru- 
ciating pains around the appendix (which he declared to bi» 
worse than a gunshot wound, of which he had suffered three) 
without noticeably increasing his discomfort. Six of them at 
one time carried the litt4»r cm their shoulders. Ten-minute 
shifts were emi)loyed in the early part of the day and live- 
minute* shifts at the close. 

''The care of the wounded in action differs entirely from 
the theoretical method. Practically all fights are advancing 
ones for the Americans, conseciuently no dressing station can 
well be select4*d, and wounds nmst be dressed as th(\v occur, 
and th(* Medical Department keep up with the connnands as 
well as it can. A dressing station can be established if nc^c- 
essary at the point of farthest advance.'' 

HK(iI MENTAL AND OTHEK HOSPITALS. 

Circular No. S, Headcpiarters Division of the Philippines^ 
dated Manila, P. I., Jun(» 21, 1900, defines that hospitals 
(in Manila excef)ted) other than regimental will !>e designated 
as ''Military Hospitals," regimental hospitals will !>e desig- 
nated as such. In indorsement, dated Chief Surgeon's Office, 
Department of Northern Luzon, Manila, P. I., Februtiry 7, 
l!Hil, the following appears: 

"My instructions h<'n»tofor(» have Immmi that hosjutals 
declared "Military" by department orders are directly 
uiKl<'r the supervision of the Chic^f Surgeon of the Depart- 
ment and are designated "Military" Hospitals where there 
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tire mixed commands, not declared ''Military*' in orders by 
the Department Conmiander and under direct suimu\ ision 
of chief surgeons of districts are also de«ignated ''Militjiry/ ' 
All others are regfimental hospitals. The regimental hosi)ital 
may be at headquarters of a regiment. An outlying stjition 
garrisoned by troops from a regiment has a regimental hos- 
l>ital. The surgeon of the regiment, as a rule, has dirt^ct 
jurisdiction over these hospitals, is responsible for the 
proj>erty, and all professional and military papers pjiss 
through his hands." 

Of these of the first type, /. <., military h()S])itals 
under supervision of Chief Surgeon of the I)(»partment, 
there were two designated base or military hosi)itals during 
the op(»ration of the Second Division of the Eighth Army 
(\>rps last year, viz.: one at Angeles and one at I)agu- 
pan (l)ed capacity, 800). Angeles (bed cai)acity, lifty-thre(0 
was abandoned January 15, 1901. Vigan (bed capacity, 
eighty) was declared by department orders a military hospi- 
tal, September 6, 1900. Of the sec(md type of militar.v 
hospitals there Is one at San Isidro (b(»d capacity, seventy-five), 
formerly headcpiarters of the Fourth District, and another 
nt .Vparri (bed capacity, sixty), present headriuarters of the 
S^ccmd District. 

As the number of stations of detachments and com- 
panies of regiments 1ms been constantly changing, an ap- 
proximate bed capacity can only be given, but in DectMu- 
ber, IIKK), a total bi»d capacity of 2,124- for all hospitals 
in the department was recorded; the tohil command ]>r(^s- 
ent December 31, 1900, being 2t>,588. . Tlu* average numlx^r 
of daily sick in all these hospitals was about 7iu for the 
month of December, 1900. 

MEDI(.\\L SUPPLIES. 

The supply depot prior to July (), 190n, was at An- 
geles; but as all supplies to coast port^ and stations lying 
north of Dagupan, the railroad termiiuis, had to go via 
Manila, the sup])ly depot was inov(*d to Manila so as to 
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obviate the dou!)Io <»xi)enso of tninsportation. The sup- 
plyin^^ of stations on coast line during the typhoon season 
from Manila was impossible; small suh-jmsts were estab- 
lished at Vi^in and Ajmrri to meet emergency calls. 

Sii])])lies are furnished on requisitions transmitted 
through r(»gimentjil surgeons, the Chief Surgeon of th«^ 
District and 1 )(*]>artment Chief Surge(m, who revis(»s the 
sanu* in accordance with su])ply table furnished by Chief 
Surg<M)n of the Division, and they are again revised by 
issuing officer b(»fon» final approval, according to stock 
on hand. Sujiplies are obtained from Division Su])]>iy 
l)e|)ot on re(|uisition of Department Supply Officer, and 
revised in this office before final approval of Chief Surgeon 
of the Division. The supplies are transported from deiK)t 
to receiving officer by tiie Quartermaster's D(»partment. 

TRANSFER OF SICK AND WOUNDKD TO OTHER 

HOSPITALS. 

Tiie sick at small stations are, when able to bear 
trans])ortation, and travel is ])Ossible, transferred to near- 
est regimental or military hospitals in the department, 
or to the First Reserve Hospital in Manila. Sick for 
transf(M* to* United Stat4's an» sent to First R(»serve Hos- 
pital, Manila; for discharge on certificate of disability, to 
the Third Reserve* HospitJil. Sick at post« in Maricpiina 
Valley or the old Sixth District wer<^ sent to Santa Mesa 
Hospital. 

All transfers of this charact^M- require the authority 
of th(* Chi(»f Surgeon of the Department, except in emergency 
when subsecpient a])pi'oval may \yo obt^iined. Venereal cases, 
convalescents from fevers and (Miteric affections an» s<Mit 
to Santa ^lesa and Corregidor only by authority from the 
Chief Surgeon of the Division, secured by this office. 

SANITATION. 

The sources of water used by the conunands are frout 
surface wells, deep wells, so-called springs, slow and rajnd 
running rivers, and rainfall. All these supi)lies furnish 
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evidences of contamination, and early in the year division 
orders wei*e issued lookin^s?: to the boilinjjf of all waters 
used for drinking: subse(iu<Mitly, and as soon as obtainahKs 
Water house- Forbes Stt^rilizers were secured, issuc^d and put 
in use l)y the troops, with the result that this i)rocedure 
was clos<»ly follow(»d by a direct lessening* of diseas<\s 
called water-borne. This was n)arked in th(» eases of bow(»l 
troubles. All stations are now furnished with these st<M*ilizers; 
a few have beconi<» defective, and boiling th(» water is 
resumed until the st(»rilizer can be r<'plac<^d. 

FAKCKS. 

In a general way tht» dry earth syst<Mn is carried out, 
final disiK)stil l)ein|^ by cremation, or into some water course*. 
In other than excreta from lnMilthy men, disinf(»ction is 
practiced b(*fore final disposal. 

SU)PS. 

Solid refuse is usuali.v burned, otiierwise disposed 
of by \vat4»r course. 

SLEKPlNd akhan(;ements. 

Where ])Ossible the men sleep on. th(» ui)])er floors 
of buildings, otherwise? on th(» first flooi*, which is from 
ten to twenty feet from tin* ground, and freely vcMitilatcd 
underneath. At the smaller stations tlu* (iold Medal cot 
is obtainablt*; at the larg(»r hospitals win* springs and 
mattresses are in us(» for the sick. At all stations tho 
mosr|uito-bar is considered a necessity. 

FOOD. 
As a general rule the food, as supplied by [ho commis- 
sary, is of good (piality and ampU*, with the excei)tion of 
fresh meat to scmu* stati*)ns ditticult to leach, ofi' the railroad 
and the stations de]M'nding on the smaller con)missari<'s, 
where the usual variety of stores is lacking. The tendency 
to economize on the i)roteid part of the ration, especially 
good, fn*sh, juicy meats, is not borne out by practical ob- 
servation to be necessary or needful, but on the* contrary 
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tho lack of this part of the ration, when it is not constantly 
furnished in it^ full quota is, ns a rule, followed by coni- 
])hiints and lowered vital resistance. At the present time 
frozen meat is furnished to most stations, other stations 
buying native cattle whenever obtainable*. 

COOKING. 

When messes of any size obtain, the cookinjr w creditable. 

POLICING. 

Usually done by prisoners, native, or otherwise; at times 
hired,* and as a rule gives gfood results. 

STATE OF KEPAIK OF HOSPITALS. 

Aside from tlie largei- hospitals at Da^ipan, Vigitn, 
Aparri and San Isidro, the majority of hospitals is in build- 
ings of the ''nipa shack'* variety, furnishing proti^ction 
against sun and rain, often in bad repair, devoid of all san- 
itary requirements and in)possible to completely disinfect, 
without water or sewenige. Tlie Dagupan hospital wjis 
formerly a college building of spacious apartments, wide 
corridors, fully ventilated, but without wat(»r or means of 
directly disposing of wastes of any kind. 

EFFK lENCY OF THE MEDICAL OFFICERS. 

As a rule the medical officers under extraordinary trying 
circumstances have acquitted themselves with credit; in occa- 
sional instances due to lack of proper training and adminis- 
trative ac(iuirements some have fallen short, but these cases 
are usually in young, untrained gentlemen, entering military 
life for the first time and under conditions that brought them 
in actual contact with official affairs at a time when trained 
minds were needed. 

EFFICIENCY OF THE HOSPITAL CORPS. 

Generally speaking, good; the older and more ex- 
perienced non-commissioned officers of the Hospital Corps 
have been of in(\stimabh» value; the younger men in the 
(/or])s, though lacking in special training, arc* apt, willing 
and acfiuit themselves creditably.

KNOWLEDGE OF ADMINISTRATIVE DITIES AND

C-onsiderinjar the t^norinoiis iiien^ase of medical iiu^ii .s(»rv- 
in^ with the army, usually direct from civil life, without 
previous training of any kind in administrative army affairs, 
it could not hut result in shortcoming on th<^ part of the 
medical men performing? for the first time clerical work, 
the details of which are trying enough for the well-trained 
medical officer. The majority of voluntcuM- officers and 
<!ontnict surgeons have shown remarkable pi'ogress in this 
l>art of the work, and it is to hv hoped that tlie seivice can 
retain th«» !)etter part of this vjriuable mtiterial traiiK^d under 
such trying conditions. 

timmes of any Medical Officers who have been Dlstlnj^uished by Personal Bravery. 
Hazardous Service, or Particular Devotion to Duty, Qlvlnjf Incidents. 

Major H. S. T. Harris, Surg'eon, U. S. Army, Chief 
Surgfeon, Fourth District, Department of Northern Luzon, 
reports: ''* * * In a very bloody enKJ^r^^nuMit at 1'ubiirjin 
in the mountains of Bulacan Province, Acting Assistant 
Surg-eon Walter (\ C'hidester is rei)orted to liave shown 
Kreat ^llantry in caring for his wound(»d while exi)osed 
to a hot lire of the enemy from th(» hills on both sides of 
the ravine in which he was working.

\\'ith refen»nce to* diarrhoea and dysentery,.th<» causa- 
ti(m is usually by the ingestion of irritating f(M)d8 or infect^'d 
waters and, as is well known, a high humid atmo.sphen* 
also predisposes to catarrhal gastro-enteric aft'ections. Dys- 
entery is of all grades and types, the chief causative f(»atur(» 
l)eing the harll/ifs ihjn*'ntri'inr of Shigji and tht? jirotozoon 
amoihii rti/i\ the media conveying these organisms an* foods, 
waters and ,firsfn drinks. 

Malaria is un(*(|ually distributed over the department, 
some places su tiering remarkably from this dis«»ase, whil<» 
tro(»ps but a few miles away appear to be companitively 
free. In a special n^imrt recpiired by tliis office on the causa- 
tion of malarial fevers at the town of Haml)an, Province of 
Tarlac, the following was shown:

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It will bo soon from this that alxnit 70 por cent of the 
men of the command arc already infected by the or^aiiinin

'*In one s<»t of the men's (iuart<»rs at 11 \>, ni., l^Uh 
inst., out of sixty (t>o) men but thr<M» (8) were {iMn<r mos(|uito- 
bars: several men ^ave the information that the mosf|uit(H's 
were troul)lesome. Part of tlie duty of this eommand is to 
furnish a jruard at the railroad brid|=>:e crossing tho Kio 
Parnao Kiver. The quart(»rs this ^uard oe(*ui)ies is a erude 
nipa hut: the larger part of t\\o only room overhangs 
th<» sloping hi^h bank of the river wliere tlio brush is 
somewhat thick and dense; no prot<*ction against mos(iui- 
t<M»s was in t»vidence, and the m<»n stated that they could 
not rest from the constant presence of these ins(M*ts. '" ''' " 

**The fact.s, then, briefly set forth, arci these: Tin' 
dis<*ase is transmitt<»d by certain species of moscpiito, 
which sucks the blocxl of an infectikl malarial person, 
taking in the ])arasites of the dis(Uis<s which undergo 
development in these insects. The ultimate thread-lik(» 
bodies found in the salivary glands show how easily the 
in84»ct bitinji another individual injects th(» spores of the 
disc»ase while emptying his salivary ;L»:lands, and in this 
way inoculate the disease from man to man. From this 
it will appear that a sin^K* malarial cast* not prop^M-ly 
isolated, as it were, unckr a mosquito-i)roof netting, will, 
in a non-malarial region, lx» the [)oint from which other 
ca.ses can arise. In looking for some confirmatoiy evidence 
of these ffict-^, at the i)ost scleral species of mos(iuitoi's 
were caught on the morning of the 14th inst. in the 
quarters occupied by the men the night previous. The 
roof, walls, and clothing of tlie men were covered with 
these insects, many apj)earing well fed. Several of the 
*-. genus Aitopht'lt's w<»re dissected and th(» blood from th(» 
' stomach examined. Th(» ci^llular elements of the blood of 
) man were demonstrated, and in many of the cells the mal- 
arial organism was found and observed sufticiently long 
to determine beyond any (juestion that it was the same 
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or^aniHin from which tho invu were .siitferinjr; thi.s species 
of ino8(iuito, and pro!)ahl.v other.s, are operatiiii^r in the 
building, K<>i'^^ from man to man distributing the poison 
until few have escapc^d the infection. S^neral of the num 
have l)een inocuhited repeat(»dl.v until a resulting ana(»nna 
is manifest. The breeding-place of these mos<iuitoes wits 
the next point to settle; excursions into the surrounding* 
country showed a complete^ absence of water and but one 
l)ool at a culvert alon^r the I'ailroad, and the river. The 
pool at th(^ culvert was devoid of the larval form of tlio 
insect, and the rapid-running stream and apparentl.v dry 
banks ^ive no further evidence. It was the opinion that the 
bi'eeding'-i)lace was not far from the quarters, and the wt^lls 
were inv(\sti^atcd; water drawn up showed moscjuitoes, and 
in oni* instance in the sterilized water kei)t in a barn*! 
imd(M- the quarters the pupa, or wri^|?ler, wjvs found. The 
man who attended the sterilizer made* the statenu^nt that 
mos(iuitoes were particularly numenms ab<mt the water 
barrels. It is the opinion of the undersi^-ned that these 
mos(iuitoes breed in the open wells and in barrels of water 
iniprotected, and Wvo in the cpiarters close by, and convey 
the inf(»ction from man to man, and accordingly I respect- 
Fully submit the following reccmuuendations: 

''First. Tliat the command be supplied with mosquito- 
!)ars and the men instruct'^d in th'Mr intellitront use, and 
so obtain their co-operation. 

''Second. That the (puirters b(* fumi^ati'd with the fumes 
of sulphur so as to kill the insects living in the building 
and already inoculated. 

"Tliird. That tli' i»ntire comm:ind bi» given twelve 
(I'J) grains of (piinine diily for one week, and on every 
seventli day thcM'eaftiM' for two months. 

''Fourth. That the mi'n on guard duty be protected by 
head-nets or by covering tlie exi)osed parts by cottonseed oil 
contiining tli * odor ot* eucalyptus, and mudi' by using the 
oils furnish(»d by the .Medical I)(»])artment. 
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''Fifth. Tiiat the watiT as storilizt»cl h,v the Wiiterhoiiso- 
Forl>:»s Steriliz:»r h:^ contimied, and th(» supply prott^cti'd by 
covering the barnds with niosiiuito cdoth held in plaei* by 
f)jiiiilx>o rims and that the wells in use b(» cleaned and suj)- 
plied with covers. Those wells not in us(» to have poun^d 
into each, one ])int of petroleum or k(M'osen(» oil. ^' ^*' ^•■" 

The above reccmmiendations wer(^ connnenced May li>, 
1VH>1. The total sick from malarial disease^ for each month 
of the year was as follows: January, 4H; F(»l)ruary, 71; 
March, 87; Aju-il, 2(>; May, IS; Jums 8. 

In ccmipliance with a similar request from this office, the 
following was shown to exist at Murcia, Province of Tarlac:

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"'The sick cases of malarial ori<»:in upcm examination 
of their bl(H>d showed the presence* of the Ltiveran or- 
^mism, the specific causj* of mtilarial fev(M*s; the type was 
of the tertian variety and exceedingly severe, producing 
in (mc» case hematuria, or blood in the urin(\ the so-call<'d 
black-water fever. In this cas(^ tli" infection was of the 
typo seen in South and (Antral America, the Brazos bot- 
toms of Texas, and Africa; it is not devoid of diin^rer, may 
destroy life and frerpi-'ntly is the cause of serious organic 
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lesions of tli(» iiitiM-nal or^rans. This itom is worthy of 
mention to show that, if the military necessity of garrison- 
ing siieh an insihihrious locality should cease, it is the 
better part of wisdom to remove the troops from so un- 
wholesomi' a site. Hut four to six miles away at other 
stations I am ofiven to und(»rstand that no such conditions 
as these exist. 

''Having demonstrated the malarial panisitt* in the blocxi 
of sev(»ral of th<» men of this connnand, att<»ntion was given 
to possible breeding-] )laces of the moscjuito in neighboring 
sit(»s containing pool of watiM* in which the larva* and pupae 
of the mos<iuit() were found in great abundance. * * * 

'*This station is one, if ti) be permanently garrisoned 
should be thoroughly drained by subsoil drainage, and mos- 
(piito-proof quarters furnished. That suctorial insects have 
freciuentl.N been conclusively denumstratc^d to l)e an active 
agent in transmitting diseases of both man and beast is no 
longer doubted. ^' '' '• It is reconnnended: 

'* First. That the men be instructed, and their intelli- 
gent co-operation secured, in the use of the mosquito-l>ar. 
That all bars be sound, and fre(» from torn ])laces, and that 
the.v be lowered at 5 p. m. 

''Si'cond. That the guard be furnished with mosfjuito- 
bars and head-nets and that unavoidably exposed places l)e 
anoint(Hl with olive oil im]>regnated with the odor of euca- 
lyi)tus, prepared from the oils furnish(»d by the* Medical 
Depai'tment. 

''Third. That the older (piarters be fumigated with 
sulphur to kill till inoculated insects having their living places 
in the barracks. Houses can be rendered free from mosfjui- 
t()e> by burning two or tlu'ee con(\s of pyn^thrum i)owder— an 
ingredient of oi'dinary insect powder that has beiMi moist- 
ened witli water and shaiied into cones similar to the choco- 
late drop — thus stuj)efying the insect without harm to human 
beings. Kerosene oil in ti dish held under the insect will 
cause it to drop in the dish, and many can b(» removed from 
tln^ inside of nets in this wav. 



'^Fourth. Thut the entire comiusmd !)e ^iven quinine 
daily, twelve (12) grains to each man, for one week, and 
over.v seventh day for two months thereaftei'. 

''Fifth. That the hreedinjyr-places of the mostfuito have 
petroleum (kerosene oil) poured on the swamp water in 
the i)ro])ortion of one ounet» for every fifteen sipiare fee^ 
of surface, and to !k^ renewed monthly. That the wells 
from which water is drawn l)(» kept covered when not 
ill actual use. Disturbing of earth by di^^in^ or turning" 
over the soil adjacent to the connuand should be forl)idden. 

'"Sixth. That the Avater for potabh* purposi»s be used 
iisi obtttined from a Waterhouse- Forbes Sterilizer in ^ood 
condition. * * *'" 

By a department order the connnand at tiiis station 
%vas reduced to a small detachment. 

SmaHptM' is endemic anum^ the natives, occasionally 
atfectinjr the troops in isolated instances. It has n(»ver 
l>een epidemic so far as the troops are concerned. In 
a report on the prevalence of smalliK)X in tlu* First 
District, Dejiartment of Northern Luzon by Major Ojrden 
Kafferty, Surgeon, U. S. VolunU^ers, dated March II, 
1!M>1, he states: " * * * For the natives a public vaccin- 
atcn* has been employed, Kui)erto Susano, of Ta^idin; 
during the numth of December he was emi)loyed at AliiiMn, 
in the Province of Union. He has never be(»n paid, but 
the roll has been forwarded by Dr. Curtis at Alilem. 
During his service he lias vaccinated 2,50o, threi^-fourths 
of which were under the age of tive years. Among the 
children he estimates the successful vaccinations at tibout 
so |Mn* cent, wliile th(» adults were all unsuccessful. 
* * * On inspecting the i)est-house three (3) cases, 
children, were found, all doing well and recovering. 
The virus furnish(»d has been good. ''' * *" Tlu' virus 
that has been sent to Vigan from Manila has l)een of 
variable (pmlity; nmch of it has been spoiled through the 
effect of heat. All that has been sent up j)acked in ice 
has l>een srood. '" * * 
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*'H.v tlie iiuthority of (itMioral Wli(»aton, native vacci- 
nators havo h(^on appointed in accordance* Avitli G. ()., No. 
JU, iJMio, Office of Military Governor, at the following- 
l)lace«: One at Laoag, Batac, Badoc, Din^ras, Bangui, Vi- 
gan, Lapo, Santo Domingo, C'andon (discharged June 1st), 
Caoayan, Narvacan, Santa, Alileni, Tagudin, Nanmcpacan, 
Bangar, Tu!)ao, Bagnotan, one for the two towns of San Fran- 
cisco and Balaoangand one for Naguilian and one for Salsona- 
Major l)rak(^ states that owing to the enormous amount of 
paper work to he done these vaccinators cannot !k» paid; 
the doctors don't seem to understand prei)aring the rolls, 
and that afttM* one or two ineffectual attempts to comply with 
the nM|uirenients, the rolls g(»t h)st h\ the mail or pigeon- 
holed somewhere, and so the matter rests. He strongly 
advocates a more simple method of payment. * * * 

*'ln conclusion, I wish to remark that at ])re8ont the 
disejisi* do(^s not exist (Mther among the troops or the natives 
in anywh(Me n(»ar the proportion that it existed at this time 
last yc^ar; the fact remains, howcner, that it does not 
exist in an endemic form in the outlying barrios of numer- 
rous towns in the First District. I Ix^lieve that these spo- 
radic cases will he reported from time to time for the next 
two or three years, or until such tina* iis we can obtain more 
perfect control ovcm* the natives. Then^ seems to be two 
centers of origin for the tremble in this district, one in the 
outlying barrios and small towns near Bangar and th<» other 
in the small towns near \'igan; from these centers it follows 
the main -traveled road going north and south, losing some- 
what in virulence as it ])r()ceeds. It is believed to have 
existinl in an endemic form among the mountain i)eople for a 
good many years. Thest* p(H>pl(» have simply no ideas alxmt 
disinfection. A case dev(»lops among them, usually among* 
the children: th(^ case dies or gets well, nothing is destroyed 
or disinfected. The people's religious training causes them 
to look on it with indifference, believing it is a matter 
of divine providence whether they survive or iierish. 
Fre(juently these people^ move down into coast towns bringing 
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their infected propi^rty with th(Miu and in course of time 
new cast»8 develop in the most im(»xj)<»cted local iti(»8. The 
natives are not averse to vaccination^ in fact they believe 
in it, but bi\vond that they will not, unless compelled, 
take any precaution a^inst the disease. Nearly every native* 
you examine alK)ve the a^e of five can exhibit ^ood vaccina- 
tion marks, or the pits of variola. It is this fact that 
makes it almost universally, in this district, a disease of 
childhood. The Spanish employed town vaccinators, paid 
from the town funds, and it wjls and still is a favorite 
custom with these vaccinators to ^et all the iK^ople in th(» 
plasui after church on Sundays and vaccinate th<Mn; they 
employexl the arm-to-arm vaccination, and were more sue(*ess- 
ful with it than with th<» virus now furnish<»d them, which 
in^quently seems to l)e inert. Th<* insurrection before and 
after the arrival of the Americans drove many of the peopK* 
to the hills, discontinued the old m<»tiiods of yearly vaccination, 
HO that now there are numerous children Ix^low tlu» a^e 
of five ^oin^ alK)ut who have never successfully lH»en vacci- 
nated, and are ripe for t\w disc^ase at tin* first exposure. 
The methods adopted by the medical officers to check the 
disi*JiS4» amon^ the troops have l)een <»tt*ectual and zealous^' 
carried out; vaccination has been frequently n»peated. Dur- 
ing the past month over 75,000 units of virus have been 
ship|)ed to tliis district for the soldiers and natives. Na- 
tive vaccinators have been employ(»d in accordance with 
(i. ()., No. 91, 1900, Office of the Military Governor, but 
not in sufficient numbers. Kvery town of 10,000 inhabit- 
ants, whether garrisoned by troops or not, should have 
at least tw^o vaccinators. All the medical officers have not 
yet n»ceived your letter of February 11, 1901, referring to 
(xsrtain data alx)ut the vaccinations, and from my insi>ection 
of the records kept by these native vaccinators I am of 

the opinion that the medical officers called on will not be 

able to make a satisfactory re]K)rt. 

*'l would respectfully submit the following recoimn< n- 

dations for your consideration: 

l3-m 
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''First. TImt it should Ih» iiiado compulsory (by fine or 
iinpriHonmeDt) for natives to re|X)rt every suspicious case 
to the military autliorities. After inspection l>y the sur- 
^(»-on or his authorized assistant, every house ccmtainin^ 
smallpox should display a yellow or red flajr. which should 
not h(» removed until the patient has been moved and the 
hous«» disinfected witli bichloride of mercury or carlxilic 
acid, and then Avhitewashed. All l)edding and clothing 
cominir in immediate contjict with the f>erson of the sick 
should be burned. 

''Second. That it sliould Ik* forbidden (and enforced 
by tines or imprisonment) to hold public or church funerals 
for any on(» dyin^ from smallpox. 

"Third. That it should lx» compulsory for every city 
of 8,000 or more inhabitants to establish a pest-house at 
I(>a8t one-half mile from any collection of houses, for the 
acconmiodation of ail natives who could not ({uarantinc 
their sick at home* to tlu^ entire satisfaction of the surgeon. 
Each patient to be allowed one relative attendant and the 
two to !)e supported at tlie public expense for such time 
as the surgeon may dir«»ct, oi* for such time as they may 
remain inmates of the pest-house. 

"Fourth. That for the next two years two native 
vaccinators sh<mld lx» employed, at a suitable salary (monthly) 
for every city of 5,000 to 20,000 inhabitants. Tliat they 
should !>e compelled to see and vaccinate, if n(K'e^ssary, 
(wery man, woman, and child (over three numths old) in 
their pueblo or barrios, at least once every month during 
Decemlx^r, Januai'y, February and March, and for any 
other months in the year that necessity may demand, 
upon the authority of tiu^ District Commander. 

"Until the compilation of the ice machines at Vigjui and 
San Fernando I wcmid also n^commend that these native 
vaccinators b(^ sui)plied witli two wat-c*h cry stills with a rublK»r 
l)and and a small vial of giyct^rine to enable them to keep 
and prepare th(»ir scabs or crusts used in their arm-to-arm 
vaccination, witli wliicli they all seem to be familiar. 
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*' Fifth. For tiie trtM>pH 1 wouJd reconuneiid tht^ con- 
tinuance of the methods now in use, viz.: Repeated vaccina- 
tion, isolation and quarantining when necessjiry. Further, 
H8 my investigation has convinced me that all soldiers, so far, 
have contracted it from direct ccmtact with infect<^d matt^rial, 
I would further recommend that orders be issued forbidding 
soldiers to enter native shacks, es]>eciaJly fnmi th(» 1st of 
December till the 1st of July. 

* 'Sixth. 1 would further recommend that until the ice 
machines are established in g(M)d working* order some exp(»ri- 
ments Ix* make with virus dried on ivory points. Many 
medical officers believe this class of prepared viius would be 
more effective where ice cannot hn^ obtained. * * *'* 

L<^j)/'fMi/ in found to exist at different places, some having 
one or two cases, while at other places ei^ht to ten cases have 
l)een noted. Many cases probabl,v exist cpiiU* imknown to. 
the military authorities. No systt»matic method of se^re^i- 
tion is in operation, but when cases are rej)orti»d the 
military authorities are ur^'d to isolate thcMU. 

Bffrl'herr. Major PMwin ¥. (Gardner, Surgeon, U. S.. 
Army, Chief Surgeon, Third District, reports: '** * * 
Beri-beri prevailed extensively in the military prisons at 
Idngayen and Iba in thf^ latt«>r part of 1900. By sanitary 
measures, changes of diet and proper treatment it has lM»en 
almost completely eradicated in those places. There are 
only fifteen (15) cases at present in Lingayen, and there 
were at one time nearly 100. These eases are im])roving, 
and it will apparently soon b<* stamped out. At Iba the 
epidemic is also under control and the number of cast\s re- 
duced from forty-five to eighteen at last report. 

''There have also been a few scattering cases at other 
places, but none have bi»en reported recently. * * *" 

Major H. S. T, Harris, Surgeon, U. S. Arm,> , Chief 
Surgeon, Fourth District, Department of North(»rn Luzon, 
report**: "* * * Beri-I>eri ai)peared in the San Isidro 
Military Prison about August last (some prisoners :irn»sted 



having th<» disease already). Some sixty eases oecurred, with 
a mortality of about one-third. All cases Avhich had lost the 
knee-jerk were removed from the prison, after isolation in 
one large room in the prison had been tried unsuccessfully. 
They were placed in an airy building well elevated from the 
ground and treated by strychnine and other tonics. Their 
diet was already very fair. Under this system the mortality 
was checked. 

Within th4» prison, ee^nent floors were laid, the bunks 
scrublx^d with chloride of lime and the walls white-washed. 
Disinfection Avas kept up for some time. New gangs of 
prisoners as they arrived were insiK^cted. No further out- 
break has occurred. Many of the old cases have recovered, 
though some are still under treatment. * * *" 

The easi»s appcuiring from this dis(»ase are from the native ' 
population, On(» case occurring in an enlisted man was 
reportx^d from San Jose, Province of Nueva Ecija. This was 
from a mountainous region. 

linhtftiir Pln{j(h'\ On June 8, 1901, it was determined 
by an expert from the Manila Board of Health that five cases 
of plague* had occurred in Malolos. It was placed in the 
hands of the Board of Health of Manila without delay. On 
Jun(» 10, 1901, one medical officer and three sanitary men 
h^ft Manila for Malolos from the Board of Health. On 
Junt» 11th the following was reported: *'* * * Halsell 
wires from Malolos, *No new or suspicious cases found or 
reported. Presidente has furnished four inspectors, mak- 
ing nine in all. Conuuenced immediately house-to-house 
inspection. l>(*tcntion camp and hospital have been estab- 
lished and one case was removed to-day; conditions so far 
^ '?!(•( )U raging. Six cjusivs so far reported.' 

(Signed) Meachani, 
President Board of Health." 

Tlu' quarantine was raised June 18, 1901, final report 
showing that three* cases wc^n* undoubted plague and three 
suspicious. 

On »Jun(» *^Oth a case of pljigu(» was found at Goncep- 
cion; it was in a native from Manila, from an infected

hoiim*. T\h^ cjirn* died^ uhich (»nded the disease at this 
place, siniilar precautions as at Malolos having l)een tjiken. 

WORK DONK IN THK WAY OF VACCINATION. 

Orders were issued that ''every enlisted inun of the 
commands who had not bi»en succ(»ssfull.v vaccinated 
within the past six months, as shown h.v company 
records or within i)ersonal knowledge of tlie officer, 
will lx» vaccinated at once, and should the operation 
not prove smrcessful it will be repeat^»d at intiM-vals of 
two weeks, as often as in the judjJfnjtMit of the sur|Jr(M)n 
in charge of organization it may l)e d<»emed nei^essary 
to protect j^rainst smallpox: hut not less than thn^e 
unsuccessful vaccinations from date of this order will 
be accepted as sufficient prot<H*tion/* Since October 1, 
19(HK 180,700 units of vaccine virus w(M'e furnished the 
Department of Northern I^uzon and issued for use of 
the troops in the department on recpiisition from this offic'c. 

Natives were, vaccinated by public vaccinators i)aiel 
for by the civil funds. Major P. (\ Fauntleroy, Sui^jfcon, 
U. S. Volunteers, Disbursing OfficiM* for Department of 
Northern Luzon, reports as follows: 

'** * * The following: is a report of the work donie 
between Ju!:e 2«^, 1900 and June :^o, UM)l: 

'"Total anumnt disburst»d for vaccination of natives, 
*ir),tiOO.ol. 
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''Tho cost of vacririHtion was a fraction over fivi; 
centw, jsTold, for each i>ersoii, and the aiiiount exp«»nded 
for mt»dical supplies for sick indigent natives was one-lialf 
cent fier capita. Th(» successful vacrcinations were about H7 
per cent of the total number vaccinated. * * * " 

There was difficulty in preserving the virus en rout<» 
to most coast stations and to those at great distances 
from th(» railroad. Now the virus is transmitted by hos- 
pital car in ice-chest t4) nearest \Ktint and sent to sta- 
tions within reasonable distance*. The esta!>lishment of ice 
j)lants at Vigju), Aparri and othc»r out of the way sta- 
tions afforded facilities for keeping the virus; otherwise* 
the mat4*rial decomposed and iK^came inert and worthless. 

INSTKIKTION OF HOSPITAL COUPS, KKFiriKNTY AND UISC'IPMNK. 

A table of instruction is now follow<»d at stations, 
and th<» <'fficiency and discipline are gocnl. 

Ql AKANTIXK MKASl'KKS. 

In case of contagious «<\)ideniic disease, tlu' usual 
quarantine n»gulations are enforced. 

KYSTK.M OK MKSSINU, Si FFICIKNCY, VARIKTY AM> PKKPAKATlOX. 

At the large stations the messing arrangi»ments are 
good; the sick unable to «»at the regular ration are sub- 
sisted on the forty cents per diem fund; the other sick 
and members of the Hospitiil (V)rps on the nition. The 
variety is dep(»ndent on the industry of natives of sur- 
rounding country, the stock as furnished by the Sub- 
sisti»nce Departnumt and according to facilities for obtaining 
fresh meat^. Tlic» stjindards of mess(»s and ciuantity of food 
necc»ssarily depend on the facilities afforded by the well- 
sto(!ked connnissary and ample* markets of the larger gar- 
risont^d towns to the small Iwirrio, where the troops are 
entirely dependent for all articles of food on near-by stations 
having commissaries and markets. The preparation of tin? 
food is usually good. 
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MKANS OK TKANSFOHTATION FOK TIIK SICK. 

On tho railroad lM»tvvceii Manila and Dji^ijian a liospitjil 
car i.s maintainod, with bed acconunodationt^, ico, a few simple 
medicines and att<Midance. All sick from stations adjacent 
to the railroad ar<» transported on this car to the larger 
hospitals. Off the niilroad the river routt^s an* followed 
when possible by $mall lK)ats, cascos, etc., thence by wagon 
or litt<»r ti} the hospitals. On the coast, vessels stopping 
at ports furnish the needed transportation on th(» usual 
quartermjisU^r's rtMiuest. Tlu* Hospitiil Ship '*K(*lier'' has 
also brought sick from the military hospitals and stations 
on the coast line. 

CONDITION OF MKANS OK TRANSIT )KTATlON rKl{TAININ<J TO 

MKDUAL DKPAKTMKNT. 

The amlmlance as furnished is the only means of trans- 
portation ov(»r which tin* Medical Department has direct 
control, and draught animals for the i)urpose are not under 
the control of the Medical Department, but furnished from 
time to time by Qua r ter mils t<*r. The aminilances have 
answen»d their purpose very well; many arc* cmt of repair. 
Some reports stat^* that unless heavily loaded they are not 
an piisy riding vehicle, and that broad(»r tires seem to 
be necessary. The available ambulances at pn»sent number 
about sixty.

The condition of medical pr()i>erty is aff(»cted largely 
by the character of service, and climatic ccmditions. All 
instruments and furniture of metal scmmi oxidize; Ix^dding 
and woodwork freciuently destroyed by ants; otherwise tht» 
proii<»rty shows fair wear. The lack of re])air shops is 
a feature that recpiires consid(»ration. There have l)een 
times when oflic«»rs traveling from place to place have 
been accommodtited with facilities for sleeping. 
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HOSPlTAI>» AND PROPKKTV, IK PKOPERLV SEOURKD AOAIN8T FIRE. 

Fire buckets and axes are the only available meana 
in case of fire in most of the hospitals. 

St<^rerooins under lock and key usually prevent theft. 

SITBSIJSTKXCK SALKS TO H()81»lTAI>i. 

Th(»se as Jb rule are ample and satisfactory, except at 
all small stations difficult to reach. 

FACILITIKS FOR LAUNDRY WORK, RATHINCi AND SWIMMINCK 

The hosi)ital linen is usually laundrit^d by local help, 
C'hino or Filipino, and paid for by tlu* Medical Department. 
Facilities for bathinpf and swimming are generally lacking, 
aside from small water-coursc^s adjacent to commands; 
otherwise the small tub is used. 

SKWKRAGE ANI> DRAIN A<JK. 

8<nvcra^i', practically none. 

Drainage, aided by sandy, loose soil, falling grmind; in 
valleys, generally not good in rainy season. 

(;ahdkns. 
While attempts have been made here and there, no 
general success has b(»en obtaim^d. During tlie raifty season 
garden i)i'oduct^ rot, and lack of seeds has t^ some extend 
prevented experiuKMits. In th(» dry season ev(»rything burns 
ui). Inscct.s have also Ixmmi n»portcd a cjuise for non- 
success. 

HOSIMTAL FIM), MANA(;KMKNT AND ArPLICATlON OF. 

There are thirty-five stations, including military hospi- 
tals, possessing a hospital fund, with a total amount of 
$r,50r).5<> to their credit, the maximum being 5^*^19. S2, th-e 
minimum (me cent, giving an average of $43.01. The 
mam4gem(»nt of these funds lias been carried out in a^r 
cordance with regulations.

A rinsin^r in alcohol removes this coatiti^r, 
and fhe instruments are w(»ll pn^servtHl. 

All chests, lH)ok-cjU!W»s, etc., should have le^s raising 
thenj alnnit six inches from the ^'ound. The lejifs should 
stand in tin v<»s8(ds holdin>r coal-oil to ])revent ants and 
other insi»ctK attu^'kin^ the pro|M»rty. Bi^ddin^jf, books and 
all articK»s of a?i absorbing natun* during the w(»t season 
need fretpient exposure* to sunlight to jirevent moulding. 
V:ihiablf» articles could lie kept in air-tight chests or cup- 
Ixiards with saucers of calcium chloride or sulphuric acid.

Major II. S. T. Harris, Surgeon, IJ. S. A., Chief 
Surgeon, Fcmrth District, rei)orts: "* * * 1 juive inspe<!ted 
a manufact4)ry of soft drinks in this town and found that 
they were using art4'sian well wattM*, and that the bottles 
were thorcmghly ch»ansed, but probably in many instances 
this is not the cais<*. A few of the me?i have* contracted 
a tiiste for vino (a native drink, doubtl(»ss containing nmch 
fuBel oil), and a still smaller numlx'r have taken to opium, 
with disastrous effects in both c}is<»s. * * *" 

Major John L. Phillips, Surgeon, T. S. A., Chief 
Surgeon, Second District, reports: ''* * * It is thought 
that when men can pnwun* Imer and whiskey, very little 
of the * native, xl rinks, such as vino, is used by them. 
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Tlu* use of ()[>iuni i?* on the iiicn»rts(» ainon«? th»» troopa 
ill tho district, and an effort is hoin^ made to suppreas 
the trad(» as nuieh as possible*. * * *" 

Major Edwin F. (fardner, SurjriM)n, I'. S. A., (^Iiiof 
Surgeon, Third District, reports: *** * * This is princi- 
pally the native M>ino/ The Chief Suriroon luis no ])ersonal 
experience^ of the etfects of the use of this drink by 
(Milisted men. The evidence is that it is comparatively 
innocuous in small ciuantities, but wh(»ii dnink in lar^e 
amounts its effects are especially deleterious, both on 
l)hysical as well its mental processes. The abolishin^f of 
the canteen is said U> have* increased \b> use by the men 
with accompanying injurious eti'ects. * * *" 

First Lieutenant (Teor/are A. Skinner, Assistant Sur- 
^(*on, V. S. A., Re^arimental Surgeon, KUh Infantry, re- 
ports: 

Ik * * * rpi^^, ^^j^i^. ,jj^fjy^» drink that I have ol)served 

is the 'vino/ or 'bino' as it is more commonly called, and 
which appears to l>e the sjuue throughout the island. Tlu^re 
has be(»n no opportunity to make an analysis of this l>everavr^% 
but it contains a lar^c amount of alcohol, but of what 
variety I aiii unable to stat<'. ' There is a native drink report- 
ed, but which seems to be infreciuently used at this point, 
though ph»ntiful in the interior^ which is called ^fin, but 
\t^ appearance* or qualities are not known io me. Two men 
are reporti»d as dyin^ from the (»ffects of tliis drink while I 
was stationed at Echa^ue, but as neither of the ca^^^s came 
under my observation and then* was no physician in at- 
tendance, then^ is no means of verifying the statements. 
On so/ue of the men the drinking; of vino is v<»ry disas- 
trous, and the wildevst d(*lirium results. On others it ap- 
pears to atiect them nuich as any oth<»r alcoholic drink 
would, and producers no innne^diate^ marked effect. It may 
Ix' that the perce'ntji^e of active ajrent differs much in tho 
vju'ious products, oi- those* not affected drink Ie88. than tho 
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others, but it is c<*rtaiii that tlit* d*liriuni is fn'ciucntl.v v<»r.v 
n>arko(i and tho. aft^r eifocrts hisfin<r in hroakin^ down tho 
health. * * *'•

C'Ontract Surjrt^on William Roberts on the chemistry of vino: 

***** A sample of th<' article sold as vino was 
obtained din»ct from the factory wh<M'e it wtus manufjic- 
tun'd, and upon bein^r subject(»d to (examination ^vi^ the 
following results: 

**A pale, straw-colored fluid with a charat^teristic odor, 
^vin^ 88 iM»r cent by volume of alcohols belon^in^ to 
the methyl and <»thyl ctmipounds. Th(\si» are in the pro- 
jK)rtion of alxmt "2 U) 4, or about 11 per cent mt^thyl 
alcohol and 22 f>er c^ent <'thyl alcohol, Jisid<* from th(^ 
poisonous volatile products carried over in the distilla- 
tion. Of these compounds methyl alcohol constitutors the 
active [N>isoninK a^ent of this mixtuns and is derived 
from thf» juice of the nipa, which contains^ WydrocarlxHis, 
and f.orms methane, (^H 4. On ferm(»ntation, this jjfas loses 
one atom of hydrojifen, the resultinjr hydrocarbon radical 
combines with hydroxy 1 to form methyl alcohol, /. /., 
CH 3 OH. 

*'This compound is in the ordinary vino in such (pianti- 
tie.s that by dehydration, its aldehyde, CHOH, is formed in 
lar^e quantities. This is the formaldehyde ^as so iimch 
used as a surface disinfectant. 

*'Tlie larjje amount of ethyl alcohol is the result of 
adding to the fermenting juice of the nipa, called *tui)er,' 
crude sujfar, which furnishes the hydrocarbcm nidical, 
('2 H :>, which, in turn, ccmibinin^r with hydroxyl OH, forms 
ethyl alcohol, ('jHsOH, the ordinary form of alcohol 
found in intoxicatin^r liquids, and is no more fK)isonous than 
that found in strong? sherry wine. 

t **Thf» volatile compounds, tojfether with the wood spirit 
the vint) contains, are the causi* of the jicut<» and urjrent 
poisonou8 symptoms found in cases of vino intoxic:ition. 
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Tho in^(\sti()n of lOO r ul)i(! (;oiitiinet<»rs of vino would contain 
jihont 11 cubic centime tors of wood spirit, the dose of 
which iu< ji niedicinnl HjLr**ut is recorded as from 10 to 40 
drops, or about *> cubic centimeters. 

''Vino is the tirst distillate of the fermented juice of 
t\\o nipa, plus cane su^rar, and contains ^ses, which are 
lar^rely of the paraffin or methane series, which, by replace- 
ment of ()?!(» or more h.vdro^Mi atoms by the group 
hydroxy I, form alcohols, sona» of which are intensely 
poisonous. These compounds are. all carried over at a low 
boiling point, and by collecting? only one-third of the 
volume of the liquid subjected to distillation a distillate 
can b<» obtJiin(»d that will readily burn, and can be used 
for alcohol lamps, Hv. l^iK)n carrying? the distillation to 
the limit of saf(»ty the higher compounds are carried 
over, and consist of traces of amyl, propyl, butyl and 
other alcohols, this mixture IxMng known under the com- 
mon tcMin, fus<»l oil. It is always present in the first dis- 
tillate of alcoholic fluids, and vino represent#i all that is 
bad in this s(m»sc. * * *'"

of the Hospital Corps, somt* of whom were gmduates in 
dimtistry. Much suffering has l>een saved patients and 
Miluable prot<'ctive oral surgery performed in this w^ay. 

Faciliti(»s for prosthetic dentistry have not been available,, 
and it is to be hoped that material will soon be obtained 
for doing needed work of this charact^^r.

The paymasters have, however, been furnished with 
tlie best transportation available, and have cheerfully, effi- 
ciently, and rapidly ix»rformed th(»ir duties, under most 
trying? circumstances at times, and in many insttuices have 
gont» out wh(»u- they were scarcely able, owing to sickness. 

The Att(»ndin^ Surgeon of the Division has informed 
m<' that he has had hard work to patch up the paymasters and 
their ch-^rks, in order to keep them on duty. The roads 
and tJH' transportation have been greatly improved this 
year, and it is hoped that the trips will not Ix? so laborious. 

The Act of C-ongress reorgjuiizing the army established 
th(» grade of (-aptjiin and Paymaster, V, S. A. 

Tlien* has b<M»n no loss of pul)lic funds during the 
year. There is urgent need of a Government Depositor^', 
or Assistant Tn^asurer, llnit<*d States, where the public fundn 
can be. kc^pt and checks cashed without discount. The. 
establishment of banks in th<» provinces should b(» encouraged 
in (*very i)ossible way. 

Payment was made monthly to the volunt<^ers, l>efore 
departure, to enable them to settle their indebtedness at 
their stations. This duty kei)t the paymasters constantly 
in the tield until the departure of the volunteer regiments. 

The clerks of the Pay Department have been diligent 
and faithful in th<» performance of their arduous duties. 

Payments have hvi^n made to th(* S<|uadrcm of Phil- 
ippine Oavalry from insular funds.

1 was detailed as Supervisor of Internal Hevenu(» of 
this Dt^partment by G. O., No. J>, Htnidquarters Depart- 
ment of Northern Luzon, dated May 27, 1900, and ent^'red 
uiK)n niy duties as such May .SI, 1900.

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At that tiiiio no attempt had been made to collect 
the internal revenue outside of the principal coast and 
river towns; the or^nization of the reveime service pre- 
scribed by G. O., No. 54, M. G. O., April 18, 11)00, was 
not yet completed, and the collection of taxes did not 
be^n in outlying territory until July 1, 1900. 

The organization provided for a department super- 
visor, an internal revenue officer for each military district, 
and when necessary one or more assistant internal revenue 
officers for sub-offices in the larger and more populous 
districts. The department was divided into six districts. 

Subsequently each office was allowed the necessary 
clerical assistance, not exceeding three native clerks, at 
salaries not exceeding $20.00, ¥12.50, and S8.00, gold, each, 
respectively, i)er month. 

A few of the older offices had American clerks under 
former authority, and two additional clerks were subse- 
quently authorized, but for reasons of economy, when 
their places became vacant they were not filled again. 

Their wages ranged from $60.00 to $100.00, gold, each, 
per month. Each office was allowed one or more enlisted 
men as clerks, if necessary, and a number were so employed. 
The Supervisor's Office was ako allowed one enlisted man as 
clerk, and one was so employed from August 17, 1900, 
until he was discharged from the service April 2, 1901; 
since then the Adjutant General of the Department has 
kindly furnished me with the necessary clerical assisUmce 
fnmi the force in his office. The Supervisor's Office being 
located in the headquarters building, Department of Northern 
Luzon, has enttiiled no extra expense for rent from inter- 
nal revenue* funds, and rents for the internal revenue offices 
in the provinces are low. 

Internal rev<»nue officers have been reimbursed for 
their actual and necessary traveling exj^enses while on 
duty, but the current expcMises of all kinds and cost of 
collection of revenue have Ikmmi small, as will apiM^ar 
from the financial statement herein.

ITie intc^nial re.veimes of the archipelago are derived 
from the following sources under the provisions of 
Royal decrees, orders and regulations: 

First. — The Industrial Tax. "All corporations and 
individuals, Spanish or foreign, without distinction as to 
race or nationality, carrying on in any of tlie islands of 
the archipelago any industry, trad<s profession or art, 
not comprised in the Exemption Table included in the 
regulhtions are subject to the payment of the Industrial Tax." 

Second. — The Urhana Tax. "Proprietors of houses, 
whether Spanish or foreign, will pay five (5) per cent of 
the net rental profits whether said buildings be occupied 
by their owners or not, or for whatever purpose they 
may be used." This tax is also subject to a few exemp- 
tions, such as houses belonging to the church, or those 
used for charitable purposes or when the yearly rental 
is less than one i>eso, etc. 

Third.— The Stamp Tax. 

Fourth. — Certificates of Registration. These certifi- 
cates, or cedulas, were prescribed by the Military 
Governor, per G. O., No. 58, November 16, 1899, in 
lieu of the cxiiensive Spanish cedulas, and were sold at 
twenty cents, Mexican, each. Male inhabitants of the 
islands between the ages of eighteen and sixty years 
were required to provide themselves with them, and 
women were entitled to do so. Act No. 133 of the 
Commission has increased the cost of the cedulas, or 
Certificates of Registration, to one i)eso, or one dollar, 
Mexican, in provinces in which civil government has 
been or may be organized. 

Fifth. — Sale of Forestry Products. Under the For- 
estry Regulations it is made the duty of internal rev- 
enue oncers to receive and receipt for all nion(»y in 
payment of forestry products on the certificate* of the 
proper forestry official as to the amount due the government- 
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T\w Industrial and IJrbana taxes were much increased, 
under Spanish rule by the addition of surtaxes in order 
to inei'ease the revenue of the islands, but these were^ 
all alK)lished July 1, 1900, per G. O., No. 53, M. G. O., 19(H). 

Some opposition to the payment of taxes was at first 
manifested by the natives in nearly all localities, believed 
to have l)een inspired by the insurgents and their tax 
and contribution collectors, with whom our collections seri- 
ously interfered. 

At Malal>on and Tanay the taxpayers were so intimi- 
dat(*d by the insurjfcnts that it bt>came necessary to 
call on the military to close their places of business ii> 
order to compel them to pay their taxes. 

This measure had the desired effect, as they paid 
without further opposition and seemed only to want the 
(»xcuse to offer the insurgents that they paid tribute to 
the Americans only because they were forced to do so. 

\^y the al>oIition of tht» Spanish surtJixes July 1, 19(H>^ 
and the expensive Spanish cedulas ])rior to that date?, the 
taxes w<»re nuich n»duced, and have not been a serious 
fnird(Mi to the people; on the contrary, the protection that 
has been afforded the taxpayers in their business and to 
their ])r()perty has more than repaid them for the cost 
of their licens(\s. Confidence has Ikmmi gradually restored 
and business has steadily increased througrhout the de- 
partment. 

The revenu(* officers have come into intimate? contact 
with the people, and have not only instructed them that 
they were excMupt from taxation by the insurgents, but 
that if they i)aid them tiixes or contributed to their support 
they would be severely punished by the Americans. That 
these mejisures gfreatly reduced the resources of the insur- 
^(»nts cannot b(» doubted, and it is not claiming" too much 
to say that th(» operations of the Revenue Department 
hav<^ contribut4»d luaterially towards the suppression of 
the insurrection. . . ... 
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The old SimniHli h.vsUmh of t4<xation has be(»ii further 
modified by acts of the Coiiiinis^ion in all provinces where 
civil gfovernnient has lieen or may be established. Act 
No. 133, Sec. 86, provides that **U]) to and incliidinK 
the 30th day of June, 1901, all internal revenue collections 
by Provincial Treasurers as collectors of internal rev(»nue, 
under the provincial act, shall be forwarded to the In- 
sular Treasurer, as required by Act No. W, Th(*reafter 
8uch taxes cease to l>e a part of the central ^foverninent 
of the islands, and l>ecome provincial and . municipal taxt^s, 
and Act No. 90 shall not apply thereto.'' 

The folloi;\ing financial stiitenient embraces tlie juMiod 
from July 1, 1900, to June 30, 1901, and is compiled 
from reports of the Internal Revenue oflices of th(» depart- 
ment. It will necessarily differ from that of the Collector 
of Internal Kevenue of the Philippine Islands, who includes 
in his statement funds received from provincial tr<»asurers 
of orgimized provinces, registration oflicers, and other sources 
not included in my report.

Sinco Dec(»m!)er, 1900, tho internal revenues in Zam- 
bales Province have been collected by only one officer^

Till* office at Siibig was transferred to the navy when 
that town became a naval station, and no reports are made 
t^i this office. 

The offict* at Pasig >vas not opened mitil February 
H, 1901. 

Civil gov(»rnments having b<»en estjiblished in the prov^ 
hict^s of Pangasinan, Tarlac, Pampanga, Bulacan and Ba- 
taan, all Internal Hin^enue officers in those j)rovinces were 
reiii^ved and tJieir records and property transferred to the

An offir^e 
wjis opened at Baler, Province of PrincijKS hwt January, 
but ui)on report of the collector there that tlu^e was no 
tiixable industries or housj\s, eolh^ctions wer<» suspi^nded 
by order of the Department Commander. 

Since the estahlishmi^nt of civil government in the Prov- 
ince of Ben^fuet last November, no internal revenue has 
Ix^en coUected by this department in that province. 

Th<» Province of Infanta not bein^ garrisoned by V, 
S. troops, no attempt has been mad«» to colh^ct int4M*nal 
revenue there. 

The provinces of Bontoc and Lepanto W(M*e attached 
to the Candon sub-district, and the industrial and urbana 
taxes have Ikmmi collected, but not thorou«ihly, owin^ to 
n*nioteness and necessity for reliance on tin* pn\'<identes 
of towns for assistance. The District Collector re])orts 
that it i« now practieabic* to make a more thorough col- 
lection, and with the military thi>n» those provinces ou^ht 
to yield considerable revenue. 

All the remaining territory in the dep:ntment has lH»en 
quite thonm^hly covered, and the taxes have Immmi syst<»m- 
atically collected acc-ordinjr to the revenue laws and n^^ila- 
tions. 

The officers named in the enclosed list Irive t>een on 
duty as Int^^rnal Ki»v<'nu<» officers in this department for 
various periods during the fiscal year, and much credit is due 
them and the employet^s in the various offices for the faithful 
and sueeessful performance of the dutii's assigned them.

Foi* convenience th(» report is arrang'cd by months. 

JULY, 1900. 

The insurgents have Ix^en very active during the nionth 
in the Province of llocos Sur, repeat-edly cutting the wire, 
n'Mioviiig poles and wire, causing considerable hard work 
on the part of the* C^orps, but v(»ry slight interruption of 
conununication has Jwcni exp(»rienced. On July 26th the 
insurgents cut the line one mile south of Orani, on the 
Angel(»s-()rani line, ]mlled th<» poles out of the ground^ 
brok(» the insulators, and carried away 700 fe^t of wire. 
The line was promptly n^paired. 
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Lu'utonant Duffy Hnd detachm<»nt conipl<»t<^d tho San 
Ferhandb-La Trinidad branch on July 11, 1900. While on 
n>ut4» with sifn^al supplies from Vigan, for the* Badoo- 
(Jurrimao branch line, f»scorted by seventeen men of CV)mpany 
C\ 12th Infantry, Seriart*ant Warren Killman, CV>mpany F, 
Sifriial Corps, U. S. A., was killed in ambush by the 
insur^ent^, July 31, 1900. All supplies wen* captured. 

Lieutenant Lenoir's party connected Pozorrubio tele- 
^nipically with Alava, distance six miles, amd San Manuel 
with San Nicolas, distance eight miles. Also changed three 
miles of line on the Bautista-C'almnatuan branch east of 
Rasales, from the w(x)d8 to along the nwid. This section 
has Ix^en practically n^built during July, from Hautistn U) 
Sjin Jose, distance eighty miles. His ])arty moved offices 
at the following stations: Tarlac, Bamban, Moncada, Paniriui 
and Gerona, from railway to connnanding officer's (iujirt<»rs. 
Total amount of new work done, thirty-cMght and one-half 
miles. 

()n July 2Sth, 5(M) feet of win* on the San Fernando- 
Lul>ao branch, about (me-half mile t*ast of (iutigua, was 
destroyed, Imt promptly repaired. 

Tlie San Fernando- Aparri section was fn^iuently cut 
during the month, a short distance north of Cabanatuan. 
I^»tween the 20th and 31st this line was cut four times, 
polos cut down and win* carried away. TIk* s(*ven* storms 
have done a great deal of damag<» on this line. On July

AUGUST, 1900. 

(V)iisiderable trouble was experienced l>etween Aii^jfust 
9th and 16th, due to hi^h winds and heavy rains; nearly 
all lines on the island were prostrated, (yonununication was 
re-e8tablish<»d on th(» 17th. This was the most scnere storm 
sinet* th(» occupation of the island by U. S. forces, and 
the excelh»nt work of linemen is worthy of mention. 

T\\o Xovaliches telephone branch wa.s cut three times 
lM»twe<»n Auirnst ISth and 25th by insurgents, who removed 
several hundred feet of line. 

On the An^reles-Orion section between Dinalupijan and 
Florida Blanca, the line was washed away l)y the Uoman 
Kiv(M* on the •2(»th; a m^w line \Na8 promptly built, and 
communication established on the 81st. 

On the 29tli, 2oo yards of wire and several iM)les 
were blown down on tlu* Manila-lHi^upan line at 11 a. ni.; 
line repaired at H:HO ]>. in. 
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Lieutenant Mitchell reports following: interrui)tions on 
his section: Au^st 1st, one-half mile of line cut down 
on the Cabanatuan-San Jos^ section by insurKents, eight 
miles north of Cabanatuan. Au^ifust 30th, *'Kiver still 
high, lines on Cabanatuan-San Jose section and on San 
Fernando-Pantabangan section have been sevc^ral times 
washed out. Line from Carranglan to Solano has been 
rebuilt and is now practically new." 

Lieutenant Duflfy reports almost daily onslaught upon 
the lines in his section by t\m insurgents, who not only 
rut the line but break the insulators at ditferent places, 
thus rendering grounds.

SEPTEMBER. 1900. 

A rtevere typhoon muring for three days, 7th Hth and 
9th, blew down seventy -eight poles between San Fernando 
and (iiiiguinto, three i>ole8 between Tondo and Caloocan, 
eleven Ix^tween Balanga and Abucay, and prostrated nearly 
all the lines of the department. Tlie very heavy rains 
accompanying the typhoon flooded the country, making 
anything but temporary repairs impossible for several days; 
V ► even to accomplish temporary repairs men were compelled to 
*■'- work in water, frequently from waist to shoulder deei>. 

Conmmnication on tiTink lines was re-established on the 15th. 
.iyi- Lieutenant Lenoir reiK)rts as having been engaged 

during the month in placing hardwood poles between Da- 
gupan and Mangaldan, Dagupan and Lingayen; also in the 
city of Dagupan. On the 29th started with the necessary ma 
terial to construct telephone line from Alava to Kosario. 
Province of Union. Replaced the river cable at the Dagupan 
River and at San Isidro, Pangasinan, with deep-sea cable. 

Lieutenant Nordquist during the month was engaged in 
the sui)ervision of the re-establishment of communication 
along the railroad after destruction by the typhoon and 
clearing the way for new lines. 

Lieutenant Binkley was engaged during the month in 
constructing telephone lines between Manila and Pat^ig 
Ferry, Malolos and Poambon.

MAPS. 

Datii for the eom])ilation of maps of the Philippine Isl- 
ands hjis !)(»en collected in this department under instrue- 
ticms contiiined in Circular No. 6-1, Headquarters Depart- 
ment Pacific and 8th Army Corps, October 24, 1S99, 
and Circular In, bM)i). The former calls attention to the 
provisions of A. K., Paragraph 457 to 461, and directs 
that tliey shall hereafter Ix* strictly complied with, and 
that whenevei' a body of troops is ordered to march, tlu^ 
conunanding officer will detail a suitable officer to make 
the Hotels and sk(*tches and keep the journals necessary 
for the prej)arati()ii of a map of and a report on the 
rout(»s traversed. The latter circular required the collec- 
tion of certnin informaticm by local ccmmianders and the 
indication of boundaries of provinces and municipios on the 
best existinjr maps. 

Much data has been collected, which was forwardc^d to 
tlie ( -hief Kn^ineer Officer of the Divisicm, in whose office it is 
bein^* (;ompil(»d into a series of charts of cimvenient size on a 
scale of one niih* to the inch. Eighteen of thest* charts have 
IxM'n (•()inj)l('ted, as shown in red on the accompanying index 
slirc^t. One chart. No. 54, is also enclosed showing how 
finished charts api)ear wlu'n lithographed. Lieutenant 
Humphrey, .'>d Infantry, is particularly to be conuuended 
for tin* t*X(M'llen(M» of his lo])ognii)hi(*al work. 



The geographical limits of the dopartinent and districts 
in the Division of the Philipi)iiies were (»stiiblished by (teii- 
eml Orders No. 1, Headquarters Division of th<» Philippines, 
Manila, P. L, April 7, 1JKM». The houndaries of tlie Depart- 
ment of Northern Luzon were modified first h.v (jeneral 
Orders No. 19, Headquarters Division of the Philippines, 
May 12, 1900, constituting the Sixth District; second f)y 
(lenenil Orders, No. HH, Headquarters Division of the Philip- 
pines, April 10, 1901, exU^ndin^the Fourth District to include 
th<* Sixth. 

These districts and the stations of troops th<?rein July, 
1901, are shown on the enclosed chart. A chart of <'ach 
district hjis also been pn»pared by the ('hief Kn/arineer of the 
Division. 

No attempt luis lM»en made in this office to prepare maps, 
l>ecause of its proximity to the office of th(» Chief Engineer 
of the Division, where were to be found all the necessary 
facilities and from whici) have lx»en sup|>lied all the demands 
for charts by officers of this departm^^it. 

REPAIRS TO ROADS AND BRIDOES. 

The general plan submitted by the ( -hief En^irineer of 
the Division for the expimditure of the two million pesos ap- 
propriated for the repair of roads and bridges by Act No. I 
^Septeml)er 12, 1900), of the Philii)pine ('Onmiissicm and 
approved by the Military (lOVM^rnor in the Philipinnes, 
October i, 1900, included the following roads in this depart- 
ment (see enclosed map): 

First. A road starting from Manila, leading through 
Kovaliches, Norzagaray, San Isidro, (/abanatuan, Ilumingan 
and connecting with roads from Dagupan east. 

Second. A road along the west coast of Zam bales Prov- 
ince, connecting as well as possible with Sual and Lingayt^n. 

Third. A road from Manila thnmgh Polo, r>ulacan» 
Malolos to Hagonoy. 
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Fourth. A road along (vast coant of Biitaan Province, 
connecting with Dinalupijau and either to Lutmo and Sex- 
moan to Bacolor, or to Fh)rida Blanca and Angeles, as 
nm.v l>e most practicable. 

Fifth. A road from Tarlac to Camiling, Mangat^rem 
and Ijinga.ven. 

Sixth. (/ro88 roadf* from Bautista, from Tarlac and 
from San Fernando eastward, joining into road number one. 

Seventh. Pasig to MontaHx)n. 

It was not expected that the above scheme would cover 
the whole of the work required or would not have to \h* 
modified, and as a matt^ir of fact many alterations wen* 
made from time to time. Under the general instructions 
officers were sent out to make examinations of the various 
sections of roads and to prepare estimates of cost of rei>airs 
required for placing them in a passable condition for troops 
and pack trains as well as in some instances for the pas- 
sage of wagon trains. The estimates were duly submitted 
to the proiM»r authority and allotments made upon them. 

A brief statement will be given of the work accom- 
plished on each road for which allotments have been made. 

M A N I LA -C A lAH )C A N . 

This road, one and eight-tcntlis miles in length, was full 
of bad holes and improperly drained when work was begun 
October 15, 1900, under an allotment of $7,200.00, Mexican. 
In general the work done was to put in ditches where needed, 
to grade the road and to cover it with gravel to a depth of 
ten or twelve inches so far as the funds would permit. The 
large traffic ov(»r this road wears it out very rapidly, and it 
•again needs repair in places. 

CALOOOAN-MALAHOX. 

I -rider an api>ropriati()n, 5^500.00, Mexicim, this road, two 
miles in length, was graded, ditched and the bad holes filled 
with gravc^l. A furtln^r sum of $8,000.00, Mexican, was di- 
verted from th(» Caloocan-Novalieh(»s road by authority of the 



llcimrtment Commander, whero it wu8 not needed to the Va- 
loocan-Malabon road, which was widened fourteen to twenty 
feet, and ten inches of gravel laid over six-tenths of a mile, 
inittin^ the road in excellent condition. 

MALOlX>S-BAIJUA(J. 

Work was l)egun February 13, 1901. The section of this 
road between Baliuag and Quingua was in ^ood condition, 
the Quingua River was crossed by a ford, th(» old ferry used 
in high water having been carried away in a flood, and the* 
section from Quingua to Malolos was in a very Imd conditiofi. 
In some places it was only eight and one-half feet in width, in 
some places covered with bamlioo corduroy which had brokc'n 
up and sunk, leaving the road in a very bad shape. For thi» 
entire distance from Malolos to Quingua the road was built 
up from one to three feet, widened to twenty feet, the emi>ank- 
rnent sodded, good ditches dug and the road covered with 
gravel to a depth of fourteen inches: ten culverts were built 
with stone sides and wooden tops, varying in lengtii from 
four to eight feet. Total allotment, ^^o,ooo, Mexican, 
f*x]>ended. 

At Quingua, a ferry l>egun by the Quartermaster's 
Department, under a special allotment of J?l,88t).44, Mex- 
ican, was turned over to the Kngineer l)<»partmf»nt and 
completi^d. 

r ASKi-MONTA LBON . 

The work dcme consisted in ditching and placing road 
inetjii on alx)ut 9,H(M) yards of road, constructing three 
bridge.** and thirty-three culverts, at a total cost of ^i^,- 
ois.Ti, Mexican. 

KOSARIO-CAINTA. 

Twelve hundred yards of road were covered with road 
m«»tal, 5<M» yards of road ditched, one bridge and sixteen 
culverts were construct^, at a total cost of $1,091.50, 
Mexican. 

TAYTAV-ANTIPOL4). 

The t-otal allotment of ^15o, Mexicjoi. was expended 
in tilling bad holes.

From th(» iK^^innin^ of the work, May 17th, to June 
3(»th there were put in 267 lineal yards of clearing and 
f^radin^, 845 yards of ditching, 742 cubic yards of gravel, 
covering a totjil distance of eleven and one-half miles, at 
a total cost of 5*n1,8()7.4o, Mexican. 

HALirA(i-SA\ MIOTKL 1>K MAYl*M«). 

Work was lK>gun March 17, 1901, and the following 
put in: 10,120 lineal yards of clearing and grading; y,134 
lineal yards of ditches; 9,064 cubic yards of tilling, cov- 
(»ring a distance of 2,540 lineal yards; 4,208 cubic yards 
of gravel, covering 5,280 lineal yards: and live box cul- 
verts, at a total cost of !?14,947.92, Mexican. 

SAN- KKRNAN1>0-SAX ISIDRO. 

Section from Sa!i Fernando to (^abiao: Work was 
l)(»gun February 4, 1901, at Arayat, working north towards 
C abiao, and o!i April Sth at Aniyat, working south towards 
Santa Ana. 

Thi^ old road from Arayat north wa.s ditched, graded 
and widened to about twenty f(»et for a distance of two 
miles and covered with gnivel six inches thick and ten ievt 
wide. Beyond this for four miles a new road was built, 
meeting the old road again at a point al>out four niil(»s from 
( 'a!)iao, reducing the distancie from Arayat by two and three- 
ftiurths miles. The new road (an old Spanish road abandoned 
years ago) required an avemge till of about two and one- 
half fooU much clearing and grading. It was covei-i^d 
with gravel about six inches deep by t(^n teet wid(». The 
remaining four miles to Cabiao were repaired by gniding 
and tilling the worst inudholes, the funds not being sufficient 
to ]ilaee gravel. New culvt^rts and bridg(»s were put in* 
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havin|2r a total length of 1,041 foot. Tho longest l)ridg(3 
was 147 feet and two inclies loii^. Two culverts wen* 
repaired and not n^newed. 

Between Ara.yat and Santa Ana the* road had previously 
l)een covered with stone for about a niih*: this part wjiw 
widened and aJ)out two miles additional were covered with 
Btone from Mt. Arayat. One bridge twenty feet lon^^andont* 
culvert were built. I^^low Sanbi Ana au eij^hty-«»i^ht- 
foot bridge was built, with a c(Mitral span of fifty f(»et 
(Howe truss). 

The approaches to the* ferry at Arayat were cut down 
and widened on each side of th(» river, and graveled. A 
new catjimaran ferry fK)at w^ais built, with floor space forty - 
two feet by seventeen f(»<»t fcmr inches. Tot^il (Expendi- 
tures, $TJ^8<)2.;^1, Mexican. 

Great difliiculty was experienced in ^ettin^ gravel, as 
it had to 1h^ cai'ried a lon^r distance in !)ancas and wji^ons, 
making its c(KSt in place from 'i>lo to jSI.5, Mexican, a 
cubic metre. 

Section from San Isidro to (.'abiao: About six and 
one-fourth miles of i*oad was gnided, and about two and 
one-half miles of this sniveled. Two wooden culverts 
and one thirty-four foot bridge wcm'c put iii. 

(;ai»an-san isidko. 

The total allotment of l,00o pesos was expended in 
putting in 650 ("ubic yards of gravel to repair bad spots. 

(tAI*AN-SA\ MKaKK. 

One pile bridge sixty-five feet long, and two bridges 
fifty fe<»t long were put in. 

TAin.AC. 

An allotment of >Si4,t>t)4, Mexican, was mach* for repair- 
ing roads in sub-district of Tarlac to b(» c»xpendc*d under 
the direction of the CX)ramanding Officer, 12th Infantry. He 
reports the following work done with the expenditure of 
$2,406.55, Mexican, and a large amount of free labor and 
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iimt<?rials: First, (^aiwis to Conccixiion, five miles: general 
repairs to i*oad; the bridge over river east of C'ai>a8, and 
certain culverts repaired. Second, Tarlac- Victoria: The en- 
tire road was repaired by free labor, the j^-rade from Victoria 
to Maliud was raised from three to five feet, the culverts 
repaired and a fifty-foot bridge constructed ov(»r the Maliud 
Kiver. Third, Gerona-Pura: Six new bridges of twelve to 
till rty -six feet in length were constructed of materials and 
labor furnished by thorn* two towns, and the entire road 
repaired; Jwtween <ferona and the railroad station a doulile 
stone arch bridge was constructed at a cost of 1,0(m> {lesos, 
paid for from Provost Court funds. Fourth, C'apas-O' Don- 
nell; no work done. Third, Tarlac-La Paz: The road wjis 
cleared of brush and some jjrading done near La Paz. Sixth, 
Pa?ii(iui-(/uyapo: The roadway from Paniqui to Sta. Ynes was 
repaired and drained and the irrade raised; from Cuyapo to 
Anao the road was raised and graded with earth — no ^yrravel 
available; the bridges and culvert** were all repaired, and a 
new wooden truss bridjre l-lr5 feet lonjr built over the river 
at Stji. Ynes. Seventh, Cuyapo-Kosales: Roadway, culverts 
and b rid/ares r(» paired. Eighth, Pueblo of Moncada: All streets 
and local roads re|)aired. Ninth, Pueblo of Tarlac: All 
stn^ets and local roads repaired Th<» road leadinjr from 
the plaza to the milway station, two miles in len^rth, was 
rais(»dj ^rraded and covered with broken stone. * 

ZAMBALES I'ROVINCK. 

Subi^ to Santa Cruz: Beginniniar at Subi^r and running 
north to what is known as Subi^ Pass, a dist>ance of al>out 
two miles, the road has becMi dit<?hed on both sides, 
ditches avera^rinif two feet wide and two f<»et deep, the 
dirt takc^n from tiuMU bein^ thrown into the center of the 
road, which was raised at least two feet above the sur- 
rounding country. On top of tins a dressinjjf of i>roken 
rock alxnit five inches thick wjis ])la(M»d, and over this 
about one f(K)t of gravel. 

At the Subi^ Pass tin' old road was cut down to 
lessen the crrades, tlio deejuvst excavation beinjr thirty -seve^n 



feet. Ju^t north of this pass a sniallor liill was cut an 

average of six feet, the excavated material in earh case hein^ 

used to .fill at the foot of th(» hill. From this lattt»r pass 

north about one-half mih», the road Inis ht*on ditched 

und graded. Across the Sehen<»k River a bridge {'2-1 

feet long and fourteen teet vvid(» luis b(*eii constructed. 

The two center spans of thirty feet each \vert» made in 

Manila and shipped to the bridge site n^ad.v to put uj). 

The bridge rests on stone abutnu^nts and piles driven sixtcMMi 

feet into the b«»d of the stream. From the Schenek River 

north the rojid has l>een raised and ditched. From ( -asti- 

llejos to San Marcelino four and a third mihss of th** road 

have l>een raised and ditehed. F'rom San Marcelino to San 

Narciso about ^Oi^) yards of road was raised and ditched 

lind bridges built where required. From San Marci^lino to 

San Antonio about five and (me-lialf miles, and from San 

Antonio to San Narciso the road was raised and ditchod. 

From San Narciso to San Feli|H» but little work was recpiin^d 

to make the road passable. On the road from San Felip(» to 

Oabangan the jmss called Mount (/arman has been low(»red 

nbout four feet, making an easy grade. For om» miU» north 

from this pass the road was raised and ditch(»d. From the* 

Aronen River to Cabangiui Kiver about three miles, and 

from Caliangan north one and one-half miles, the road 

"iv:i8 raised and ditched. From l^otolan to San FVrnando, 

oTie mile of road was raised, one-half mile macadamized, 

ubout a half mile of rock cut made; one bridge* 220 feet 

long and one forty feet long put in. 

Near Baliuag, four and one -half miles of new road was 
completed, fifteen culverts, and bridge thirteen feet long 
und one bridgt* twenty feet long put in. and 220 cubic 
yards of rock removed from two passes. 

Between Iba and Botolan a baml>oo ferry was con- 
structed. Near Iba several bridges wen* begun, and work 
was w^eJl under way on several long bridges. Totfil ex- 
pended, $82,089.30, Mexican, which includes also part 



of an old allotnu'nt for the Tliird District. Between 
Suhi^ and ('astillcjos nint»teen bridges w(»ri» put in: be- 
tw(»on (-astillojos and San Marcelino, twolvo: J)otwoen 
San Marcelino and San Narciso, ei^ht; San Marcelino and 
San Antonio, oiffht: San Antonio and San Narciso, nine;

Besides the enlisted mcMi of Company A and Company 
C, First Battalion of Kngineers, American civilians were 
employed as clerks, ()v<M'se(»rs and mechanics. 
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Transportation was furnished by the Quartermaster's 
l>epaTtnient of the Division to the extent of 851 mules, eiKhty- 
eii^ht waifons and forty-soven horses distributed throu^fhout 
the department. 

It should \>Q said in ^?neral that the work on roads 
has everywhere been carried on under most disadvantage- 
ous circumstances. It was l)ejrun whiU? the insurjifents were 
carrying on active oi>erations, and consequently the na- 
tives were in many places disaffected or afraid to work; 
latterly it has lx»en difficult to secure laborers l)ecause they 
were at work in the rice fields. Sufficient transportation 
has been at all times hard to secure. Th<» Quartermaster's 
Department has rendered assistance as above mentioned, 
without which onl,v half the work could have l^een ac- 
complished. If more transportation had lx»en furnislied 
nuich better roads could have !)een made l)ecause the largest 
item of exi>ense has l>cen the haulin^jr of jyfravel. In many 
places road metal had to lx» carried fnmi ten to sixtern 

miles.

In coniplianco with the requironients of (t. O. No. 89 
c. s., A. G. O., 1 have the honor to submit the following 
annual report: 

Major General John C Bates, U. S. Volunteers (Brig- 
adier General, U. S. A.), organized this Department and 
commanded it until April 21, 1901. His last annual report 
was niJide on August 1, 1900. The accompanying record 
of events begins on that date and shows the military opera- 
tions carried on under his direction. 1 assumed command 
on April 21, 1901. The 2d District had been discontinued, 
and its territory and troops merged in the 1st District. 

On May 6th the Island of Samar, which had been tt»m- 
porarily attached to the Department of Southern Luzon, was 
again assigned to the Department of the Visayas. With 
exceptions, the geographical limits and organization remain 
as at date of last report. 

When I relieved General Bates, the return to the Stat4?s 
of the volunteer regiments was in progress and was con- 
tinued until about the end of May, by which time all had 
arrived at, or were en route to, San Francisco. It was my 
fortune to reach the Philippines too late to see the volun- 
teer regiments, except a few of them on their way home. 
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As a 'nuinl)f r of these regiments served in this Depart- 
ment, 1 desin* to say that each left a record of hard and 
(exacting duty well in^rformed. 

As the volunteers were relieved it was necessary to 
occupy all the stations held by them, with greatly reduced 
garrisons of regulars. The ordinary difficulties accompany- 
ing such a change in a country occupied, in considerable 
immbers, by an active enemy and among an unfriendly 
people, were very greatly increased by the extremely small 
number of regular officers for duty. Few troops, battalions 
or companies had more than one officer present. In many 
cases one young officer conunanded his station, his company, 
performed all the stiitl' duties, acted as Collector of Customs 
and Provpst Judge, looked after the municipal officers and 
police, saw that they attended to their duties and kept their 
towns in proper sanitary condition and furnished as few 
supplies and gave as little information as might l)e to the 
insurgents. 

In addition to the above he must be always ready to 
repel night attacks by tlu^ insurgents, or take the Held against 
them. Many garrisons in smaller towns were commanded 
by non-connnissioned officers. A large number of our men 
were recruits with little instruction and no exix»rience as 
soldiers. 

It gives me great pleasure to say that both officers and 
men, with a few individual exceptions, perfonued tlieir 
arduous and exactii»g duties promptly and efficiently. Their 
vigilanc(» and activity not only enabled the necessary changes 
being made without a hitch or mishap, but, during the transi- 
tion period, active field operations were scarcely checked. 

When I assumed command, the insurgent forces were 
<iuite active in the provinces of Hat>uig*as, J^aguna, Tayabas, 
A I bay, and the Caniarini^s. Tin* surrender of General Trijis 
and his forces, on March ir)th, has gn^atly improved condi- 
tions in Northern Cavit<^ Active scouting and constant field 
work resultt^d in the surrender, on June 2^thj of General 
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Cailh^ti and his forces at Santii (/I'liz, Ija^iina, excopt (/ol- 
onol Caballes, who cHcapc^d to tlio iiiountaiiis with about ono 
hundred rifles. 

On July 4th (ieni^ral Uehirinino surn»ndered at I^^i^aspi, 
Albjiy, brinirinK with him most of his men and ^ms. This 
was followc»d on July 24th by (-olonel Zurbano, who sur- 
rendered at Tayabas with most of his followin^r.

PRESKNT CONDITIONS. 

The Province of Sorso^on and the Islands of Masl)at<\ 
Koniblon and Marindu(|ue are practically clear of insur- 
gents. In the Camarinesand Albay Province there are a ft»w 
small l>imds that devote their tinie in keeping out of the 
way of the troops and making forced colU^ctions fi'om p<M)pl<» 
in the outlyinj^ districts. 

In the islands and provinces alM)ve mentioned then* an* 
fi*w Ta^los, the ]H»ople bein^i' mon» peaceable and easily 
controlled. How(»ver, all important places are <rarris(>m'd, 
and rumors of the int<»nded withdrawal nf the troops in one 
or two instances were* followed by liv<»ly pn>t<'sts and the 
stJit4Mnent that such action would kill business and force 
friendly natives to leave tlHMr homes, as neither life nor 
pro]>erty would lx» sjife. 

In the Province of Tayabas tluM*<' is no larjre organizer! 
force of insurgents, but ccmditions are bad; Americans and 



An»(»ricanist!is are snio im\y in the* ^Jfiirrisoned towns; thcTc 
is pnictinill.v no coniiimniration Ix^tween towns; j^overnment 
tniins carr.vinK supplies, and oven U^anis working: on the 
roads under the direction of the Provincial Governor, are not 
considered safe unless under military escort. 

The Centnil Civil (iovernnient is now or^Jinizin^ Mun- 
icipal and Provincial Police*: whtMi this force is in working 
ord(»r the tr(H>ps should 1m» relieved of nmch hard and an- 
noying work. Th(» <|uestion is, how far native iK)licr, when 
not backed up by troops, can be trusted to g'ive protection 
against, and to hunt down, thcvSi* Imnds of insurgents, la- 
drones, roblx'rs, or whateviT they may lx» called. Except 
with Macalx'lM* and Bicol Scouts, our exp<»rienc(* in the use 
of natives for [)olice work has not lxM»n entirely satis- 
factory. 

Th(» Provinces of C'avitt*, Batangiis and Liiguna may l)e 
considt»red together: th<»y are the most thickly settled and 
richest in Soutlu^rn Luzon, th(» home of the Tagalos and the 
birth-plac<» of th<» insurrection. The insurrection s(»enis des- 
tii»ed to meet its death in the place of its birth, and to die 
hard. 

The principal tigure of tht» relx^llion is (lem^ral Malvar, 
a native of Hatangiis Province, who claims to l)e the civil and 
military head of what remains of the insurrection. He pro- 
claims himscOf the successor of Aginnaldo by the appoint- 
ment of the conunittee in foreign parts, which conmiittee, 
he says, was appointed by Aguinaldo in June, 1900, **t(> act 
in his place in case of his absence.'" Malvar has undoubt- 
edly also the material support of a large nunilx»r of high- 
class nativ(\s and for<'ign<*rs in Manila and other large towns, 
who, while taking no active part Jigainst the Americans, an* 
not satisfied with tin* course of events, and probably not 
(jiiit*' convinced as to the honesty of our int4»ntions, nor 
have they (piite given up the hope of foreign intervention. 
They believe it W(»ll to ke<»]) alive a spark of insurrection 
with which to n^Kindle tin* Hame of reln^llion should oppor tun - 
it.v otVer. 






At first glance it would seoui an easy tjisk to stamp out 
the insurrection in the thnn* provinct^s named. It nuist, 
however, \w kept in mind that the jrnMit majority of the 
|KH)ple are violently opiM)8ed to Am(»rican rul(», and both 
hate and fear the Americans— th(» more inteUii^rent throu^rh 
what tliey Ix^ru^ve to Im* their own inti»n*st, tho i^iorant 
through their fears and supcM'stitions, which have* N»en worked 
upon to the fullest exU»nt. Th(»ri» are inany notable 
exceptions to this rule, and many men hav(» riskt^d and 
are still risking lif^ Jind property through friendship for 
us, but amonj^ the whole poimlation the number is very 
small. We have occupied all tlu» principal towns, and all 
who have in any way assist(»d us, or have been fric^ndly 
with our offic(»rs or men or a^iinst whom i»ven a suspicion 
of such action exists, have Ixmmi proclaim(»d by Malvar to l>e 
traitors to their country, and thtMr liv<*s and propt^rty 
are declared forfeit(^d. 

Then»fore, while conducting operations in tlu* ti(»ld it 
is necessary to hold in the towns sufficient troops to prot(»ct 
them. Escort duty of various kinds keeps the trooi)S 
constantly employed. As for the i^nemy, no form of (Milist- 
nient seems necessjiry; a man with a ^un is an insurrccto, 
and without one a iK»ac(»able citiziMi. 

The forces of the insurrection are not kept in the 
field, exc(»pt a f(»w men who accompany the hijrh(»r officers; 
the majority of them live at hcune, even in and about 
the towns we occupy; wh(»n want<*d t\wy are warnt^d 
through their systCMU of si^ials and runn(»rs, and ^ith<»r 
at ni^ht at some desi^iaU»d plact»; thi» numlHM* is limit^^d 
only by the number re(|uired or the numlHM- of rifles 
within reach. The common soldi(»r wt*ars the dress of the 
country; with his jrun he is a soldier; by hidinjr it and 
walkinjif quietly alon^ the road, sittin^r down by tlu» nean»st 
house, or goin^ to work in tht* n(»arest tield, he bi»comes 
an "amiuro,"- full of ^ood will and falsi* information for 
any of our men who may m(M»t him. 



The country is coverc^d with dense tropical vegetation, 
witli many extensive swamps, high and rough mountains 
and deep gorges. The roads an* few and had; the trails 
f<»w and exceedingly difficult. 

The charact^T of the people, the country and the 
climate, [)ut on our troops an amount of discouraging 
and heart- hriMiking work, without apjMirent result, that 
cannot Ix* conceiv(*d of by one not familiar with it. Still, 
(»very once in a while a d(»tachment comes uiM>n s<mie 
force* of the enemy unawares, and kills or ca])tures more 
or less of th(»ni. 

That this is having its effect is shown by the numlx'r 
who constantly surrender with their arms and give up 
the game. 

The larg(» island of Mindoro is now Ix^ng occupied 
and explon^d, the capital, Calapan, having been taken cm 
July 27th. This island has furnished a large amount of 
suppli(»s t) Malvar's forces; these supplies are now cut 
off and will Ix* a serious loss to him. There are several 
hundn^d armt^d insurgents on this island. 

One of the most difficult (piestions about to come up 
is tho (juartcring of troops; tents are exjx^nsive, and, in 
this clinrat(», unhcnilthy and uncomfortable. The troops 
an* mostly stationed in the* towns and have l)een and are 
now (piartc^red in any available buildings, taken without 
th<» owners' consent, or rented, according to circumstances. 
Provincial and nmnicipal buildings, convents and other 
church buildings, were taken when(»ver convenient. Now 
in the mon» (piii^t i)rovinc(»s, the civil and Church au- 
thorities and many ])rivate parties want their buildings 
vacated; in many casiss th(» occupi(»d buildings cannot Ix^ 
vacated unless the tnK)ps an* removed, and then tin* sjiukj 
(|uestion wcmld conn* u]) somewhere i»lse. At present we 
n<*(*d tnx)ps everywhere, but we do not want to build 
Imrracks everywhere. We will probably put uji some 
barracks and continue to hold some buildings with and 



some without constant until the time arrives for tlie con- 
centration of troops in larger and more in^rmanent stations. 

The prospect of being able to concentrate or materially 
reduce the number of troops in the near futun* is not 
encouraging. We have garrisoned the towns and encouniged 
the people to rely on us. Some in all sections of the 
country have done so, and such, without regard for position 
or sex, are marked and are regarded as traitors. Until 
conditions have so changed that th(\v can remain in their 
homes without endangering t'leir liv«»s jind prop«»rty, we 
cannot withdraw the trooi)s. 

The problem b(*fore us is a liard one. Tinu», honest 
and firm administration, wise legislation, p:'rf(»ct co-:)po ra- 
tion between the civil and military authorities and un- 
limited jmtience and perseverance l)y all, will he reqiiircd 
to solve it. 

Much has been done, but there is much mon* to do 
l)efore civil law can stand alone and give protection to 
life, property, and business throughout what is now the 
Military Department of Southern Luzon.

Captain Sliields, with detachment of fifty-one men of 
(/ompaii.v F, 29th Infantry, and two Hospital Corps men, 
landed from U. S. S. ''Villalobus'' at Torrijos, Marinduqiie, 
and att<»mpted to march to Santa Cruz. The party left Tor- 
rijoH at 2:00 p. m. and were attacked at 5:00 p. m. The 
engrsiirement lasting^ several hours, and after haWng: four of 
his party killed and himself and five others wounded, Captain 
Shields surrendered with his j)arty, consisting of forty -seven 
men of Company F, 29th Infantry, one Hospital Corps man 
with fifty-one rifles and two revolvers.

one insurgent killc^d, two wounded and one man and one rifle 
captured. 

2l8t. — On** hundred and seventy officers and men, >\'ith 
twenty-throe rifles, three revolvers, 75.S rounds of annnunition 
120 boloH, were surrendered to Lieutenant Discpie, 47th In- 
fantry, at Iroeine, Sorsogon. 

Scouting ])arty from Gubat, Sorsogcm, encountt»red the 
enemy near BarctOona, killing two and wounding one. 

Twenty insurgents, with twelve rifles and four revolvers, 
surrendered to Captain Danes, 3d Artillery, at Muntinlupa, 
taking oath of allegiance.

Caypitinga, killing one. 

14th. — Scouting party, 21st Infantry, under Captain 
Ilearn, (exchanged shots with a ])arty of abcmt twenty -five 
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insurgfCMits between CandelHria and Tiaon, Tayahas. Xo cas- 
nalties. One cuartel destroyed. 

15th. — Major F. A. Sniitli, 1st Infantry, reports th(» 
surrender of LieiitcMiant Colonel Maximo xVbad, with nine 
oflScers, seventy soldiers, fifty rifles, four carbines, thr<»e 
shotguns, four n^volvers and 945 rounds of anmiiinition at 
Boac, Marinduqut*.

— Lieutenant Wray, 11th Cavalry, commanding 
scouts, had an engagement with insurgents at Sulang, near 
Jovellar, killing four. No American casualties. 

22d. — Sergeant Johnson, with detachment Troop D, 9th 
Cavalry, had an engagement with a small force of insur- 
gents near Alit, a barrio of Guinobatan, killing three in- 
.surgents and capturing one. No American loss. 

Lieutenant Stodter, 9th ('avalry, with Lieutenant Cutts, 
11th Cavalry, U. S. Volunteers, and detachment Trooi)s F and 
H, 9th Cavalry, encountered insurgents at barrio Mabasical, 
having one man Troop H, wounded. Insurgent loss unknown. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon St. John, with thirty -three men. 
Company A, 26th Infantry, from sub-station, Indan, Camari- 
nes Norte, surprised three outposts and a force of about 
twenty- insurgents at Matnog, from Segovia's conmiand at 
Pftricalia, killing five insurgents and Avounding two. Doctor 
St JohUf who volunteered for this expedition, was struck 
below the heart by a stray bullet, and died in half an hour. 
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23d. — LieutiMiant Miller, 9th Cavalry, scouting: from 
Lilmianan, struck an insurgeiit force at Bicol, killing one, 
woundiuif three and capturing four men and one rifle. 

26th. — Donsol, Sorsogon, was attacked by 300 insur- 
jrents, armed with fifles; attack lasting for two hours, many 
of the insurgents l)eing wounded. The garrison consisted 
of a phitoon of the 15th Infantry under Captain Cotter, and 
suffer<»d no casualty. It is reported that 5(X) riflemen and 
2,000 bolomen are within ten miles of Donsol. 

Firing recommenced at Donsol at 6:00 a. m. on the 27th, 
and relief expeditions were sent out from Sorsogon, Ligao 
and Guinobatan. (No later report received.) 

Captain Davis, 1st Cavalry, with three officers and tifty 
men of Troojjs C and L, 1st Cavalry, from Lucena, had three 
engjigi^ments with insurgents under Gregorio Zurbano, cap- 
turing five insurgent soldiers, pursuing his force until it 
scattered into the mountains Um miles northeast of Pagbilao. 
Th(» trail of Cailles was struck about five miles from Th- 
yabas, but he esca])ed to the mountains on the Tayal>as- 
Mauban Trail towards Atimonan. During the attack on 
Zurbano's force one man of Trooj) C, Ist Cavalry, was 
wounded. 

28th. — A detachment of the Sth Infantry from San Pablo, 

Lagima, was fired on south of that town, and a supply of bt»ef 

for that garrison, in charge of a party of natives, was captured 

near barrio San Nicolas. San Pablo was twice attacked; no 

oasualti(*s. 

June. 

1st. — Ca])tain Valoro Algalogo and his aide were killed 
by Wray's command in an engagement at Donsol, 

Lieutenant Cowan, ir)th Infantry, attacked insurgtMits, 
from Guinobatan to Jovelltir, killing five insurgents. 

2d. Lieutenant MeCook, 2d Infantry, commanding 
one of the colunnis converging on Estrella, encountered 
small force of insurgents at Rinanguran. Enemy was easily 
rout*^d. No American casualties. Enemy's loss unknown. 
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Another column under Lieutenant Parrot, 15th Infantry; 
was fired upon between Binun^ran and San Jacinto by 
small party of insurgents, who escaped. 

4th. — The conmiand under Lieutenant Wray left Gui- 
nobatan May 26th and arrived at Donsol at H:0() a. m., June 
4th. BM six engagements lM»twe(»n Jovellar and Donsol^ 
killing five insurgents. 

5th. — Captain Duncan, 4th Infantry, scouting in the 
country about Talisay, located armed forces under Gon- 
zales and had slight skirmish with them. He dispersed 
them, and they could not be found again. 

Captain Benham, 2d Infantry, from Donsol, Sorsogon, 
reports that four columns under him returned from a 
three days' scout in search of insurg(»nts under Belarmino. 
Between Benanguran and San Vicente he was fired upcni 
by small party of insurgents, wln) escaped. At Sevilla 
three men fired u])on Captain Benham, killing the hors<» 
under him. Ten insurgents were killed, twenty wounded 
and seventeen C4iptur(*d. 

7th. — Cuptain Wittenmeyer, 15th Infantry, encountered 
enemy about seven miles south of Jov(»llar; ono insurgent 
killed. 

9th. — Captain Kilburn, 2Hth Infantry, broke up an 
outpost near Jovellar; killed one insurrecto and wounded 
one. 

10th. — Captain Wilhelm, 21st Infantry, with detachment 
Company D, and Band, 21st Infantry, struck a large force 
of insurgents at barrio Sulac, about six miles fnnu Lipa. 
Lieutenant Lee, Engineer Corps, and Li(»utenant Springer, 
21st Infantry, were killed. Captain Wilhelm and Corporal 
Rogers morbilly wounded; Lieut(»nant Ramsey, First 
Sergeant Sterns, Sergeant Gregory and Private Cook, 
wounded. Enemy's loss unknown. 

Captain Kilburn, 2Hth Infantry, had an engag(>ment 
with an outpost of nine men about seven miles from 
Jovellar; killed five, wounded one. 
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11th. — Colonel BolanoB, with five officers and forty-one 
rifles, surrendered at Lipa^ Batangas. 

12th. — Second Lieutenant Jesse CuUison, 2d Infantry, 
with command under him from Donsol, Sorso^ron, reports 
that he proceeded up the Pilar River to Ca^bacon and 
was fired upon at the followinij: places: At the landing: 
at Bayason, on the camp near the same place, and from 
a bluff two miles east of Bayason. Insurgents were chased 
as far as the strength of the men permitted. The result 
of the trip was seven insurgents killed and four captured. 
The command had three native guides killed. 

14:th. — Lieutenant Hickman, with detachment Ist Caval- 
ry, from Tayabas, raided barrio Banilad of that town and 
attacked a detachment of insurgents near there. One insur- 
gent wounded and Comandante Crispo Ella was captured. 

16th. — Corporal Courtney, with detachment Company L, 
21st Infantry, from Guimaca, Tayabas, attacked insurgents'* 
cuartel about eight miles from that town and surprised 
outpost. Killed three of the enemy but the others escaped. 

20th. — Lieutenant McNair located the enem>- in moun- 
tains east of Batangas, near Talampoc. Enemy is broken into 
small bands and is conducting a running fight. Reinforce- 
ments from Batangas and Bauan have been sent out. Enemy 
reported to number about 300. 

Private Gattfield Hug, 27th Company, Coast Artillery, 
wa.s wounded in a skirmish near Loboo." 

Commanding officer at Sorsogon reports that Lieutenant 
Dan T. Moore, Artillery Corps, had skirmish with insurgent 
bolomen at barrio of Bulan, Marinat. No casualties on our 
.side. One insurgent known to have Iwen wounded. 

21st. — Two men of the Coast Artillery, under Lieutenant 
McNair' s command, were wounded in an engagement near 
Lobo(». 

22d. — Lieutenant Minus, with detachment 21st Infantry, 
from Lagiiimanoc struck band of insurgents between Unisan 
and Laguimanoc. Burned cuartel. No casualties on either side. 
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24rth. — General Sumner reports that General Cailles and 
his command surrendered at Santa Cruz, La^na. He and 
his officers have taken the oath of allegiance, which was ad- 
ministered in the public square before the assembled popu- 
lation. 

General Cailles' force, surrendered, consisted of one 
general, one colonel, four lieutenant colonels, nine majors, 
twenty-seven captains, twenty-five first lieutenants, twenty- 
eight second lieutenants, 507 non-commissioned officers and 
privates and 140 civilian officials rated as presidentes, 
delegados and cabezas of various towns and barrios of 
Laguna Province. 

Private Meekin, a deserter from the 37th Infantry, 
U. S. Volunteers, also surrendered. 

25th. — Edward Dubose and Lewis Russell, deserters 
last March from Troop E, 9th Cavalry, surrendered to 
Lieutenant Pritchard at Camalig with two rifles, and belts 
full of ammunition. 

Lieutenant Greer, with detachment 4:th Infantry, had 
running engagement with insurgents in bancas on Lake 
Taal. No c^ualties. 

26th. — Detachment twenty-six men Troop D, 1st Cavalry, 
under command of a non-commissioned officer, returned 
from Lipa, where they had been sent as escort to Captain 
Craig, 12th Cavalry; were fired ui)on about six miles from 
San Juan de Boc-Boc. Men dismounted and easily drove 
insurgents off. No casualties. Enemy numbered about 100, 
all armed with rifles. 

Two captains and 196 bolomen presented themselves 
and took the oath of allegiance at Guinobatan. 

27th. — Captain Adams reports that a detJiehment of 
ten men from Ligao, operating* on the coast near Donsol, 
returned, ^ith the following result: Ten insurgents killed, 
including two captains; captured one captain in uniform, 
and ten men. 
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Dotachnieut from Ligao was fired upon between Gui- 
nobatan and that place. No casualties. 

30th. — Captiiin Benham, 2d Infantry, coninianding: post 
of Donsol, Sorsogon, reports that during the month of 
June, 1901, (»ight(*en expeditions have been sent out from 
Donsol against insurgents. Some 150 of the enemy killed, 
100 captured, ninety-three of whom are held in confine- 
ment as dangerous characters. Nine hundred surrendered and 
are now in town. The especial agent of Balarmino, Cktalina 
Puntavilla, captured. The officers and men have done their 
work with zeal and devotion. First Lieutenant G. C. Martin^ 
First Lieutf^nant (? . de G. Catlin, wSecond Lieutenant J. M. 
(/ullison, Battalion Sergeant Major Henry M. Johnson, Cblor 
Sergeant Lf^iand and First SiTgeant Andrew M. Downs, 
(\)m])any K, 2d Infantry, are recommended for gallantry 
under tire, efficiency and untiring energy in the dischargl^ 
of th(Mr duties.

26, 1901. 



July. 

2d. - Colonel Castillo, Pedro Alfonso, tiv(» capttiins, 
thirteen lieutcMiants and thirty-five soldiers, with 158 rifles, 
six revolvers and over 1,(M)0 rounds of ammunition, sur- 
rendered to Captain H. H. Bandholtz at Lucena. 

Captain Dinu^an, itli Infantry, with detat-hment 4tli 
Infantry, struck cuartels of Carillo near barrio Majada, 
killing five and cajiturin^' four insur>r<'nts: two of the latt4»r 
men wer(* wounded. 

4tli. - General Helarmino surrendt^red at Le^{usi)i, to 
Colonel W'int, 0th Cavalry, with five stiifi" oflieers, twt^nty- 
Si'ven company ofticers, 21S men, sixteen pn^sidentes, tax 
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collectors, etc. Turned in 214 rifles, one revolver and 
about 3,000 rounds of ammunition, making total of 181 
oflScers and men surrendered since June 30, 1901. 

5th. — Colonel Wells, Ist Cavalry, reports from Ba- 
tan^as that he is informed by an (»x-oflicer of Malvar's 
command that about fifty insur^t^nt^s were killed and many 
more wounded by Lieutenant McNair's command during 
his two days" fightinjj with them recently. 

Comandante Nicolaij Espada and Juan Si»lazan, with 
twelve officers, thirty-seven men, thirty -eight rifles, three 
revolvers and 100 cartridges, surrendered to Colonel Wint 
at Legaspi. 

7th. - AVilliam Victor and Fn»d Hunter, deserters from 
Troop G, 9th Cavalry, with carbines, belts and ammuni- 
tion, were brought into Legaspi by officers of Bi^larmino's 
command and turned over to C.olonel Wint. 

8th. — Lieutenant Harrison, with detachment 21st In- 
fantry and native police from Atimonan, Tayabas, scout- 
ing southeast from that station, exchanged a number of 
shots with band of insurgents. Two insurgents reported 
killed and one wounded. No casualties on our side. 

Gus Shores, a desertt^r from Troop H, 9th Qivalry, 
was brought in wounded, and surrendered to Colonel 
Wint, 6th (^avalry, at Legaspi, by (^olonel Bobc»r, of General 
Belarmino's staff. 

12th. — Major L. W. (boke, from Daet, reports that a de- 
tachment under Sergeant H. L. Gladwin, Company A, 26th 
Infantry; returned to Paracale from a scout. Encountered party 
of thirty insurgents (uniformc^d) on the bank of the Mahiguit 
River, on whom they opened fire, killing four bolomen and on<». 
sergeant. The insurg(?nts returned the fire, one bulh^t grazing 
Sergeant Gladwin's lip. The insurgents then fled. It is be- 
lieved that this is part of Marti Fiez's force. 

(.-aptain McMaster, with thirty men, 26th Infantry, 
attacked force of the enemy at Capalonga, Camarines 
Norte, and drove them out of the town. 

No casualties on our side. Knemy's loss unknown.

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14:th. — Captain McMaster, from Capalon^^a, reports that 
two squads under Corporal Miller, Company A, 26th In- 
fantry, proceeded by boat to northwest to capture a promi- 
nent native, Seilor Bapac, who is held for friendliness to 
the Americans. They were fired upon !)y party of twenty- 
five at about 500 yards: one insurgent was wounded. The 
enemy then fled. 

15th. — Lieutenant Fassett, 21st Infantry, with sixty 
men under him, returned to Batanga^^ from a scout to Isla 
Verde; did not find hostile party on Isla Verde as expected, 
lieing a!)out twelve hours lati*, but followed them to Calapan, 
1 sland of Mindoro, and attacked at an early hour this morninor. 
Killed twi»lve insurgents, brought in eight prisoners and 
t.vo whiti* men, deserters, one from 3Sth Infantry, U. S. 
A'olunteers, and one from 28th Infantry, U. S. Volunteers. 

24rt\\. —Lieutenant Hickman, 1st Cavalry, commanding 
Tayabas, reports that Lieutenant Colonel E. Zurbano, four 
majors, twenty-five captains and lieutenants, 500 men, 
(Mghteen cabpzas, w^ith 243 rifles, about 4,000 rounds of am- 
munition and 100 bolos, surrendered to him tliis morning. 
All took otith of allegiance to the United States. This miLst 
be all the insurrecto forces and arms in Tayabas. 

26th.--Captain Hartmau, with detachment Troop K, Ist 
Cavalry, accomi)anied by Lieutenants Fitch and Graham, 
from Bauan, B itringas, captured greater part of command of 
Comandante Nacario Villenueva and Dernavc Nagdohos, 
l)r()ught in thirty-four prisoners, twenty-two serviceable 
rifl<»s, four l)olos and two daggers. This force constituU^s 
the following of Bauan. Comandante Villenueva is one of 
Malvar's ollicers in whom he places nmch confidence. 

Six hiindied boloiuen, followers of Zurbano, surrcni.'red 
at Tayabas to Li»'utiMi:iiit llirkmin, and took oath of alh" 
gianco ti) tlic Ihiitt'd St:itos. 

August. 

6th.— Li(»utenant Caziarc, with detachment 8th Infantry, 
from Majayjay, Laguna. scouted in co-operation with a 
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detachniont under Lieutenant Mi^rchant, from Mji^diilenii; 
captured one first sergeant, one second lieutenant and ten 
privates. 

Lieutenant (^aziarc, 8th Infantry, with detachment 8th 
Infantry, from Majayjay, captured, while scouting near the 
barrios Gagolot and Baquio, Lieuti^nant Sotero Arcenal, 
one corporal and five privates belonging to 2d Company 
Majayjay, of Caballes' command. 

7th. — Captain Oscar J. Brown, 1st Cavalry, with Troop 
C, Ist Cavalry, Second Lieutenant H. N. Munro, com- 
manding. Troop M, Ist Cavalry, Sergeant Michael J. 
AVhalen, commanding, and Company I, 21st Infantry, Lieu- 
tenant C. Doster, commanding, struck a strong force of 
insurgents at barrio Ybanga, at foot of Mount Niaga, about 
nine miles northeast of Loboo. The enemy were driven 
from one position to another, and finally into the mountains, 
where their reserve, forces were stationed. On the advance 
to the high mountains. Private Harry Bechtel, Troop M, 
1st Cavalry, and Private James Kocourek, Company 1, 21st 
Infantry, were killed instantly. No other casualties. It 
is believed that the enemy lost heavily. 

First Lieutenant Fassott, with detachment 21st Infan- 
try, returning to Batangas, killed two insurgents, who were 
armed with Remington rifles, and captured two insurgents. 
No casualties. 

13th. — Captain Polocarpio Aransaso, Lieutenant Am- 
brosio dc Lanio, two sergeants and three privates of the 
6th Company of Malvar's command, with three Remington 
rifles, in excellent condition, one revolver and two bolos, 
surrendered at Cabuyao, Laguna. 

Colonel Juliano Panganiban, Captain Jorge Perez, Lieu- 
tenant Vyronde and twenty enlisted men surrendered near 
Luyas, Batangas, to Captain M. F. Smith, 20th Infantry. 
This is a part of Malv^ar's command under control of (jon- 
zales. Oath of allegiance administered at ^Tanauan, and pris- 
oners released. 
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14:th. —Lieutenant Grant, 3d Artillery, with detach- 
ment 6th Cavalry, from Taal, Batangas, captured Colonel 
Martin Cabrera, his adjutant, Captain Urbano Ponsalen, 
and six other insurgents, and burned cuartel. This was a 
most important capture, as Colonel Cabrera controlled all the 
insurgents and country in Southern Batangas and west of 
the town of Batangas. 

i5th. — Detachment of Company B, 26th Infantry, from 
Pasacao, (»ngaged the insurgents, killing Lieutenant Sabas- 
tia Angeles, brother of General Angeles, one sergeant and 
one private, and captured one major, two captains and nine 
])rivatc\s of the Cordons. 

2()th.— A detachment of Company C, 21st Infantry, 
s(»vonteen men in all, en route from Lipa to Tiaon, Taya- 
bas, was tired upon by insurgents at barrio Palita of 
Alaminos, wmmding Sergeant Henry Waring, Company C\ 
2l8t Infantry, slightly in the calf of the leg. Detachment 
returned to Alaminos but proceeded, soon after, upon the 
arrival of troops from San Pablo, Laguna. Insurgents num- 
bered fifty. 

Major Evans, 80th Infantry, with battalion 30th Infan- 
try and M Company Macabel)e Scouts, left Manila,> on 
July 27th, and proc(H>d(*d to the Island of Mindoro. Landed 
a platoon of tli<* 30th Infantry and the company Macalx»be» 
at Gah^ra; as tlu* troo])s ap])roached, the people all ran out 
of the town. 

On the moi-ning of July 28th the town of Calapan was 
taken without resistance, and no enemy wjis found in the 
town; most of the inhabitjints had fled, taking their property 
to the l)arri()s. 

On July 2iHh appointed officers for a native civil govern- 
ment. There was an official flag-raising, and the ''Annapolis'* 
tired the national salut*'. The Maealx^be Scouts, WMth thirty 
men from Company F, 30th Infantry, made a ree(mnaissance 
six miles southwest of Ciilaiian; a ])arty of about twenty-fivo 
men, apparently all armed, were seen pjvssing to south; 
as insurg(^nts were at extn»me rifle range, no shots were 
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fired. On the return march sighted throe insurgents running; 

opened fire and chased them, but they escaped into the 

jungle. 

On July 30th twenty-five Macabel>e8 and twenty-five 

men 30th Infantry made a reconnaissance to Baco; no in- 
surgents were encountered. 

On July 31st the town of Naujan was occupied without 
resistance. 

On August 1st the town of Pola was occupied without 

resistance. 

On August 9th Captain Shaw, with Com])any F, 30th 

Infantry, from Calapan, went out a few miles and l)rought 

in about fifty catths the property of th(^ presidente, Felis 

Loi>ez; they liad lK»en s<Mzed by the insurgents a fcnv 

weeks before. 

On August 11th Lieutenant Wills, 12tli Infantry, and 

Lieutenant Iloltman, with detachment 3()th Infantry, scouted 

the country al)out Dayap lx»tw(»en Calapan and Naujan; 

no insurgents were encountered. 

Padre Miguel Catjila, cura of Naujan, was ordered 
to leave the limits of Mindoro and not return without 
permission from military authority. 

August. 

7th. — At Bauan, Batangas, Lieutenant Iligimo Marifigan 
surrendered, with one serviceable^ revolver. 

Lieutenant F. C. I)oyh% with detiichment 21st Infantry, 
from Tiaon, destroyed insurg(»nt cuart(»l at Cabanga, and 
captured pa])ers giving names of natives who contrilmti* 
to the insurgent cause. 

Officers of Ramon Santos brought four unserviceal)le 
shotgiuis into Ijigao. 

Lieutenant Ilazzard, 1st Cavalry, reports that hv burned 
the insurgents' camp about twelve miles w(»st of Naujan. 
It was composed of seven barracks built for soldiers, a 
large nipa house and the house of the governor of the 
island, Atienza, witli thirty tons of rice. The valley back 
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oi Naujan is the richest he has seen in the Philipi)ines, 
"thickly settled, and the people plentifuUy supplied with 
rice, hx^ef cattle and other food." Natives now report 
Atienza, with the deserter Howard, and from 200 to 300 
armed men, to be in the camp south of Naujan River, 
about six mil(»s from the coast. Will scout that locality.

southern limit of Luzon was under the command of Colonel 
K. E. Hardin, 21)th Infantry, U. S. Volunteers, with head-^ 
(juarters at Catbalo^an, Samar. 

Brigradier (jc^neral L. R. Hare, U. S, Volunteers, was 
transferred, October 2H, 1900, to the command of the Fourth 
District, and Brigfadier General S. S. Sumner, U. S. Vol- 
unteers, was assigrned to the command of the First District, 
November 21, 1900, relieving Colonel W. S. Schuyler, 46th 
Infantry, U. S. Volunteers, who had been temporarily in 
command since the departure of (lencral Hare.

ADJUTANT (iKNKKAL S DKPAHTMKNT. 

The office of Acyutiuit (ien(M*al of this department lias 
been tilled by Colonel Arthur L. AVa^er, Assistant Ad- 
juttuit (leneral, shice the iirst establishmcMit of the I)(»j)art- 
ment of Southern Luzon. 
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The duties of this office have l:)een usual administrative 
duties i>ertaining to the Adjutant Greneral's Department. 

A serious difficulty under which all the staff depart- 
ments here have been laboring, and which has fallen with 
a 8p(*cial weight upon the Adjutant General's Office, is the 
lack of anything like an adequate number of trained clerks. 

At a time when the numl>er of troops in tliis depart- 
ment wjis nearly equal to the totjil strength of the regular 
army l)efore th<» Spanish- American War, there were but 
three civilian (emergency) clerks on duty in the Adjutant 
(leneral's Offic(». The rest of the clerks were detailed 
enlisted men without previous clerical experience. Tliis 
condition wjis remedied later in a measure by sending 
out several civil service clerks from the States for duty 
here, and still more by the discharge of a number of 
the enlisted clerks and their employment as ^'emergency" 
(•ivilian clerks. These men were discharged on condition 
of agreeing to remain in the islands two years, and an 
agre(»ment on the part of the government to retain them 
for the siiecified time was implied. Yet they were, without 
warning, discharged June 80, 1901, and not only was injustice 
thus done to deserving and faithful men, but serious incon- 
venience was caused in th(» tmnsaction of official business. 
At till* present time then* are only three civil service 
and two ''emergency"' civil clerks employed in the Adjutant 
(jeneral's Office, th<* remaining seventeen ch»rks l)eing all 
d(» tailed enlistc^d men. Sinc(» the first orgsmization of this 
departm(»nt, the Adjutant (lenerars Office has Ikhmi without a 
trained chief clerk, with tiie excei)ti()n of th(* months of 
ScptcMnber iind October, 1900, during which time an ex- 
perienced r\vvk from the l)epartm(*nt of the Missouri wits 
employed. He soon broke down, liowevtM', under the* etfects 
of the climati* and the weight of work under new ccm- 
ditions, and reliance iiad again to l>e placed upon an 
'\»m(M'gency clerk." Three chit^f clerks in this office have 
broken down in liejilth during tho past eight<*en niimths. 
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This poHition i.s now held by Mr. Henry Itock, who has 
been on duty in the* Philippines, as enlisted man and 
civilian (emergency) clerk, nearly two years. His exixM'ience 
and clerical ability make him an unusually valuable clerk, 
but he has been employed only for a ix»riod of three months, 
which expires S(»pteml)er 30, IDOl, after which time, unless 
authority for his re-employment bt» ol)tained, the office 
will agtiin be withcmt a chief cl(^rk. 

Captaui Peter E. Traub, 5th Cavalry, has b<»en on 
duty as Aasistant to the Adjutant (ieneral since Nov(?mber 
28, 1900. 

C'aptain A. L. Parmert^^r, 21st Infantry, has lK»en on 
duty at these headciuarters during the time covered by 
this report as Supi^rvisor of Internal K(»venue, and as 
Supervisor, under the I)ei)artment Connnander, of all matters 
relative to civil government pertjxining to this de]mrtment. 

SUBSISTENCE DEPARTMENT. 

The Subsistence Department during th(* period covered 
by this report has Ixn^n in charge of Major A. D. Nis- 
kem. Subsistence Department, under whose abk* manage- 
ment all the stations in the department have l)een kept 
well supplied. 

From OctolK-r 1, 1900, to June* 8o, 19ol, 80,tWT,442 
pounds of subsist<mce stores and projMMly wc^re shipped 
from the dejwt in this department. At most of the dis- 
tributing stations then* has been a lack of satisfactory trans- 
portation, lx»cause of bad roads. Fresh v(»getal)l<\s have 
lx»en sent with considerable n»gularity, l)ut the hiek of 
refrigerating ships prevents fresh beef from l)eing furnislied 
regularly to distant posts. Stations on the Lagima de Bay 
are reached tri-weekly, and those on Manila Bay with 
similar regularity. Fresh be(»f, v(»getables and ice are sent 
to these stations, and from then* distributed to inland points. 
To stations more distant on the sea coast, such suppliers 
an* s<»nt as often Jis practicable, but it has not always Ixmmi 
IKwsihle to keep the distant posts, esp<»ciaily those in tli<» 
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interior, supplied with fresh beef, fresli vegetables and ice. 
The estabRshiiient of the government cold storage in Manila 
has, liowever, rendered ice more plentiful, and it is hoped 
that it will soon be practicable to supply the most distant 
posts in the department with everything that can bt» fur- 
nished troops near Manila. Bakeries have been established 
nt nearly all tht* posts, and the bread is of a very satis- 
factory quality. There is urgent need of more commis- 
sary sergeants in this department. 

MEDICAL DEPARTMENT. 

The office of (-hief Surgeon of this department wjts 
held by Major Edward K, Moseley until December 8, 19(M», 
on which date he was relieved because of sickness, and 
returned to the ITnited States. His place was taken by 
Major Wm. R. Hall, Medical Department, who refeiined 
it until his death, April 2, 1901. He was succeeded by 
Major I J. M. Maus, Medical Department. 

The serious inconvenience formerly existing in tlu» de- 
partment because of the insufficient numl)er of medical of- 
fict^rs has been greatly relieved. All the important stations 
nn* now provided witii medical officers, or able hospital corjxs 
UKMi, with the exception of a few sub-stations, which are 
attended l)y the medical officers at the larger iHxste close 
ut hand. Four contract dental surgeons have l)een assigned 
to duty in this department, and hav(» been stationed at 
liatiingas, Calami )a, I^gaspi and Nueva Caceres. Much 
good will doul)tl(\ss result from the i)resence of these dental 
surg(M)ns, as the t<»eth of people from the States are seriously 
nud (juite generally afl'ected by this climate, and many ap- 
plications on tli(^ part of officers and men at distiuit stations 
for permission to visit Manila for the purjiose of obtaining 
dental treatment will no longiM* be necessary. 

The four large base hospitals at (alamba, Los lianos, 
Niuna Caceres and Santa Cruz d(^ la Lagima, are h)cat4^d 
in convents or public buildings, and each hiis a ca]>acity 
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<>f from eij^ht to oiio hundred beds. Thene hcwpituls, ])riinii- 
rily for the purix>8e of caring for serious ctises which cannot 
Iw so well attended at the ordinary station hospitals, an^ 
also utilized for the reception of cases to l)e discharged and for 
c*a«e8 intended for transfer to the Reserve Hospital in Manila 
or to the United States. The hot springs at lj(m Hanos 
are very similar to those in Arkansas, and th(» base hos- 
pital at that point, in addition to its oth(»r functions, is 
utilized for the treatment of cases of chronic rhcHunatism 
and constitutional syphilis. In addition to the base hos- 
pitals, there are seventy-one well-(»quipped hospitals in th*^ 
department, having an aggregat(» capacity of 1,171 beds. 
Ice plants, with a daily capacity of *^,00() jkuukIs each, 
have been established at Batangas, ( iilamba, Xueva ('accn\s- 
and L<»gaspi. Ic<» is thus not only i)rovided for these i)oints, 
but is supplied to neighboring posts as well. The* l)as(^ 
hospital at LfKS Banos receives its supply of ice from Calainba. 
<mly a few miles distant, (ireat can* has l)een taken through- 
out the defMirtment in regard to military hygiene and camjj 
sanitation. And the n»sult has been a])parent in the health 
•of the command, which is generally good. In tin* twelve 
months ending June* 30, 1901, there were 8r)S deaths re- 
|K)rted to these headquarters. Of this numlM^r, 108 were tlu' 
n'Bult of gunshot wounds. Of the remainder, sixty-seveir 
were from dysentery, which is th«» only dis(»jis(^ to be seri(msl.\ 
dreaded in these islands. 

PAY DKPAKTMENT. 

During the past el(»v(Mi months the office of (.'hi(»f Pay- 
niast<*r of this department has bec^n h(»ld by Major (ieorge F. 
Downey, Paymaster, V. S. Volunt(»ers, who was reli(»ved 
by Major James (-anby, PayniJ^'^ter, V. S. Volunteers, 
who wiw relieved January 4, IDol, by Major Elijali ^\\ 
Ilalford, Paymaster, V. S. A., who is still in charge. 

During this tinu', notwithstanding the difficulty of com- 
numication c^xisting in many eases both by land and wat4»r^

the paynioiits have been made with most j^ratifyin^ prompt- 
ness. The total disbursements dnrin^j: the time have amounted 
to }f4,268,948.66. 

ENGINEER'S DEPARTMENT. 

First Lieuti^nant J. C. Oakes, Cori)s of Engineers, 
C'hief Engineer of the Department, was relieved May 23, 
1901, by First Lieutenant S. A. Cheney, Corps of Engineers. 

The work of the Engineer's Department during the past 
year has consisted principally of the construction and repair 
of roads and bridges, ferries, etc. The roads have been 
greatly improved, and many that were impassable during 
the rainy season are now passable at all times. Still, there 
remains nuich to do, as necessary material for metalling 
the roads is often to be obtained only with great difficulty, 
and the scarcity and cost of native transjiortation, the 
indolence of the natives, and other causes, have combined 
to ret^ird the work. From a military point of view, no 
work in the department can possibly be of greater value 
than the construction of good roads; for over such roads 
as now exist the movement and 8ui)ply of troops are always 
costly and often impracticable. Nor Avould the conditions 
in this respect be n^medied altogether by the establishment 
of railroads, as the operations of the troops in the vicin- 
ity of the hostile forces are necessarily made over the 
ordinary road or trails. Under the present system the cast 
of these roads will in the course of time be enormous, as the 
repairs that ar(^ made at present are barely sufficient to last 
from one year to anotlier. Roads cannot be made thoroughly 
satisfactory without being carefully metalled. This would 
require a large outlay of money, but would l)e very nmch 
cheai)er in the (Mid, for the work once don(» would last for 
all time. 

T()p()grai)hical rec()nnaissanc(*s have l)een continually 
ma(l(» Jit the various stations in the department, and the 
maps and sk(»tc]ies turnt^d in have been forwarded to th<» 
C/hief Engineer, under whose supervision th(»y are incorjx)- 
rated in larger maps. 
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INSPECTOR GENERAL'S DEPARTMENT. 

The duties of the Inspector General of this department 
were performed from August 1 until October 6, 1900, by 
Major W. D. Beach, Inspector General, U. S. Volunteers, 
who, on the latter date, was granted sick leave, and returned 
to the United States. Major Beach was tt*mporarily suc- 
ceeded as Inspector by Major G. H. Morgan, 28th Infan- 
try, U. S. Volunteers, who continued in charge of the oflSce 
'Until October 19, 1900, when he was succeeded by Major 
R. A. Brown, Inspector General, U. S. Volunteers, who was 
relieved June 18, 1901, and succeeded by Lieutenant Col- 
onel L. H. Rucker, 6th Cavalry. 

All the garrisoned stations, hospitals, commissaries 
and the money accounts were inspected by the Inspector 
General of the Department, or, under his supervision, by 
the Inspectors General of the Districts. During the period 
covered by this report property of the aggregate value of 
^185,718.15 was condemned. Most of the condemned prop- 
erty consisted of decayed vegetables, deteriorated flour 
or spoiled crated bacon. The deterioration or damage of 
this property to such an extent to make condemnation 
necessary was due largely to the frequent movement of 
troops, and the limited transportation, which often rendered 
it impossible to transport any property except that most 
urgently needed. The facilities for the proper storage of 
the property thus left were so poor that proper care could 
not be taken of it, and was exposed especially to heavy 
rains and the ravages of insects. Moreover, the almost 
constant active field service tended to render equipments 
and transportation imserviceable much sooner than would 
otherwise have been the case. The better facilities for stor- 
age now existing, and the more settled condition of affairs 
in most of the provinces, will doubtless cause the damage 
to property to be much less from these causes than it has 
been in the past.

JUDGE ADVOCATE'S DEPARTMENT. 

The office of the Judge Advocate of this department 
was under char^fe of Captain H. H. Sargent, 2d Cavalry, 
(Lieutenant Ck)Ionel, U. S. Volunteers), until June 4-, 1901, 
on which date Captain Sargent was relieved from duty and 
Captain G. W. Read, 9th Cavalry, was appointed in his 
place. 

During the eleven months covered by this report the 
total number of cases tried by general court martial was 
eight hundred and fifty-six (856). Of this number one 
hundred and eight (108) trials resulted in acquittal and 
seventy-one (71) were disapproved. Of the remaining 
number, two hundred and forty-six (246) cases resulted in 
dishonorable discharge. There were twelve thousand, three 
hundred and forty-seven (12,347) cases tried by summary 
court during the same period, of which number five hundred 
and thirty-nine (539) resulted in acquittal, while one hundred 
and twenty-two (122) cases were disapproved. The total 
forfeitures adjudged by sentence of summary court amounted 
to 5?75,052.70. There were only fifteen (15) cases tried in 
the department by garrison court. During the same period 
there were two hundred and seventeen (217) cases tried by 
military commission. Of this number there were one hun- 
dred and thirty-five (135) convictions, the death sentence 
being awarded in thirty-one (31) cases. Among the pris- 
oners tried by military commission were three (3) Spaniards, 
one (1) Belgian and one (1) American civilian. The rest 
were natives. In the period under consideration there were 
one hundred and sixty-nine (169) desertions from troops 
belonging to this dei)artnient. Of this number, ninety- 
seven (97) desertions occurred in the United States, twenty- 
five (25) en route to the islands and only forty-seven within 
the limits of the department. 

QUARTERMASTER'S DEPARTMENT. 

Since the date of the Ijust report the Quartermaster's 
Department has been continually under charge of Captain 
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L W. LitU^Il, A. Q. M., formerly Major and Quartonna^t^^r 
of Volunteers. 

The transportation and supply of the department have 
been so well managed that there have been no cases of want 
arising from lack of food or clothing, and very few cases of 
even the most trifling inconvenienc<». The supplies have 
been sent from the depot of the department at Manila by 
boat to bases of supply on the coast, whence they have been 
hauled by wagons, pack train or carabao carts to the inland 
stations. The principal places of distribution on the coast 
are: Bacoor, Naic, Batangas, C'alamba, Santa CVuz, Tajil, 
Lucena, Legaspi, Tabaco, Nueva C'aceres, C'alai)an (Island of 
Mindoro, Boae (Island of Marinduque), and Masbjiti* (Island 
of Masbate). In almost every cjise it has !)e<»n found impos- 
sible to land supplies directly from the boat to the sliore, it 
being necessary to employ bancas as lighters. The char- 
tered steamers ''Pleguezuela"" and '* Venus" have been 
employed in carrying troops and supplies, mainly in thr' Third 
and Fourth Districts. The ''Venus" lias been discharged 
and the "Pleguezuela" will soon be. The **Scrrantes'' 
has l)een employed in lightering stores from San Miguel Bay 
up the Bicol River to Nueva Caceres. Th<» steam launch 
**Newark" used at Legaspi was wrecked at V'irac, Island of 
Catanduanes. Another and larger boat is ne<»ded in its place 
for the purpose of supplying (nibat, Pandan, and Virac. 

The land transportation of the department consists of 
one thousand, two hundred and sixty (1,2H(0 draft mules, one 
hundred and forty -eight (14s) draft horses, three hundred and 
ninety-four (394) pack mules, fourteen (14) riding mules, 
forty-one (41) draft ponies, thn»e hundred and tifty (850) 
escort wagons, thirty-live spring wjigons, six ((i) farm wagons, 
fort^' (40) ambulances, twenty-three pony carts and four (4) 
bull carts. The i)erfonnel connected with this transportation 
consists of five hundred and fourteen (514) men, including 
wagonmasters, teamsters, packers, cargadores, etc. Th(* land 
transportation has been well managed, and has well sustained 
the wear and tear of hauling over roads which, though iinich 



i'n])r()ved diiriiiir tlu> i>a?*t yoar, are yet extremely bad during 
t!ie wet 8Pa.soii. In the past year three (3) expeditions in 
this department Wi»re equipped with eoDlie carriers, but the 
experiment has not ^iven satisfactory results. Owin;§^ to the 
hi^li price of labor in the Manila market, coolies have been 
found to be very costly, and it is also discovered that as soon 
as their opium supply fails they are of no use. 

At most of the garrisoned stations in this department 
the troops have l)een (luartered in vacant convents or muni- 
cii)al huildin>fs, and in rented houses. The municipal build- 
ings are bein^ turned over as rapidly as circumstances will 
l>?rmit to the civil authorities, where civil government lia-s 
been established. These buildings have generally been found 
vacant on tin* first occupation of the towns by the troops, 
and in oth(M* cases uncertainty as to ownership and title 
has often nMidered it impracticable to pay rent* Wherever 
the identity ajid loyalty of the owners have been estalr 
lished, rent has invariably been paid. Sheltering the troops 
in tents is practically out of the question, for the tents, 
bj»coming mild^nved and rotten, usually leak badly. When 
they do not leak they are too hot, for the walls must, of 
course, be kei)t down in order to keep out the rain, and 
the result is they l)ecome intolenibly uncomfortable. Mon*- 
over, the n(»cossity of keeping the men out of the nmd 
and water necessitates flooring the tents, which causes con- 
siderable expense, and — a consideration even more important 
—it is not always practicable to furnish the necessary mater- 
ial. The question of permanent quarters is under consid- 
eration. When tho conditions become more settled and the 
tro()))s an» concentrated in larger posts, it will doubtless 
b»' practicabh* to provide them with permanent quart<irs. 
The kind of (^u^irters to bo built is somewhat difficult to 
det^M'inine. Nipa quarttirs can be quickly construct<»d, and 
are always comfortable as to t^'Uiperature. In the rainy 
<»\-ison, howevt^r, they are dark and damp, and it is difficult 
t ) protect anything therein from rust, mold or mildew. 



HCCordiiijjT to its nature and tcxtun*. Pc^rnianent Imildin^.s, 
composed partly of stone and partly of native wood, and 
constructed much after the manner of tlie Ix^tter chias of 
houses in the Philippines, will doubtless be necessary. Good 
stables should be provided as soon as practicable at all the 
stations in the department. It has In^en estimat(*d that, 
considering? the first cost of the horses, the cost of trans- 
portation and the loss of animals en route, the value of an 
American horse on these islands avera*/es SoOO.oO. Without 
bein^ able to vouch for the accuracy of these figures, I have 
no doubt that they are approximately correct. The cost 
of stables for sheltering the valuable animals of a troop is 
slight and is a very small and reasonable insurance on th(» 
value of the property involved. 

The clothing issued to the troops has in the main been 
very satisfactory. There has, however, been considera!)le 
complaint in regard to tan shoes, which, it seems, have 
in many cases been made out of unsatisfactory mat(»rial. 
The leather for these shoes should certainly be of the very 
l)est, as they otherwise rot and wear out (juickly in the 
course of a ''hike,'" especially in the rainy season. Com- 
plaint has also been made in regard to the color of the 
khaki shirt. More comjilaint sliould probably be found 
with the texture, as a wooh»n shirt is the garm(»nt needed. 
The blue woolen shirt has l)een universally commended, 
except in the matter of color. It has been found tliat 
the combination of blue shirt with khaki trousers presents a 
clearly-defined target, whereas the khaki color by itsi»lf 
is perhaps as close an approximation to invisibility as 
can be obtained. The demand for a good woolen khaki 
shirt is well-nigh universal. Complaint has been made 
that the khaki issued for the uniforms l)y the Quarter- 
master's Department is too warm. It is understood that 
there has been an attempt made to obtain a condition 
approachuig to waterproof in this cloth. Nothing could 
be more objectiona!)le. In the iirst i>lace, nothing exce]>t 
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an oil-skin ''slickor'" can possibly withstand the heavy 
rain of this climate. A soldier clad in any ^jannent that 
protects him even approximately from tlie rain, suffera 
intolerably from the heat, and becomes as wet from per- 
spiration as be otherwise would become from the storm. 
The first consideration in rejjard to material for all articles^ 
of uniform should be its coolness. 

SIGNAL CORPS. 

The Sijnnil Corps in the department has been in charge 
of Captain C'arl F. Hartman, Signal Corps, since Decem- 
ber 17, 1900, relieving Captain Edgar Kussel, Signal Corps, 
U. S. A. The number of miles of wire strung since August 
1, 19(K), the number of miles in existence of wire and cable, 
number of offices, and the average number of messages sent 
and received per month in Department of Southern Luzon 
is shown below. *

Th(» office of the ActiuK Ordnance Officer has bi*en 
merely one of supervision and not of supply: no nupiisi- 
tions have l><M'n tilled. 

All rec|uit>itions are forwarded to the Ordnance Officer 
of the Division, Manila, P. I., after check and approval 
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by the Department Coinmandor, a record \mng ke]>t of 
all reqoisitions. 

The Htores on hand consist of tlie equipment of orderlies 
on dnty at these headquarters, a small surplus iHMnjf kept 
on hand other than the rejfular equipment. 

All clerical work is i)erformed by one of the clerks 
in the Adjutant Generars (Mce. 

The office of Inspector of Small Anns Practice was 
instituted on May 11, 1901, by O. (). No. H4, c. s., these 
headquarters. 

The troops have been constantly in the field, so that 
it was impracticable to have tarjrrt practice. 

It is impracticable to have target practice this year 
owing to the length of time necessary to construct ranges, 
and it is the rainy season. 

The office of Civil Affairs has been in charge of C-ap- 
tain A. L. Parmerter, 21st Infantry. 

The work of the office during this pc^riod included 
not only the handling and recording of all papers relat- 
ing to civil questions, but in addition comprised the col- 
lection of the internal revenue tax throughout the terri- 
tory comprised in the department and a general sui)ervision 
of the customs service in the same territory. 

The records, as far as practicabU*, have* Ix^en kept sepa- 
rate from those of the Adjutant (irenerars Office, so that 
if at any time it l>ecame necessary to transfer them to 
the civil authorities it could be done without trouble. 

At the beginning of the year the work of (»xt(Mid- 
ing the collection of the internal revenue tax throughout 
the provinces was commenced. This work was necessarily 
slow, as at first it was impossible to make collec^ons out- 
side of garrisoned towns. Effort was made to make the 
collections as genenil as possible, to prev«'nt dissatisfac- 
tion, and this becam<* easier as the country Iw^eamc* paci- 
fied. A great drawl>ack to the si)e(»dy organization and 
perfeetion of this work was the fact that officers could not 
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be detailed permanently for this duty. As soon as an oflEicer 
had become somewhat familiar with the details of the work, 
military necessity would require the detail of some one else, 
In spite of the many drawbacks, however, the work was 
fairly well organized when transferred to the civil author- 
ities. G. O. No. 26, Office of the U. S. Military Governor. 
March 15, 1901, directed the transfer of this work to the 
Provincial Treasurer in provinces where a provincial civil 
government had been established, and G. O. No. 179, Division 
of the Philippines, dated July 20, 1901, directed the trans- 
fer of the balance of this work in unorganized territory 
to the civil authorities. The total colleetion for the year 
ending June 30, 1901, was 215,231.61 pesos, and the ex- 
penditure during the same period 9,967.68 pesos. 

The greatest credit is due to the officers acting as local 
and district collectors for the efficient way in which they 
performed the work required of them, under the extremely 
adverse conditions that existed. 

This office also exercised a general supervision over 
the customs service of the department and made recom- 
mendation of officers to act as inspectors at the various 
I>orts. 

The Provost Court system, as provided for in G. O. 
No. 64, Division of the Philippines, dated August 10, 1900, 
was put in force by the appointment of the necessary 
provost judges and a supervision of the court records, all 
of which are on tile in this office. 

At the present time civil government has been estab- 
lished in all of the provinces of the department except 
Laguna and the islands of Catanduanes and Mindoro. The 
Province of Hatangas has been organized, but owing to 
its unsettled condition has been returned to military control. 
Duo to the organization of provincial government, the civil 
work of the department has greatly fallen off, and will 
continue to do so as the country l)ecomes pacitied, until 
all work of this kind can be transferred to the civil 
authorities.

With reference to uniform clothing need(»d, then* is 
no change so nmch desired by offic(*rs and men as a khaki - 
colored woolen shirt to replaci* the Idue woolt»n shirt. 

Th«» wo()h»n siiirt is absolutely nec«»ssary to the soldier 
and his officer in the field; nr»uiy r(»Ki»Hents have be^un serv- 
ice in these islands usin^ the khaki coat or the li^rht colored 
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cotton shirt and have Ixmmi driven b.v exporic^ncr to iiso the 
blue \vool(Mi shirt, notwithst^indinj^y tlie fine mark it prosent^^ 
for the <>neni,v to shoot at. Less damage* is don<» by the 
enemy's bullet*? to the !)Uie shirt than is caused by sickness 
brought on by the use of cotton material or khaki blouse 
while on the hike. 

But a khaki-colon^d woolen shirt would satisfy every re- 
(juirement for service in these ishuids. The wearer would 
be nearly invisil)le to tlie en(»my and the use of w<m>1 would 
keep him out of the hosi)ital.

TUv Ani(M*i(*an liorsos and mules liavo proved to he a 
neeessjiry adjunct to suee(»ssful military operations in the 
islands. Notwithstandin^r the smere work to which sub- 
jerted, these animals, as a rule, stand the hard campai^rns and 
marches without breaking down, tuid in fact, with ^ood care, 
are k<*pt in exc<dli'nt condition. 

Some* of our stock htive been <-apturrd by t!ir eniMuy, 
Init th(»s(» were nt»arly .ill r(»train<'d. 

Soni(» of the animals w.'re killed in action, and a number 
have b(M'n lost throu^rh disease, the most troublesome beinor 
'VlJi'^ders,*' or a di-^'a^^" so similar in its symptoms and 
n^sultant elfect^ as to make the distinr-tion hardl.v worth 
countin<ir, foi* it results fatally in many cases. 

Most of the native ponies ai)p<»ar to hav(^ th.' sy mptouis 
of the so-call(»d ''iiliuiders," but it is notic'(»abI(» tliey do not 
>*f)on become disabh^d tliereby, but. unlike th(^ imported stock, 
live on and may be worked for montiis, and the ^'latent 
jjflandei's" does not disable them. 

Most of the native bulls and cai'abaos ha\e been h)st 
durin^jf the ])as( fi'W m:)nths by rifiderpest, which has pre- 
vailed extensively anii)ii<r horninl st;)ck, f)ut does not aU'ect 
other classes of animals. For this disease thc»re does not 
a])iM»ar to be any cure. 

The cost, r. S. currency, of fora*re purchased for native 
pul)li<' animals has avera<red ]n'v |0(» p^auids sL.'io for palay, 
and fifty cents for *rrass. 

Th(» reccMit reduction of hay ration from fourteen 
pounds per animal, and feeding: seven pounds n\' hay aiid 
about s(»v(»nteen pounds ^rass, has so far ])rov(vl satisfactcny, 
and the stoek ai)i)ears to do well ther(M)n. 

To abandon th(» ration of hay entirely by fee(lin<r ^rass 
in lieu thereof has bet»n tried (at times when no hay was 
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available), but tho AiiRM'ican aniinaU very soon showed the 
ill effects, and indicated, by their poor condition, the 
inadvisability of substitutinir grass for the full nition of hay. 
It is reconnnended that not less than seven pounds of hay 
]>(»r day be allowed to each American animal. 

WATKK TKAXSPOKTATION. 

For service as a departmental transport the steamship 
*'Klcano" was in us(» until January last, wlien the chartered 
steamship ''('hurruca,'' of (US tons, was assigned to this 
special service and has been kept constantly under steam, 
voyaging to and from Leyte, N(»gros, Samar, and Panay, 
in conveying tlu* Di^partnuMit C'onnnander on inspection 
tours, and in transferring troops and sujjplies. 

In addition to the ''Churruca" we have* had the char- 
tiered steanuM" ''Lou-Ang*' (in service on Siimar coast) and 
the steam ligliter ^'Indianapolis,'' of llo t(ms, and eight 
stt^am launches of from nineteen tons to seventy tons 
**apacity each, owned by the Quart<M'master\s Department 
and operated to and from the main supply ports. These 
as well as some half a dozen lorchas, have been utilized in 
supplying the various coast stations. 

It has not been feasibh^ to establish, with tin* avaihible 
vessels, a regular sclu^dule for the o])t»rations of the launches. 
The unsettled militiiry conditions necessitated voyagt^s as 
the (»mergenci(\s re(]uired. Furthennore, condition of tin* 
weather has always to be considen^d in this neighborhood of 
changing monsoons before launchers can Ih^ dispatohed, and 
until more vessels of the larger class are provided it is not 
practicabh^ to establish any regular time tables. 

Two strong sra-going lighters each of say It^.") tons gross, 
with modern engines, and of not (»xcee(lin<r t'ight-foot draught, 
and a pass(»nger-carrying (•a])acity of 150 would, if i)rovided, 
be most usefni, one for service at CVbu in connection witii 
supplying Cebu, Hohol, and west coast ports of Leyte, and the 
other for service to and from ])orts on the Island of 
Negros. 
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A huiuIhm* of small sjiil and row boats, for landinir 
trrM>|)s and supplioH, have biM»n recently added to tlu* equip- 
ment of the dei>artnient, and an* very useful. 

llie Australian coal has hecMi found inon* satisfactory 
and, ill the lonif run, more (economical for our st4'am crafts 
than the Japanese coal. Good quality of AustnUian lump 
coal has Ihhmi purchased at JJ^lo.oO per ton, V, S. currency, 
whih* the Japanese costs nearly as much. H(»ini»: very soft, 
it hecomc»s simjily dust after exj)osure to weath(»r or hand- 
ling, and its use very soon burns out the smokestacks of the 
vessels. 

VVATKH srPPLV. 

The \vat<M- sup]>ly at most stations has b(M'n obtained 
from wells, storage tanks of rain wat(»r, or from siirinjrs. 
At Iloilo and CVbu d»stillin^ plants are in operation, and 
Waterhou8e-ForlM\s Sterili//Ms have been provided at all 
stations requiring them. 

These sterilizers should each have two or thn^e extra 
burners, which wo have Iwen una!>le to procure when needed. 

When suitable water could not otherwise b<» provided, 
water boilers have been supplied the troo])s, with which 
to l)oil watfM* used for drinking. 

LI(;iITIN(;. 

Lamps, of regulation patterns, burninif mineral oil, 
have l>e(»n provided for us«» of troops in barracks. In the 
field, candles have becMi used.

1 have the honor to submit tht» foUowinj^ report i>ertain- 
in^ to the affairs of the Subsistence Department for the 
fiscal year rndino- June 80, 1901. 

1 was phiced on duty as C1ii(»f C<munissary, Depart- 
ment of {\w Visayas, and Depot CVnnmissary, lloilo, P. I., 
•June 24, lIMil, and durin^^ the six remaining*: days of the 
tiscal year was principally occupied in inventorying and 
receipting for the funds, property and stores for which my 
predecessor was accountable. 
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Tlir rocords of tlii.s oftici* hjiv(» not been so kc^pt that 
aceunitc statistics of stoi-cs rcfM^iVcd, issiiod, etc., can l)c 
<rivcn, but the facts sliowii indicate tlmt the trooiw have 
l>een satisfactorily subsisted during the entire year. Thi* 
eln(»f difficulty has Immmi with regard to the supply of fn»sh 
meat, ui)on which subject a rei)()rt has been inad(* to the 
C'hii»f Commissary, Division of th(» Plulipinnes, a copy of 
\>hich is h(»rewith furnished. 

The losses of subsistence stores in the dt^jmrtment 
Inne been as follows: Total amount of stores condenmed,

of rhiiultM-post in iiiuii.v lo<*alLtios, and the total absonco 
of hoof cattlo in others. Tht^ supply of eattU* at an.v point 
liHS Imhmi very limit<'d and will soon !m* exhausttKl, and, 
furthermore, I Ix'lieve it to lie inadvisable to further 
d(»pl(»te, f)y slaughter for food, those auinials that are now 
in lit eondition to l)e n^tained for breedinj^: purpost»s. At 
the lH\st the quality of beef from native cattle is of a 
<iuality very inferior to that of the frozt^n l)eef from xho 
Ignited Stat<*s or Australia, and the price is constantly 
increasing. 

Th(» folh)win^ points in this d<*])artment have ice plants, 

furnish(^d and managed by the medical department: 

lloilo, Panay: Cebu, ('t»bu: Tacloban, l^eyte: C'atlml(»- 
^an, Sjunar. 

1 am informed, however, by the Chief Sur^r^'on, that 
their capacity is but little greater than is necessary to 
care for the stores of tin* hospitals, and i)ossibly a sufficient 
(piantity for sah* to officers. At(\»!>u a cold-stoni^e ware- 
house has been n»nted. with sufficient capacity for the full 
supply at that iK)int, at 5t>T(M).()0 p(»r month, and approval 
was reconuuended in this office, und<'r certain conditions, of 
the api)lication for |M»rmission to renew th<' lease. This 
point, ('ef)u, is the only plac(» in the d<*pjii'tnient where 
sufficient cold-stoniye for beef now exists. 

I do not b<'lieve it practicable or advisable to consider 
tlie estabIishm<Mit of cold-stonmfe plants in this department 
until the conditions of these islands are mor<» settled and the 
location of iKM'man(Mit ^arriscms finally determined. 

I submit for your consideration the* followinjr su^jrestions 
as to supplying this departm(»nt with frozen f)(»ef: That 
ji beef-ship, so constructed as to b(» able to manufacture 
ice, and ciiiKibh* of bein^ opened for delivei-y not less than 
twice daily. Ix' stationed ut this point, subj(»ct to the orders 
of the Chief Commissary, with a tender or launch capable 
of carryin<i* frozen meat and th(^ ice necessary for its 
tnmsportation and stora<»(\ and tlie construction at the 
ditfer(»nt coast stations of ice-boxes for the meat. The 



method of HUp[)I.v to ho jis "follows: The shi]) to make 
l)eriodical and stated trips to the various ]K)ints and dehver 
meat and ice. The details of this dehv^ry ean not be 
stated without knowU^d^o of the capacity of the <\\i]) and 
its t4Midei\ hut wlien that is known, can n^adily Jh» arranged. 

There are, api)roxiniateIy, 12,()ou officers and men now 
in this department, of whom J 0,842 are of the Ke^uhir 
Army. It is not helieved that even hy this method more 
tlian four-tenths or tive-t(Miths fnvsh fieef can he supplied 
to them, hut if that can he accomphsh(»d it will lx» of ^n»at 
advantage. 

I am unable to make any estimate of the ]»rol)able 
cost of this method of supply, but it seems to be the 
(mly one ])racticable at the ])res(Mit time. In this way the 
cold-storage ])lant could be '^movable,'' and could change 
station to the* points to be sui»pli«»d. ThiM'e are few ports 
in this d(»partment where lar<>(» shii)s can (»nter and unload 
without ten(l(M*s or lijrl^ters. ('<'bu, I Ixdieve, is the only 
one of this class: lu^nce the neccvssity for a tender, as 
su*rgested above. In many cases the tender could make* 
the deliv(M*y, without moving* the lar^re ship. 

In conclusion, I liavc^ the honor to state that 1 have* 
^iven this subject careful study and consideraticm since 
taking charjre of this departimMit, and that I have sought 
information on the various points from officers who know 
tlu» conditions Ix^tter than I do, and that the concensus 
of opinion is, that it is but a cpu'stion of time when the 
supply of ntitive. be<'f will b<» exhausted, and that some 
m<»thod of supplying' froziMi meat nmst be adopted, and 
the metln)d su^<rosted is the best under (\\istin^ conditions.

TOPOliKAlMIICAL WORK. 

First District. No re|)(»rt was received for the minith 
of July from this district. For tin* month of August the 
Knoinecr Officer of the District r(»ported that maps and 



tracings of about t\v(»lv«' towns on the Island Of Loytc 
had boon ronipl(»t<*d. None of those maps or tracings have 
vM'v born rocoivisd at this oitico, although ropoatod calls w(»ro 
niad(» for thoni. During tho sanio month a route* skotch 
of a trail from Ba.vba.v to Abuyo^, Lo.vt*», mado in ()l)odionco 
tu an ordor of tho i)(»partmont Commandor, was rocoivod. 
The information jrivon on this sketch was very meagre and 
the sketch of very litth* value. A report was received for 
the month of St^ptiMuber statinj^ that no work hrid Ikmmi 
done during- that month, and since that date no reports 
have boon received from this district. 

In tho month of May tht* DopartmcMit Commander, 
then in Ley to, s(»nt to this office a one-inch map of the 
Island of L<\vte which had Ihmmi prepared by the Knjrineer 
Officer of the District from Held noti^s of officers and men 
of th(» 4*-)d Infantry, W S. Volunt<H»rs, with instructions that 
tracings and blue prints be made and furnished the new 
garrison of that island. Tracings won* mado of this map, but 
many (^rrors wcm'o discovered in attempting to unitt* the 
ditferont sheets. Prints have boon made fnmi those tracings 
and furnish(»d to tin* trooi)s now in tho island with the reciuost 
that th(» work Ix' chocked uj) and tho results forwarded 
to this office as soon as possible*. l"p to tin* present 
time no work has b(»on recoiv(*d. 

S^'ond District. Reports won* received from this dis- 
trict for th(» months of August, September and Octolx^r 
statiuj^t' that no work had been done in this lino. No 
n^ports for any other m(mths in th(» year have boon rocoivod. 

Third District. Reports won* received from this district 
for the months of July and Au^rust, 11MM>, and January, 
ll»nl, statin<r that no work had been done. A report for 
the months of Nov(»mber and D(»coml><»r was n»ceiv<»d stilting 
that a preliminary survey had lx»en made*, in c(mnection 
with the construction of a telejrniph line, of a trail from 
Vsabela to (luijulnKun, \(»irros. No sk<»tch was made of 
this trail. No oth<M* roj>orts were rociMvod from this district 
durinjr tho year. 
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PVmrth District: Tlu» work in this district has Imm'h 
nnd»>!r the imniodiatv chiirgfo of the Engineer Officer of 
the Department. Route sketches have FwM'n made throujrh- 
oiit th<^ Ishmd of Panay of all the main roads and many 
of th<^ trails. An excellent one-inch map of the island 
has h<»en completed and sketches at a scale of thn»e inch«'s 
to th(» mil<» of -all work done on the island ar<' on 
lilt* in this office: Descriptive reports of many of the 
niads and streams have also Ikhmi received. The officers 
and m(»n (»ngaged on topo^rraphical work in this district 
hav(» w()rk(Hl faithfully, and with <»xcellent results. A ^reat 
part of th(» work was done while active 0|w»rations wrre 
hein;^ conduct<'d and it is the only district in the depart- 
ment in which any satisfactory results have l)oen obtained. 
The entire credit for this work is due to Captain R. IL 
\'an Deman, 21st Infantry, who, as Engineer Officer of 
the Department, was untiring in his efforts (m this work, 
the entire work having been completed during his tenure 

of offic(». 

ROADS AND BRIlKiPX 

First District. Jt is stated in an endorsement of 

the diief Engin<M»r of the Division in a Iett4»r from this 

office that the sum of about J!^2o,r)r)0.0o, Mexican eur- 

rency, was allotted for this woi-k on the Island of Leyt^'. 

No r<'ports hav<» ever l)(M»n nu*eived in regard to this mat- 

t<'r, and it is not known in what way the money was rx- 

j)ended or what was accomplislu^d in that island. 

Stu'ond District. I'p to the 2.*)th of Ai)ril no moiiry 
was allotted for this district. Ustimates were called for, 
but w(M-e submittcnl in such form that they could not b<» 
iitiliz<'d. No reports huxc been r(H-ei\'ed, and it is not 
known wjicther ;ni.\ woi-k in this line has becMi accomplisj^'d 
or- not. 

Third District. The remtirks in I'egai'd to the Sreond 
District ai-«' »Miuall.N applicable to this district. 

Fourth District. Similarly to the topographical woik, 
the work on I'oads and biidgcs in this di^^trict has bc«'n 



under tho inimodiato rhar^o of the Kii^ineer Offict^r of the 
Department (»xeept in tlie Province* of (-apiz and Distritrt 
of Concepeion, where Captain (). K. Hunt, iSth Infantry, 
and First Lii^utenant K. S. Walton, l.Sth Infantry, hav(* 
lMM»n phieed in charge of thin work in their respect ivt* 
sections. The i)hin8 and estimates for the entire ishuid were, 
however, prepared by CaptJiin Van Denntn. 

In the Province of lloih), Jshmd of Pa nay, the following: 
work hiiH lH»en accomplished in this line*: The bridge over 
tlie Iloilo River Ix^tween lloilo and Jaro has he<'n entirely 
repaired. A new bridge has h^vu built over tin* Iloilo 
River at Molo. Six bridges have been built on the Janiuay- 
I^nmbunao road. A l)ridg(» on the Cabatuan-Janiuay road 
and a bridge over the Aganan River at Pavia an* in 
process of construction. The bridge on th(» Cabatuan- 
Janiuay road hjis Immmi comph*ted since the 8(>th of .Juik*. 
Consideral)le difficulty has been found in getting lumber 
of tlu» recjuisite sizes for bridge work, the contract '»rs 
stilting that the loss of tlie cattle in the islands has delay<'d 
the d<divery at the coast in a v(M\v mark(»d degree. 

No reports have been received of the work done in 
the Province of Capiz or District of Concepcion, but work 
has l>een pushed in both of th(»s(» secti<ms. 

Th(* work on the n^pair of the Iloilo Bridge and the 
construction of the bridge at Molo was done under the 
suptM'vision of the i^nginetM* officer, Imt was paid for by 
the Chief Quartermaster of th<» Department. There is no 
record in this office of the amounts expended. The m- 
dors«»m«Mit of the Chief Engineer of the Division, referred 
to above, stat<»s that i!s2(>,(MH).oo, Mexican currency, was 
allotted for general i-epairs to Ix* made under the Chief 
Quartermaster of the* l)e])artment. It is not known how 
much of this allotment was exp«»ndtHl.

^rouj), I'xropt Mushati* and Saniai", lyin^ Ix^twei^n parallels 
1:? and J> north latitude and longitude l-il<> 45 inin. east, and 
the Straits of Suri^ao.

Island of Saniar to the de])artinent. 

MILITARY DISTRICTS. 
The Dt^partnient is divided into four districts. The First, 

foinprisin^ the islands of Saniar and L(\vt<»: the Second, 
Cehn and its suh-district, Hohol; tin* Third, the Island 
of Ne;arro.s, and t!i<» Fourtli, tlio Island of Panay. Frt»hi 
.iiil.V ], il»oO, U» Ma.\ lr», liMj], sjtrnal olHccrN and aei- 
in^ sig'iial officers wen* assigned tf> duty in these military 
districts, and by the district conunanders were assisted as 
signal officers on the district staff. At the timt* this was 
done it stHMiu^d to Ix* the best arranj^ement under the condi- 
tions. All exjMMises incurred by th(» Signal Corps were 
jmid by district (luartermasters, who made requisition foi* 
the n<H*(»ssary amounts after consultation with the signal offi- 
cers. At that time also it was n(»cessary to get district 
headquart<M's in connnunication with their posts rather than 
to begin any comprehensive dejmrtmtMit system. This lat- 
t(M- point, luvwever, was always kept in view as well as 
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thr fact tluit tho doimrtnieiit systoin on it,s c*c)nipletioii 
would hi* an inU»gnil part of the divis^ion h»ystem. On Jan- 
iiar.v I, IJHH, an appropriation wa8 ohtnin«»d by tlie d<»- 
partmcnt signal offioor, out of which all rxi>^»nses for the 
niaintf'nance and op<»ration and construction of tho Signal 
Corps lines could he paid, and on that date the signal 
officers of districts were virtually taken from the dintrict 
start* by the following? para^rai)h contained in Circular No. .*>, 
dated lloilo, Fe!)ruary ll>, HMH: 

''Ileieafter new lines will he erected in the various 
districts only aftc»r the approval of the l)e])arti2ient Com- 
mander, and all orders for such lines will be forwarded 
to the Sijirnal Officer of the District through the Chi»»f 
Sijrnjil Officer of the I)(»partment." 

The local work in all the districts had by this time 
been ni^arly completi^d and th<» order issued so that local 
work should not longer interfere with the jieneral plan for 
the division conununications. Signal work in the dejyartment 
is therefore at this time entirely in the liands of tin* Signal 
Corps, both financially and in its internal administration. 

KXTKHNAL AND INTKIMSLAND COMMCNl- 

( ATJONS. 

In till* last annual report from this department, submitted 
by Major (Jeorjre 1*. Scriv<Mi, a vt'vy com])rehensive descrip- 
tion was ^iven of t\w foreign cabh's in existence in the depart- 
ment, as W(»II as the future plans for th<^ development of 
complete conununications in tin* department. 

Tiies<» ))lans have not been changed, and a brief recap- 
itulation only ne(»d be given here, lloilo is connected with 
Manila and with the Islands of Negros and Ct»bu by th«* 
<-ables of the Kastei'n, Hxtension, Australasia c^c China feh'- 
graph Company. As this company has chartered rights, it 
has IxMMi the policy of the govermnent to incrt^ase rath«M* than 
fh^-i-ease theii* connnercial business, and to make their cablrs, 
in reality, a part of the military system, i)aying them the 
established government late instejid of i)aralleling theii* 



cables. ThiB plan has hern so rigidly adhon»d to that orders 
have biH»ii is.sued to all operators to refuse eonmiereial busi- 
ne.sH !>etwoen points where the cable company could handle 
the nie^sa^e.* 

This cal)le system I>et\v<'en islands has lH*en supplemented 
by a system of govt»rnment cal>le.s conn(»ctin|< thos(» islands to 
which the cable comjiany lias nevei* laid cabl(»s. The depart- 
m<'nt system became a i)art of the division system on th(* 
completion of the cable from I)uma*»"uet4' to the Department 
of Mindanao and Jolo in January, IJMil. Each separate 
island syst4'm has been installed so that when completed the 
circuits conn(»ctintr the ijariMsons would mjike complete circles 
so that a single cut in the line at any i)oint would not int«»rfer<» 
with any station on the circuit. Reference to the map of the 
department, ai)i)ended, will sliow this ^en(»ral scheme of 
circles nearly completed. Short lengths only remain to be 
put in on most of th<» ishuids. Visual sitrnaling is, of course, 
uncertain, but wh(»re it has biMMi necess'u-y to use it, it has 
}>(M»n more satisfactoi'y than was anticii)ated.- From July 1, 
11)00, to March \K IDOl, conmmnication b<*twecn Oriental 
Xegros and the rest of the departuH'nt was entirely by visual 
means, and Hohol, since its occupation, has been in conn<Mtiori 
only by heliograph and flash-lantern.

OPKKATION AM) MAINTKNANCF OF LINKS. 

The operation and maint<'nance of the l.Tl^T miles of 
land lim's and cnblcvs whi<'h have been built in the lasi 
eighteen luontlis Inis biMMi wonderfull.v succiv^sfui (*onsid«M-- 
ino- th«' natui-a! ditliculties, ^^i'eooijiphicjiHy con.^idered, ami 
tln)s(» dilli(*ulties wjiich would iiaturali.v arise in tinn» (»f 
war. 
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Kxhihits C\ i); K. F, and tlw* c<)iii]>lf*t<* description of tho 
^oo^raphical conditions in th(^ Island of Pana.v contained 
in till* report of this dci)artincnt for th(» tiscal year iMidin^ 
July, ItMMi, show the natural obstach^s which have h(»en 
ovr^rcome in the actual lmildin«' of these lint^s. A lar^e 
part of th(» country is mountainous, covered with dens<» 
for^'sts of hanilxK) and small trees interlaced with vin(»s 
through which the trails have Ixmmv ol)literat(»d, and intersected 
by numerous streams which are impassal>le in wet weatluM*. 
Keference to the interruption sheet (Exhibits A and H) foi* the 
Islands of Panay and Ne^ros, one pc^aceful, and the other 
in a state of active insurrection, will show the actual work 
required to maintain the lin(»s after they hav(» b<»en (M'ect- 
ed. The yfrowth of vejretation, the severe storms, the 
liability of ])oles to strok(»s of li^htnin^, the sudden rises and 
swjft currents of rivers, the absence of hardwood i)oles, falling 
trees and limbs, climbing vines, runaway cattle and carel(\ss 
wa{r*>n-d rivers are all fruitful causes of interru|)tion where 
there is no delib(»rate attempt on th(» part of man to destroy 
the lines. When in addition to the natural causes then* 
is added the detc^rmined etibrt of a lar^e body of men 
to destroy tin* connnunications, the task of maintaining 
theni seems almost hopeless. Reference to the interruptions 
nn the Island of Panay (Kxhibit H) will show with what 
fidelity and promptness (»ach break was repaired. The 
system by which a lineman and his escoi-t were started! 
from the nc^arest garrison to a break or cut has bc<'n almost 
ptTfect, and tlu» promptn(*ss with which connnunications havi* 
lKM»n restored njust have Ixmmi discouraging to the insurjrents. 
The thanks of th(* Chief Signal Ofticei* is due* to i'vei'y 
lineman and soldier in the d(»partment. Th(\v have ^one 
out witlumt complaint at all hcmrs of day and niyht. They 
have wad<'d thnm^h nuid and crossed swift streams: they 
have du^ post-poles with thcMr hands and cut poles with 
their bayonets, they have fcm^ht ambushed insur^rents, and 
I do not know of a cas(» where they have failed to do what 
they were sent to do. The native linemen deserve equal praist* 
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joiiu'd tlu» company aro now excellent o[)emtor8 and have 
l^en moved to Jar^Jf^*!* offices. (V>mplaint8 of neglect of dut>* 
or can»l(vssn<»ss an* very rare, and there have been many 
ea.«M»s where commanding officers of iKists have voluntarily 
comuMMided ojM'rators for faithfuhiess and court<»«y, and 
rt»commendcd tln'm for promotion.

This island has In^en the most violently and unifonnly 
disturbed of all the Visayan jfroup durinjr tlu» entire year. 
On July 1st the line had been extended from Ormoc to 
Jaro and from tht^ncc north toward (-ari^ira. During the 
month a larjrc section of what had just lH»en built was 
torn down, and JJtMitiMiant Wallace was ordered to si)end 
no more time or material uj)on it but to proceed to Palo 
and connect the <'ast coast with Tacloban (the district head- 
quarters), for the reason that the garrisons were clos4»r 
to^jfether and atforded more protection to the lines in that 
section. Tln' entire population had joined the insurgents 
or was ill hiding. In tlie latt<»r part of June sevenil hun- 
dred bolomen had attack(»d a detachm«»nt of infantry near 
Jaro and ninety-two of the nativ(»s were killed. -\t an- 
()th«'r time ftmr iihmi escorting Sergt^ant Stuart, of the Signal 
Corps, wei-c killed by. the insurgents at the first voll(\v. 
Srrgcant Stuart esca|)c(l only from the fact that he was 
a little distaiKM' in tlie reai* on a lamt* pony. Ht* rode 
back to the nearest garrison aft<M' dismounting and emi)t.> - 
iiig his re\oIver into tlie bushes from which tlu» volleys 
had come. Rains were falling every day and the roads 
through(»ut the tint country werr absolut<»ly impassable. 
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I <|ii()t4» tlio following t<'le^nim from Liiniti^imnt Wallaci* 
ujxui the .situution: '*Th(' town is practically dcMort(»d. 
Our workin^r party was tired upon yesterday almost within 
the city limits. The work re<|uired Uy them is heyond 
human endurance, (an I not have more men^ Any kind 
of men will do. Have enough operators for the present. 
(Datcul Tacloban)." By July 2sth twenty-(»i^ht miles on t\\v 
4^ast coast had Ix^en comph^ted, hut Taclohan was as far 
from l>ein^ connected with depart nx^nt head<piart4*rs as 
ever. In S(»pteml)er an attempt was made to a^ain ctm- 
nect Palo and Jaro, hut hy the time the line was com- 
pleted thi' insurrecticm had broken out on the west coast 
near Ormoc wluM'e heft)re that tinu* th(*re had Ix^en com- 
parative iM^ace. This outbreak carried with it the s(»ction 
from Ormoc to Jaro which had been built previously. 

The section was then abandoned for the s«H'ond tim<% 
but in OctolHM* anotln»r attem)>t was made to coimect Palo 
with Ormoc, which wa,s suc<'essful, and the line was kept 
oiM»n for a short time by means of constant patrols. Al- 
an^-Alanjr was jrarrisoned solely to jrjvi* an additional 
garrison on this lin<'. The nativi' repairmen at this tim<* 
refused to work, and their places had to be till(»d by Ameri- 
can linemen. Tln^n* was nothintr accomplished in this month 
(»xcef»t putting up another wire b(»tw(»en Palo and Tacloban 
ill ord<»r to avoid relaying. 

In l)eceml)er tlu' Ormoc -Cebu cabh' was grounded on 
the ni^rht of the sth during* a violent tyi>hoon: il was 
probably broken by the American (lunboat **lsla d(» Cuba'' 
drji^^in^ her anchor n<Toss it. As then' were no outside* 
connections without this cable, no attempt was made to 
reconstruct the lim* across the island. Tin* constructing^ 
squad was, however, ke|)t busy by the n^jmirs which were 
necc»ssar.\' owinjr to the hir^e luunber of cuts during this 
IM^riod. On the 1st of January thei-e w(m-c el<»\en stations 
ojjen, but c*ommunication between them was uncertain. 
The win»-cuttin<r ceased, however, shortly afttM*, and with 
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tin* «»xception of tht' country lK»tween Palo liiid Alanjtr- 
AlaiiK tl^<M-o wjis litth^ trouble. In January little could 
Ix' done, as all th(» troops won^ kept extremely busy. 
On tiie Hd of February, however, the Ornioo eable was 
repaired, and on March :^d all the lines in I^eyt** wen* 
<-onne<*ted, and Taelol>an, for the* first time, had regular 
servict* with its own stations and the outside world. 

During Mareh and Apiil Lieutenant AV'allaee was 
badly handica|M'd on aeeount of tin* fact that six of tln' 
iiM'n in his squad applied for examination for second 
lieulenaneies in the line and thnu* or four of the six were 
absent most of tln»se two months, lie, however, started 
on the ('(nist ruction of th<* west coast line, which is to exh'ud 
to Maasin, llilon^as, So^od and Matahmi. On April 29th 
tln' line had reached 15ayl>ay. 

During' th(* month of .May it was necessjiry to susjM'nd 
opertitions on account of lack of troops for «*scort, but work 
was recommenc<»d south of Hay bay alnnit the loth of June 
with two squads, and the line* was iinished to Maasin on 
•July 4th, otii<M\s b<'injr openi^d at InoiH)can and Matalom. 
These oariisons take all the operators that it is |H>ssible to 
spare for this district, and no more ext(*nsions will lx» made 
at in-esent excci)t branch t<»lephone lines. All the company 
headquai'teis on Leyte ar<' now conn<'cted and the* n<H!(»ssity 
for mon» stjitions is not ^^nnit. Tlu're has Iwen little tnmbh* 
from cuts on any line in 1^»yt4' since March, and it is to 
be ho|)<Hl that the comnnmication will Ih» allowed to 
remain in the future, as i*epairs are extremely difficult to 
make on account of the small munlxM' of nn*n for this duty 
and th<' natrn*' <»f the country. 

rhe anioniit of <-oium<M'cial work as well as^overnuK'nt 
work on this island has been surprisinjrl.v lar^re and will 
be inci*eas(»(i as soon as the cable connects Catbalojran and 
Calbayoef, on tin* west coast of Samar. This cabl<» will land 
at Ciirij>ara or Harueo. which will necessitat<» makin^r oih' 
of these stations a relay station with two operators. 
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Liiuit^Mmnt Wallacr has also Ihm'h ^iv<»n clmrgft* of tho 
Signal (yorps work on tho Inland of Saiiiar and an atU^mpt 
will lx» made t^) i^each Santa Kita by a land line* from Tac- 
loban. Xc) other lines are contt^mplated at present in 
Samar, as th(» island is not sufficiently i)aeitied to allow 
permanent lines to he constructed and there is not sufficient 
necessity for Held lin*»s to warrant them.

On the 1st of July, 1J>00, Licmtenant Davies was Imild- 
ing liui^s south of Argao to connect the proj<»ct<»d heliograph 
station with the station on the Island of Negros. Theiv was 
nuich trouble in Iniilding this line on acccmnt of lack of trans- 
portation and natural disadrantages. This -line wa^ com- 
ph»ted on July 20th, thirty -four and on(»-fourth miles having 
lH»en constructed In^tween July 1st and 20th. On July 22d 
regular messages were transmitted by fla^h-lantern and 
heliograph. This method of conimunication continued be- 
tween two islands until the cable between Dumaguete and 
Oslob was laid. During this construction trip it rained at 
least once in ev(»ry twenty-four hours. Three of the men 
returned to Cebu ill with fever and the rest had boils and 
the dol)ie itcii. On .Vugust 12th the line c(mn(»cting 
(iujuleloupe with Cebu was finished. 

On August 20th tin* line from Dumanjug to Balamban 
was started, and owing to bad roads, heavy rains and many 
arcidents the line was not complet<*d until S*»ptember 24-th.

Thf ni'W lin<»s were then 
awaiting the dtn-ision of the ( *hief Sijnial ( )tlici'r on the sul>j<*ct 
of hiiidin^-|daei*s for th«' n<*w eahh's. In January a line was 
Mtart«*d through the IJo^«» District on thi* north<mst <»nd of 
the island ovi'r l>ji<l roiintry ronii<»eted l)y trtiils only. This 
was iiion* of an cxiM^rinif^nt than anything (*ls«\ and iM^rniission 
was jriven to put telephones in towns ^irrisoned by native 
tr(H)ps only. Th«» ex|H»eted has hap|MMied, and two of the 
teh'|>liones were used as tar>!t*ts l>y thi» insiirn^ctos, an<l u|M)n 
the withdrawal of tin* d<»taelunent at San KiMnijrio this section 
was practically al>iindoned, although it is understiKxl that tin* 
line is still intact with the exception of a few miles, (hi the 
*^»d of F«'hruary th** Ormoc cable wjis repaired, a time-!>al! for 
ships in tJie harl>or (MM'cted at Fort San Pedro and changes 
made ill the Cebii office. Six hundred iron pol(»8 wcn» 
received from the 'Mhirnsidc" and an (expedition started to 
rebuild the line from Cebu in Arjra*) with those |mjI(»s. Six 
hundred more were rec«'ive(l later, and tin* line is now a 
strictly permanent one from Cebu to Oslob. Tins makes 
connection witii Manila almost certain, providing the cables 
are not <iisturbed, fn»m as far stmth as flolo. 'Hiere have 
been iiiJiii.N interruptions due to tiie insui'trents, and it has 
hikeji much hard work to preserv** tiie lines. Lieutenant 
I )avies himself was wounded in the shouhh'r on March .'»d 
wliiie in ennnnand of the advance ouard in an attack upon 
an iiisurei'uf stron^ilioid in the mountains. ThiM'e were 
abotit thirty-live rirt<»s and thre(» small cannon in the f)arrio 
and Lieutenant Daxies was shot in the lirst vollev. th«» Imll 
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pa.s8in^ through the left jirin, inissin^r the hone by a frnetion 
of im inch. Private Keelhorn, of the (Vhii detuehnient. was 
tak(Miill with dysentery on January 1st, and died on th«* Hos- 
pital Ship ''Kelief" on tJie 1 2th of F<»hruary. On March IKh 
the Sij^-nal Corps t ahleship ''Hurnside" completed hiyin^ a 
cable from Dnma^uete, Ne^ros, to Osloh, Cehii: it was no 
long'<»r necessary to use the heIioji'ra])h station at Amhlan and 
Samhuan, and that portion of the lin<» in CVIni from Osloh to 
Sanibuan was abandoned. Men were scarce, and no attempt 
was mad<» to n»cover the win\ and a lar^e part of it still 
remains in fjiir condition: it is probabh* however, that there 
will Ik» no future use for it. 

The thnmjrii line fnmi (Vbu to Osloh, which is used 
in connection with the cable* to Ne^ros, Mindanao and 
•lolo, has not b(»(Mi interrupted since tlie iron poh's wero 
put hi, and is as strong as it can be made: it is the most 
important stretch of line in the department, (ebu, like 
the rest of th<» departUHmt, has be(»n iuid«»r-manned, and tht» 
hard work has resulted in more sickn(\ss than on any island 
of the ^roup, Init it is hoped that tiie ti^'htin^ will soon 
\h^ ovvr so that th(» lines can be maintained under peace 
conditions.

In July this island was in a statt* «)f profound peace 
and the lines had retu'hed Tubi^^in on the north and Ta<r- 
bilaran on the south. They were carriivl alonjr «'venly as 
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far as V\my on tin* northoast cojtst until August 2 1st. 
At thif* tinir sig-n.^ of disturhanoe eomnienced to show theni- 
s«»lvrs. and from that tinu* on there has l>een much trouble. 
Only a very small foree eould Im* spared for this island, 
and tlir four si^ialmen under charg'e of Si^r^eant Carson 
wen» eom|N'lled to rely largely u[)on native linemen, whom 
they themsi'lvi^s had tniined. On Septemlx^r 10th, about 
the time tin* insurreetion brok<» out oh the a<ijaeent eojtst 
of l^eyte. on<* iiativ*' lineman with his tools was captured 
and prohibly killed, and on ()ctob(»r 15th two more m<»t 
th«' sjimo fat*'. .\ fourth was captun*d a short time after, 
and it iHH'amc very difficult to obtain natives for that work. 
Therr was much cutting during all this time, and as the 
linr had pnictically Ikm'ii extended as far lus necessary, no 
new building was done. On I)«»ceml)er IHth the line l>e- 
twmi I'bay and Jagiia Imving Ix^en cut, a detachment of 
tw<'nty men und<»r ( aptain Anderson was sent to escort 
Corporal Wilson. Signal Corps, l\ S. A., who had charge 
of tliat district. Whilr passing through a deep rock cut 
they \v«Mi' attacked by thi'cc hundred bolomen. The enemy 
c:iin<' in from the front and rear and down the sides of 
tlie cut. Two men were instantly killed. One died in ten 
miiuites, and two, including Corporal Wilson, died the next, 
day at Jagna: others were wounded. Nineteen of the 
enemy were counti'd dead, four of whom w(»re killed by 
CoriH)ral Wilson, M'ho was slightly in advan<M». He himself 
leceived nin( bolo wounds. The line was cut ten different 
times during this month and sixty poles were cut down. 
The garrison sliortly after this was withdrawn from Cbay, 
and on tli<' (lis<*harge of Sergeant Mack three men only 
rcinaini'd to do the work, as another man couhl not l>e 
spjin'd at that time. 

After iM^bruary there was less trouble for a time. 
On acM-ount of the heliograph at Lo(m, anotiier man wjus 
added, and the inland remains at this date with four men. 

Tiie iieliogniph and Hash-lantern connnunications estab- 
lislied l>y Major Scriven have continued to work satisfactorily. 
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• althou^rh, of courst', witli h»s.s ci^rtjiinty tlian a rahlc. ( nhlos, 
liowever, wore more necessary in otiiei- |)lae<\^, and I>oliol 
has Immmi left with visual and telephonic conniuinications 
ft)r the present. The cahJe will probably land at Loon, 
and as soon as it is established the telephone system on 
liohol will hi* changed to telei^raph. 

l>urin^ the month of May and June there has becMi 
no regular reports on the condition of the lines and comnunn- 
cations in the islands owinjr to the fact that the insurjrents 
liave ajrain appeared in force, and the smaJI munbcr of 
jTJirrisons are very Inisy in thtMr legitimate work. The 
Actinjr^iK»»al OtKcer, Lieutenant J. IL Bradford, jr., summed 
up the situation in a few words as follows: ''Two nativ<» 
linemen were captured by the insurjrents on May tJth; ten 
miles of line destroyed and carried away near Ja^na May 
l<>th: five miles dtvstroyed and carried away near Maribejoc 
on the 15th and about ten miles more bctwec^n L<M)n and 
Tubijron on the same day. 

''No «»ttort has U'en made to re-establish comnmnica- 
tion, as suffici<Mit trooi>s could not be spared for this work." 

From unofficial sources I have l<»arned that Loon has 
been in comnuinication with both Tubi^yfon and Ta^ifbilaran 
since that dati*, but that the line was imm<»diately cut in 
another ]>lace. The summing up at the head of this record 
of events may not, therefore, be accurate* as to the miles 
of liiH' standing and the mimU'r of garrisons <-onnected 
on July I, llHil. As soon as more troops are sent to 
llohol and active operations conuuenced it will Ih» a mal- 
t<M- of oidy a few days to restore these small stn'tcln^s of 
line. I have therefore counted them as still existing. 

The line on Leyte is now down to Maasin, which is 
directly opposite the town of Tbay in Hohol, and in my 
jdan for tlu» c(»mplet<' connections in this department I 
have included a cable between these two phu^es in order 
to comjdete the circle embracing (Vbu, Leyte and IJohol. 
It is not possible to use heliograph or lantern lM»twt»en

On account of th(» comparativ<»ly jH^aceful conditions 
which have existed on this island, th<» record of events 
is not tilled with murder and sudden death, and for the 
same reason more actual line-building has lieen a<^'complished 
than in any other district except Panay. July ojMMied 
with the line ccmnecting Dunuigut^te and Bais under <*on- 
struction, in charge of Sergeant Collins and f<mr men. 
This line was complet<»d to Bais on July ^^Ist, and Du- 
magiu'te was i)ut in connection with d(»partment hcad<|uarters 
hy TiH'ans of Ix'liogmph and flash-lantern stations at Amhian 
and Samhuan, connc^cting th<» main syst4»m in C<»lm. On 
I'eaching Bais it was decided to |)lace a garrison at (iui- 
julngan on that coast and to extend the line to that jMnnt. 
Ks(»alante on the north line and Danao, its s<»aiK)rt, had 
heen readied on July -Sd. On account of tlu» roundalnml 
way partly over comnuM'cial lines hy whi<'ii it was ihm'<»s- 
sar.N to send messages from the disti'lct hea«hiuart4»rs (o 
liiesc stations on tiie west coast, it was decidtnl to exti'iul 
the coast lines h.\ going through the pass <M)nneeting tin* 
east and west coasts or else hy way of Kscalantf. 

The s(»cond method would iHM-essit4ite a very long 
circuit, and it was tlnM-efore decided to run the line 
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thn>Uji^h tho piisH from Isalx^la to (Tuijuln«j;iiii. a diHtniuM' of 
thirty niik»«. Li(nit(»imnt (lifton was ordiMcrl to put it in 
without dola.v. Material was srnt to Isaix'la and an c»xpedition 
wjw start4»d, ronipos(»d of Li<»ut«Miant Clifton, Signal ('or]>s, 
LioutiMiant P(».vton, Hth Infantry, six Signal (\>r])s men, 
eijifht <Mi^in(»ers, lifto«»n men of tin* Hth Infantry, ei^ht4*en 
park animals and a irnide. ''The Hrst day from lsalK»la'* (I 
(|Uote from Lieutenant Clifton's report) "we centered a 
ft)rest at 2 p. m., and did not come out till *> p. m. the 
next day. It was yory dense, tli(» trail so narrow tiiat 
W(» had diflieulty in ^(^ttinj^: parks throu^rh, and so steep 
that we had n^aehed 2,no(> fret in altitude six hours aft<»r 
startinjjf, while fre(pient stops had to Im» made to cut foot- 
holds for the animals. Durinjr the next day's mareh a 
nativ<» livinjr on the trail said that it was impassahit' for 
animals lH\V(md that point. A side trail, however, leading 
to San flose was followed, and that point reached in five 
days from Isabela. The last three were ones of continual 
t'limhiii^ up and sliding down n^iiiu wver almost perpendicular 
nuHintsiins. Six of the pack animals had died. The people 
at (luijuln^ui informed me that the pass over which I 
had just come was nt^ver used with animals, hut that 
there was a trail !)etwe<'n Valle UcMMUosa and Castellana. 
The Chief Signal Officer was informed of the situation and 
immediately ordered the line to Iw extended to \'alle 
Hermosa on the <»ast coast and from there to Castellana 
hy what was called 'Volcano Pass.' 

*'This change upset all previous distributions of material, 
and the ilhu»ss of two UM'n from fever, the (h»ath of six 
carabaos and a delay of ten days was caused hy th<* attempt 
to follow a trail n^iorti^l to Ix' in fair ccmdition. It was 
desired to jr<*t throujrh that si^ction of the ccmntry with 
all ]M)ssihle si)e«»d and th«* mar<*h hack to Casttdlana was 
ordered over the volcano trail, as it wjis thought better to 
rely upon our own observations than uptm n*ports. in th*' 
future, (^astxdlana was i-t»a(rhed a^ain over this rout<' on 
Xov<MnlK»r 20tli, much of the marching lx'in^<lone by ni^htas 



t\'(»ll jiii hv du.v. Diiriiiii: this time S<»rg'oaiit C<jlliiis on the 
oust coast was building as rapidly nn could be done with one 
Signal Corps man and native lal>or and was directed to havi* 
the line in Valle Herniosa by the evening of Decembt»r 
Irith. On November 24th, supplies had l)een moved back 
to Castellana and the line* was connnenced to Valle Hermosa. 
From then until th<» I8th of I)eceml>er many difficulties 
were overconu*, and an excellent line put up. On the stune 
(lay that tho s(iuad arriv(»d at Valle Hermosji, Sergeant 
Collins came in with the line two days ahead of time, hav- 
ing [)ut u]) five miles of line on tin* last day. As soon as the 
instrum(»nt was coimect(»d, the completion of the line was 
roport4»d to the l)ei)artment Signal Officer and the Adjutant 
(leneral, over tlu» new line. The commanding gimeral 
immediately sent a t(»legram from Iloilo to Diunaguete ov<m' 
this routi* and received an answer in three hours. Since 
that time tlu^re has b(»en little tnmble on the line. Lieu- 
tenant CIift<m deserves nmch credit for overcoming dis- 
couniging conditions and for getting the line through 
for \\\o iM\ of tlie month, at which time I had promis^'d 
it to tJM' Chief Signal Officer of the Divisiim. 

Scrg(»ant Collins is entitled to nmch praise for the 
way he iiandled tin* situation on the <»ast coast with insuffi- 
cient men and badly-distributed material. During the time 
Lieutenant Clifton was absent on this line, the north lines 
wen* repainul, Jargf'r and iiigher poles (*r(*cted over navi- 
irable rivers and tiie line to KscalanU* put in good order 
by Sergeant Tracy. In February the city teh»phone system 
of liacolod was ciumg(*(l to hardwood poles and repairing 
done on the lines from Hacolod to Jimamailan. and in 
April the line was exten(h'd thirty-two miles from this 
point to Isio on the w(*st coast. During the Iatt4»r [)art 
of th<' year there has been much change in the stations 
of tlu' troops on Negros owing to the fact that the regu- 
lars which had In^en stationed on Negros were needed 
to i-eplace volunteei- regiments on oth(»r islands in the 
department. These changes left some of the stations without 
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troops, which consequently liad to \}o cloned, and put 
troops at stations wliere there whs no office, which made 
it necessary to oiM»n one. At present, however, the dis- 
jiosition of tr<M)ps is probably settled, and there w^ill Ik» 
no nec<>ssity for further changes for some timi* to come. 
Kvery company headquarters is connect(><l. 

Lieuti>nant Clifton w^as ordered to change his head(piar- 
t4*rs from Itacolod to Dunui^uete, and did so on May loth. 
This was done so that he could control the Mindanao and 
CVbu cables mon* advantag:eously. Tlx^ chi(*f operator, how- 
ever, remains in Bacolod, at district headquart(»rs. At the 
present time the Xo. 14 wire throu^jh the ''Volcano Pass" is 
lx»in^ replaced with No. \K When this is tinisiied, the lines 
on Negros will !)<» in thoroughly K<w>d condition and then* 
should bt» few interruptions on th<^ syst<un. As soon as it 
is possible to put more men on Ne^rros, a small stretch 
between San C'arlos and Kscalante will be tilled in, in order 
to complete* the circle i)lanned for the north half of the island. 
The southwest4»rn coast will probably never be connected, as 
the country is bad and the towns small, far apart and without 
garrison. In Xe^jros, Jis in Panay, the* innnediate work of 
the future will consist of short telephone lines from already 
<'stablished tele^rraph stations.

Mill's of liiH* Imllt from .lanuary I lo.Iuly I. IIM) :«<h; 
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On the 1st of July, lt^<H>, a very discouraginjr stuU^ 
of affaiis (»xi?*tt»(i on the Island of Panay. The one com- 
pany iTHrrison at Passi. whieii was the key point for tlio 
main telegraph liiH» eoniu^ctinir th<» north and south lialves 
of th(» island, luid Immmi al)andoned, and it was theivfore 
inipossihie to maintain the s4M*tion lx*tween Dunmrao and 
Pototan, a distance of thirty-two miles. The teniiK)rary line 
of insulaU^d wire connecting Pototiin and Uanato had also 
)H»en comijlet^^ly destroyed and carried away, while on the 
west sid«' of tin* island all but six of the eighty miles 
<*oniu»ctinjr ''^lui Joa<|uin and San Jos(^ had l)een completely 
destroyed. \Vh<»n the hopelessness of extending: the lines 
or rehuildin^ the destroyed portions Iwcame apparent 
the construction s<|uad was tempt^rarily disbanded and it** 
members distributi'd thnm^h other district** where new 
lines were luMny Iniilt. Only a sutficient numlx»r of men 
were retained on Panay to take can* of the lines then 
established. The t4»lephone .syst<'m for Iloilo, Molo and 
Jnro jit this time consisted of sixt(»en telephones connecte<l 
witli an :uiti(iiiated switc-h-board in the c<»ntral telegrraph 
othce. Tiie system ran tiirouyli the city on small, rott<'n 
poles and had trrown up with no provision for future ex- 
t«'nsi(»n. For thes** r<'asoiis an entirely new syst<»Tn was 
(•(unmeiieed on lartre. hardwood pohvs with <*n)s.s-arms, and 
a I'oute so chosen that all lines could leave the main office in 
a cable and be distriluited thi-ou^di the city by a trunk 
line. .V n<'w and modern fort.N -drop s\\ itch-lxmrd arrived 
at this time, and the new system was I'litindy (romplete<l 
before (listiirbino- the old line. The clianye from the old 
to the new s,\steni was accomplished in one ni^ht without 
inteiruption to the communications. The old wires were 
thi'M removed and the hardwood ixde line was extended 
to Jaro with four wii-es and to Mojo with two wires. 



This system litis hiM»ii jrnidujill.v increased t^» itrt prt»rieiit 
iuiiiiIkt of suhscrilMM's, ns shown in the directory submit- 
ted as ApfM^ndix No. 1. The work was all done by the 
first serjreant of the company, the company clerk, the cook 
and the invalids. The system as now established h»is twenty- 
four wires, -none of which is overcrowd<»d, and is ^nn^ 
exc(»ll(»nt service. A circular Iett4»r is s(»nt to all the 
subscrilxM's as is considered necessary, with th(» request 
that com[>laints or suir^esticuis for improvement of the serv- 
ice hi* en(h)rsed thereon. A few expressions from the Marcli 
letter are herewith (pioted: ''Tlie present service is sat- 
isfactory to this otKce. (Signed) (1ii(»f Quartermaster." 
*'The tele)>hone s<'rvice has been very satisfactory. (Signed) 
t'onuuandintr Offici'r, St. Augustine IJarracks." ''The sc»rv- 
ice has Immmi very satisfactory to this office. (Sijrued) 
Provost Marshal." *'The telephone service has l)een most 
sjitisfactory to this office. (Sijnied) ( aptain of the Port." 
The only complaints n'C(Mved were in rejo*i'd to occasional 
delays in answt»riny at the central office. These delays, 
U|M)n investigation, were found to have iM'cn cauwMl by 
the fact that at the time of the <*all tlie ojM'rator at the 
switch-board was writing: a message from di<*tation for 
transmission over the teh'^rapli lines. St4'ps were innne- 
diately taken to minimize thesi* delays, and since that tiuH' 
there have U'en no complaints. It takes tlu' entire tim*' 
of one man to keep the telephones and their connections 
in order, as (b-y batteries deteiiorate very rapidly in this 
climat4*and wet batteries need constant attention on account of 
rapid «'yaiM)ration and the corrosion of their tiM'ininals. 

Outside of tlie occupied towns the island remained 
in the same disturbed state durinjr the months of S»p- 
t<»mlx'r, October and NovemlHM", lJ^t)0. Keference U> tiie 
inti'rruption sheet api>ended to this report will show with 
what difficulty the existinjr lines were maintained durin^r 
that ]»erio(l. The work of r<»pairin^ bn*aks, keepinjr ui> 
.supplies, and furnishinjr the ne<M'ssary ^uard was very 
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tryiiij^ to all <Mmci'nuHl, and tlu» thanks of the ('liief 
Signal Officer in du<» to the offieiM's of thi* lino stationed 
at th<' different posts alonjr the route for their uniform 
willinKuesH and promptness in grantinir rcMpiests for jniard 
and tninsport-Jition whenever called u|M)n. Theiv were times 
(hiring these months when it was n(»cessar,v. to call for 
a new guard In^fon* the one previously sent out had re- 
turned to its station. A numl)er of the officers of thi» 
2t>th U. S. X'oliinteer Infantry wen* experienced in tele- 
graph work and t(H)k a great deal of interest in the lines. 
Among thes(» sh(mld he mentioned Lieutenant Max Wag- 
ner, who was kill(*d by the insurgents near Pavia while 
making an inspecti(m of the* line at the recpiest of the 
Chief Signal Officer. On the arrival of the HSth Volunt4M»r 
Infantry, in December, a immlx^r of small columns weiv 
sent out to clean u[) the strongholds of the enemy. More 
Signal Corps nuMi also were received at this time, and 
signalmen w<»n* detail<»d with each colunm in the tield. The 
cohnnns were also supplied with flags, heliographs, rockets 
and field-glasses from this d(»pot. 

In i^ach case favorable reports of the signal work 
wrre receiv<»d. The concerted movement of the troops 
conun«»nced on l)ec<Mnbei- loth, and on l)«'cemlH»r 11th 
LiiHitenant Shepherd and seven men, with all the neces- 
sary material, wi're dispatch<Hl to rebuild the lines and to 
re-establish connnunications as fast as the movenu»nts of the 
tr(K)ps would allow. Lieut<Miant Shepherd (established an 
office at Passi a few lumrs N^hind the arrival of tht» 
tr(K)ps at that point and immediately appli(*d for guard 
to rebuild thi» fourt<M'n miles b(»tW(M'n Passi and Dumarao 
so thtit the north and south halves of th«» island 
should he again u?iit<'d. The country betwc(»n tliese two 
points had not been clcani'd out by th<' troops and was 
picsumably full of insurrcctos who had retreated Ix^fon* the 
advancing colunuis. Thr attention of the department coni- 
luander was called to the small ntnulMM* in this guard, and an 
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ordor was snit to the comnuuKlinjr ottic<M* tit Passi to incrcasi* 
it to not less than fifteen men. Lieutenant Shepherd had. 
however, already started, and in two days had r<»-estal)hshed 
eonnnnnication over fourteen miles of territory. He report- 
ed from l)eyond Passi at 11 o'clock at ni^ht that he had just 
rais(»d Capiz, and word was innuediately sent to the com- 
manding general, who was waiting to comnmnicate with the 
commanding ofticer of that district. In this section the wire 
had been pulled from the poles for long distances, and ev<»n 
after comnmnication was established it was nc^cessary to spend 
S(*v<M'al days in imtting the line into thoroughly good con- 
dition. In many places th(» win* was found stiuiding for one 
or two miles, but in such condition that its repair was more 
difficult than actual ('(mstruction would have been. Linemen 
and operators to maintain this portion of the line were left 
in that section, and Li<»utenant Sh<»pherd was then ordtM-ed to 
pnK*t»ed to l*ototan and build a lin(* from then* to Hanatc* 
through Barotac Nuevo and Anilao. Tpon application to 
the conimanding officers of these places it was found that no 
giuird could ho furnished at that time. It was, however, 
very important for the co-op(*ration of the troops in tlu* iield 
that this liiH' ho established, and the connnanding general 
ordered the (liief Signal Officer to collect what availabh* men 
could Im* found at the several jiosts from Iloilo to Pototan and 
to proceed with the construction. The Chief Signal Officer 
arrived at Harotac on December "JUth with four men from 
Pototan. Their services, however, could not be spanul and 
they returuiHl to their station that night. 

Lieutenant Shepherd had compl(»ted two and a half 
miles of line from Barotac without guard, and as ukmi 
could not be spared from that place and th<M*e was mattM'ial 
at Banat«', it was d<»cided to push through with an escort 
of six men, who wrre to return to Harotiie tlu» nt^xt day. 
The distance was but thirteen miles. It recpiired fifteen 
carabao carts to carry our supplies, and but eight of the 
thirteen miles were accomplished on the first day owing to 
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tho noccssit.v for n»-biiildinir .s(*V(mi hrid>r<*s and unkmdin^ 
the carts many tinu»s for bad nnidhohvs. We thorofore 
canijH^d for tlie ni^ht at Anilao, whicli had biM»n entiivly 
burni'd, with th(» oxcrplion of th<' church. An attack was 
<»xiK'('t4'd tliat niirht, for \xv were in the iieart of the region 
to which a ^rcat nuinlKM* of the insurrcctof* had f^scaiH'd, 
and had rccciv(»d a warning tliat the lini» would, not Im* 
allowc»d to jro throuiarh. The attnck did not nittteriaHz/O, 
and Hanatt* was n»ached the next day »t noon. Work wan 
ininiediiitcly conunenc(»d back toward Uarotac, and the next 
,uiorninjr th«» Harotac jruard was escorted to within si|rht of 
lbirota<' by twelve men from Banat4», who returned and 
joined our party as its ^uard. The line was ccmiplet- 
ed on the afternoon of Jamniry Hth, the ^uard Imvinii: 
l)een sent ba<*k to Banat<* that morning with the exiM»c- 
tation that the jriuird frohi Harotac w(mld conit* out for 
us on that day, as had lM»en pJanned. ()th(»r armn^MuentM, 
how(»ver, made this im|iossible, and althouifh there were 
many shots tin^d in the distance* our small party wits not 
interfcM-ed with, although without jruard. Then* are two 
naviirable rivers on this line, which were spanned by hi^h 
poles Ui permit the jKissji^e of lorchas. The detachment 
then repaired the line from Harotac to Iloilo, Avhich wjis 
reached on Jaimary l»th. 

In the construction of this line. No. J» wire was strunjr 
and hardwood ])oles us<»d, although it was necensjiry in 
some cases to haul th(*m for three miles through mud and 
water. This line has been cut l)ut twi<*e Jn^tween Harotac 
and Hanate, but has l>een int4»rfen»d with times innunu*rable 
betwerii Pototan and Harotac. At one place an* the stumps 
of cj^ht (littVrent poles which wi're set within a radius of 
tW(Mity feet and cut down by the insurgents. 

This is near a trail Jeadin^r into tiie UKumtains ov«*r 
wjiirji the insurrectos pass in order to reach the ri<*e ccmntry. 
Het ween • December 7th and 'J.'ith the lines In^tween Capiz 
;ind Iloilo, includin*r all the branches, were thoroughly 



ivpaiivd b.v a squad of invalids and natives and put in such 
^ood condition that no h^aks could Ik* det<^ctcd. On the 
:^7th of flanuar.v active ojierations were inau^iu'^ted in 
Antique Province and it was deemed advisiihU' to try to 
jret into connnunication h.v ]M»rnmnent lines with the w(»st 
coast. Company I of the (Jth Infantry was deUiiled to the 
('hi<»f Sijrnal OtHcer to act as escort, and the steamship "'Kl 
Cano" was turned over to carry the material and men 
for distribution wherever it was considered most advisable 
to land. No instnictions were jriven l)eyond the order to 
build the line. It was intend<»d to land forty uxvu at Tiohis 
with niat<M'ial to build twenty miles of line, and to send 
the remainder of the company to the other side* of the 
pass with the rest of the nuiterial and nitions. 

This detachment was also to scout through the pass 
and the surroundinjr country for ten miles in all directions 
and to employ natives to cut poles and distributt* tlM»m 
as far as possil)le int(» the pass. Tin* Tiolas Pass was 
chosen as the route from tin* east coast to the W(»st coast 
on account of its shorter distjuuM* and l>ecause the most 
active o])e rations had tak<»n place in that vicinity. 

A f<»w days fx'fon* this a mounted detachment of sixty 
men from the :isth Infantry had Imhmi attack(»d whiKv 
cnissin^r this pass and had been oblijjr«»d to keep up 
a runninji: li^ht for several hours, in which several mc*n 
were killed or cai)tured. On reachinjr the vicinity of Tiolas 
in the ''Kl Cano'' the hijrh surf compelled us to land at 
San Joa<|uiiK ei^lit miles b(»low, where forty men and sujh 
plies inteiuh'd for Tiolas were dis(»mbark<»d in V(M*y rou«rh 
water. Our only Inmdh* of shovels was lost overl)oard 
in th<» transfer. The ''Kl Cano" was then sent to (iuintas 
on the west coast in charge of S(»rir<'ant White, Init was 
ccmipelknl to land at San Jose and transfer all property for 
(iuinUis on sleds. Shovels were inq>rovisod from bamlK>o, 
and on the morninjr of the 2sth the line was (Mnmnenced 
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from the office at San Joaquin, which had Ihmmi chanjired 
from tt^lcphono to tolcjfrai>h the ni^ht Ix^fore. 

It wa8 thought that the eight ]nih»8 from San Joaciuin 
to Tiola.s which reniainc»d from the line which i>reviouj>ly 
existed, could l>e repaired and used. The poles, however, 
which were not rotten had bc»en so hacked by l>olos that 
an cMitin^ly new line was found necessary. The entire 
equipment of the guard, nine hundred rations and tw(»nty 
miles of mat(»rial, also had to Ix^ transported to Tiolas. 
Carts could not be used over the hust thre<» miles of this 
road. The constniction party, with a guard of ten m<»n, 
i'(Miched San Kocpie the lirst night and took the wire oni» 
mile into the jiass at th<» t»nd of the second day, coming 
back to Tiolas the s(»cond night. On this night a runner 
r(q>orted to the conmianding officer at San Joaquin at two 
o'clock that 150 men had attacked tht» signal imrty and 
completely annihilated it. This report caused some anxi<»ty 
in Iloilo until we anncmnced (mr pres<»nce on the wire th(* 
next morning. Tlu» foundation foi- the n^port lay, as I after- 
ward learned, in the int4»ntion of an armed ))arty of insurrectos 
to surprise us in the guise of cargadores and bull driv- 
ers. 1 had ordered tin* presidtMite of Tiohts to furnish 
me with loo natives. lie came to me at 7 o'clock and 
said he had sent to the neighboring towns for men and 
re(|uested i)ermission to bring them into camp alxnit mid- 
night. I refused this permission and told him they could 
camp on the opi)osit4' side of the river when they arrived 
and that any attempt to cross tin* river would be con- 
sid(»n»d a sufficient excuse for tin* guard to lire. The next 
morning the presidente led in Init twenty men, saying he 
could not get the i(»st. 

1 immediat<»ly sent a guard into town and rounded 
up every available man, including the ))resi(lent(». and l(»av- 
ing twent.v men to garrison the camj), and guard the 
supplies, started through the )mss. W(» put up live miles of 
lin<» and transported all the supplies a mih» beyond th(» win\ 






c-ampin^ on the outskirts of t\\v barrio of Potojro. Every 
man from Tiolas was i)aid off' and s(»nt away from camp 
that nijrht. The pn\sidente of Potojro was tlu»n informed 
tliat HHi uHMi wcmid l>(» nec(»88ary at daylight the n^xt 
morning, and anyone* approaching within 500 yard.s of the 
camp iK'fore that time would he sliot and tlie town would 
also he Imrned. He informed mis upon hearinjr this, that 
ten nii'ii arnii'd with rifles had ^oxw down the river two 
hours ))n»viously and that he c(mld only l>e responsible 
for the inhabihuits of his own town. I still insisted that 
1 would burn the town if wit were inolestc»d, without his 
having jrivtMi us twenty minutes' warn in jjf in person. There 
was no attack that ni^ht. The n<*xt day five miles more 
were constructed and the same warnin^ifs and recjuisitions 
were made on th<» pn»sidente of Domon. I'p to this point 
the line had Uhmi of No. 14: wire strung on hardwood 
lK)les. From Domon to Apdo the trail was exct^edin^fly bad, 
throu^ii a ctmntry covered with a d(»nse growth of bam- 
boo. Insulated wire tied to insulators, and hardwood poles 
wen' used. The distance covered was alxmt three mih»s. 

On tlu» i)t\\ day (luintas was reached, which is the 
western terminal of the pass. A detachnn»nt of tw(»nty 
m<*n was then sent back to Tiolas and the men and ma- 
terial pn»viously sent to (luintas on the ''El Cano" wen* 
used to build into San Jose. 

Mi»ssa^es had been sent to the h(»ads of all ImrricKS 
and towns on the road that evi*ry pole of the old line 
which they had permitted to be destroyed must bt» re- 
placed with a new poh* lH»fore my arrival or I would take 
<'vc»ry shade tree in tin* place. I found that my orders 
had b(»en olx»yt»d only thnmifh the small stretches covered by 
tlii' actual house lint* of the barrios. Finding this to b4» the 
case, I sent squads of tiv(» men to all the barrios orderinif them 
to turn (»very availabh' man into the mountains to cut and 
cart poles, as the c(mntry l)et>\een ( ruin tas and Sun Jose 
contained nothing but cocoanut trees. 15y this means we 
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wi'it' ahic* that day to put up iiiiu* and c>n<'-lialf niih^s of tlu» 
\wM lino in tin* island hotwoen tho Iiour.s of da.vlijrlit and t> 
o'clock in th<» evening, at whicli hour the ottico was cut in at 
San Jose and the lino roiiorted finisln^d to tiie connnandin*r 
ijpnt^ral at Iloilo. 

Th(» return to (luintas was inadt* the next day, and a s^uad 
of t<»n men cut evi^ry ^rowin^r tnn* and bush witliin t(»n 
fe<*t of tin* wire on either side. The n(»xt day, with twenty 
men, we marched l)ack to Tiolas, cleaning up a few places 
I had not been able to insjM'ct, and on the loth day I 
arrived in San Joaquin, having coinpU»t(»d thirty -erne mih»s 
of line. 

( ompany I was n»turned to its company connuander 
the m»xt day and the* Sijriml Corps squad repiiin^d the line 
from San Joaquin to Iloilo. When this line from San Joaquin 
to San Jose was connntMiced it was thought that it would not 
Im» allow(»d to stay up. It was practically a "feeh'r" before 
startinjr to run to Pandan on the w(»st coast and from there 
to ( alivo. At tlu» (»nd of a month, how(»ver, it was se<»n that 
peace conditions w(»r<' approachinjr, for n(»gotiations wi»re 
ent(»r(»d into with tin* insurgent offic(»rs on the west coast. 
Lieutenant Sheph(»rd was dispatched on March 7tli with 
instructions to proceed at once to San Jose and to build as 
rapidly as possible as far as Colasi, n<»ar whicli i)oint the in- 
surgent officers and their troops wen^ supposed to 1m*. His 
squad consisted of six men, three of wlumi wen* operators 
taken from other stations and who w(»re to be left at Hug:ison, 
Tibiao and Colasi. An amcmnt of material largely in excess 
of what would be needed to complete* this line was taken with 
Li<»ut<'nant She|)herd, to be K»ft at Colasi for future use. 
The line was con)pl(*t(*d to BugJison on March l.^th. to 
Tibiao on March :iM. and to ( olasi on March 2r»th. The 
distance was fifty -seven and onc^-half miles. When it is ron- 
siden'd that all brackets wen* wired to th(» poh*s, that all 
|)ol(*s on corners W(*re secundy guyed and that poh»s were 
scar<-e, it will b(* s(*en that the work was n*markably rapid. 



On March 21st Coloiu'l Scott Ih»IcI ji <'()iif<M-cncc with (icn- 
cnil Fulloii iMMir Bu^a-soii, and on that date tin* win* was 
run in to his camp and connnunication cstul)lishcd witli 
Iloilo, This was the result dcsin»d. 

The instruments were kept on tht» line and th(» (ien<M*al 
notified within fifteen minutes aft<M- tii(» surrender occurred. 
It was an extrenn^ly rapid piece of work, and Lieutenant 
Shepherd deserv(*s all tin* credit. On H'achin^Colasi Lieuten- 
ant Shej)her(l was ordenul to proce(»d to Pandan, and arrived 
then*, a distance of twent.v-two miles, on April r)th. From 
Pandan, Lieutt^nant Shepherd came hack to Iloilo by land 
from San Jose, repairing the line tin* en tin* distance. This 
sipiad was inimediately sent cmt ajrJiin on the north line as 
far as Janiuay, replacc^d the t(d(»^raph instrument and 
reiKiired tin* line to Iloilo. On April *2Hth the same scpuid 
put up a t(dephon(» line Ix'tweeu Alimodian, San Mi^md and 
Ijcon, a distance of ten miles. On th<» '27th of April, 
S<»r^eant Shivers and four Siornal ('or|)s men, with nec(»ssary 
material, were S4»nt by boat to ( alivo, on tin* north coast, to 
connect Le^iti<', (alivo and Ibajay with the W(»st coast 
system by way of tin* Pandan Pass. This line was com- 
l)letod on May 2'2d, and the office at Pandan changed from 
telef)hon(» to teleg:raph. This chan^t* cut out the telephone 
offic(» at Subaste, which was not important enou;ufh for a 
telejrniph operator. This w<»st coast line is the lon^(»st on 
tin* island and tlu* busin(\ss from tw(Mity-(m<» officers is carried 
by it. In order to reli<»v<» the pn»ssure and to avoid the 
iMx*<»s.sity for putting up a double wire, work was imme- 
diately conunenced on a tid<»phone wire which, wIkmi com- 
ph*ted, will comuM't all th(» garrisons on the west coast and 
take the local business from tin* teh»^raph win*. This line, 
on July 1st, had be(»n completed from Colasi to Pandan and 
from C'Olasi to Tibiao, while material had lH»en shi))pe(l for 
building from Vald<»rrama to Hujra'^on and from Bu^ason to 
Patncmjjfan. This telephone line was put up by the in- 
fantry officers at the ditfer<»nt >jrari*isons on the west 
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coast bi»caiist» tlioro wen» no Signal Corps linoint'n avail- 
al>h'. On June 20tli work was conunenced on a t4»lephonc» 
lim* conncctin^r the ti*lograpIi office, ( apiv. Province, with 
the jrarrisons at Sig-na and Mambur^io. This line was lin- 
ish(»d under the direction of SorK<*a"t K.van on June 2Sth. 
Mat(»rial has l)een shipped for a telephone line to connect 
Calivo and Malinao, which will finish uj) tht» necessary 
lin(»s on tiie Island ()f Pana.v. Many repairs havt* been 
neci»ssary during tin* year, and a scpiad is kept constantly 
in the Held making more (»xtensive repairs than the single 
linemen on the sections can manage. 

During May and Junt» nearly every mile of line on 
th(» entire ishmd has b(»en gone over and put in thorough 
condition for the rainy s(»a.son. 

I hiring the lu»avy rain and wind storm on the night 
of rJuly 2d then* was not a single disturbance to the com- 
numications on the Island of Panay. In the near future 
it will pi'obably Ix* necessary to replace some of the more 
unimportant telegraph offices with telephone service, for 
the operators are needc»d at oth(»r points in the department. 
TIkvsc chang(»s, however, will not affect the general system. 
From the present indications, no n<»w garriscms of import- 
anc<* will be established for s(mit» time to come, and the 
nMuainder of the work will consist in k(»eping up the re- 
))airs made necessary by falling tn»es, rotten poles, rusty 
wire, wind storms, and floods.

Conipan.v II of tho rnitod States Signal Corps is as- 
signed to tin' Department of th<» Visayas and has lK*en the 
only sjo-nal eoni))any in it from the time it was organized. 
Assjoned to this company are Captain L. D. ^^'ildman. 
First liieiitenant Charles S. Wallace and First Li<mtenant 
Alfred T. Clifton, Sional Corps, U. S. Army. The eom])any 
ortranizsition is, ho\v(»\('r, merely for piirpos(»s of adminis- 
tration, and there are no company duties beyond the records 
and those duties which are made n(»cessary by iiroperty 
responsibilities. These have all been assunuHl by the captain 
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of thr coinpuii.v. 'Flu* oroaniztitioii, as cstablislu'd, is rx- 
trcinrly lunvit^ld.v whru situated as at pivscnt, and tho ch'rieal 
work inado nrcossar.v l>.v what is ))iacticall,v its division 
into loo d(»tachnH»nts, is cxtivmoly Imrdensonif. It is earn- 
est i.v n»ooninu»nd('d that sti^ps Ih' tak(M] to ivniodcl th(* 
organization on lines hi»ttor ada|)ted to the n<M»ds of th(* 
corps. In addition to tho rojruhir signal oflicors assi^n<Ml 
to tho company th(M'<» arc two actin^i: si>rnal oHiccrs in tin* 
d<*|)artni(Mit. ( ajitain Frank Mclntyrc, VM\\ V. S. Infantry, 
and First Licut4»nant J. II. Bradford, jr., li*t!i V. S. Infan- 
try, on Cclm and Hohol, n^spcctivcly. 

Captain Mclntyrc was appointed in ordcM* to receipt 
for the money and property of Lieutenant W. K. I)avi(»rt, 
Voliinte(»r Sitrnal Corps, who was nuistered out on July 1st. 
Lieutenant Bradford succeeded First Litnitenant Fred<M'ick 
S. VouuiT. -^+th I". S. \'olunte(M* Infantry, who has Imumi 
.Vctin^ Signal Officer of tin* suh-district of Hohol cvim* since 
its cstablishmcMit as an independent signal connnand. When 
the de))artment was first or^mized, iloilo was made the 
sui)ply dei)ot for the six islands. .Vll |)roperty was shipped 
hen* for distrihution and the Chi(*f Signal Officer *riveii 
authority to huy anythin^jr n<»cessary in op<'n mark<*t. It is 
reconunended that a steamer Ix* su|)i)lied tin* de|)artment, 
for many of the tel(»^ra|»h offices ai*(» at coast towns. If 
a steamer cannot be furnished, twi'uty-foot cutters with sails 
and oars could be used. 

COMPANY II, SKJXAL CORPS, C. S. A. 

The company at present consists of .l()r» men, divid<'d 
as follows: Fii-st class ser^(»ants, twcdve: ser^(»ants, fourteen: 
cor|>orals, twenty-two; first class privat(»s, thirty -seven; and 
second class privates, nineteen. This projiortion of uon- 
connnissioned officers is a reduction from the old fii>:ures, 
and was made* necessary by the new army bill. The neces- 
sary reduction of men who had earned their )>romoti<)n 
by hard and faithful work was extremely unfortunate for 
t'liose men, but t'u» reduction <*ai*ried no distract* with it 



and in future* promotions tlnvsi* uwu will tnk<» prccM^doncf 
ovor otIuM's of like capacity. 

The oth<»r changes in the company during th<» y(»ar 
have Inmmi nunii^rous, although only one man has been killed 
and hut two have died from disease. 

The health of the command has lM»en remarka])ly ^ckkI 
wJHMi tiie hardshii^s of the servict* are considered. On the 
1st of July tlH»re was hut one man rej>ort«Hl sick in hos- 
pital. This man r(»port(»d f<ir duty r(»cently, and at present 
there is not a sick man on the IxMiks. A numl)er of the 
men, how<»v<»r, are run down and niM»d a change. Some of 
th(»m have* ]x»en in the islands for over thnM» years. Tlu* 
medical offie<»rs n»port that when a Signal Corps man comes 
to tht» hospital h<* is generally very ill. They do not give 
up until it biH'omes an absolute necessity. I have t4ilk<»d 
with a large i)roporti<m of the* medical officers in th<* depart- 
uient and have never heard of a cast* whvre a man of 
(\)mi)any II has tried to 'M>eat the sick rei>ort.'*

It is hard to pick out any particular person in the com- 
pany t'(U' special mention. With n»markahly few exceptions, 
<»yp|.y injiii iijis don<» his duty and a litth* more, and althoujjy'h 
some who are worthy of it hav<» undouht4»dly fK»en over- 
looked in promotion, it is lH*li(»ved that few mistak<'s have 
IxMMi mad(* in tin* men reconun(Mid(»d for warrants as non- 
connnissioiH^d officers. It would l>e hard to tind so tine a 
lM>dy of men physically, imMitjilly and morally, i»> any 
organization in the world. I wish to j)articularly commend 
tin* serjr<*ants in charge of construction s<p«ids who hav<* 
lH»en in the tield without officers for the energy. ta<*t 
und skill which they hav(» shown. Serjeant Shivers on 
the Island of I*anay, SMyeant Tracy on X(»>rros, S^r^rcant 
Hart on (Vhu, SM'jr^mnt (arson on lioliol and Serjeants 
Collins and Faust on I^\vte have all done n^markahle work 
and hav<» shown (excellent jud^in<»nt, courajfc and enerjry. 
In th<» o|K»ratinjc departm<*nt, S(»rireants «Jolmson on Panay, 
Odum on N«»jrros, McDonald on (\»l)u and Faust on Ij<'yte 
have had many troubles in the handlin^r of faulty lines 
and the training of ^reen opt»rators.

S. A. I also wish to mention one native lineman in 
particuhir, Zacharias L(\vritana, whcKse work on th<' section 
of line* north of Pototan durinjr tlie time the insur^'nts 
wt»re in forci* in that neijjhlKirhood was of exceptional 
quality. He n»peate(lly volunteered to ^o alone over his 
district, and altlum^h several times chas(»d by t\\o insurj>:iMUs, 
never refused to ^o where hv was sent.

FINANCKS. 

From June, 19(>o, to January 1, 11M)1, no accurate* 
record was kept of the actual ex|M»nses of the Signal 
Corps in tlie dei)artment, as all bills were paid by the 
district (|uartermasters. On January 1, 11M)1, the C1»ief 
Signal OtKcer applied for and obtained an approj>riation 
of s5l,ono, jfold, ])er month, for which all ex|KMises of th<» 
Signal Corps, for construction, transportation, o|MM*ation, 
and maintenance* w(mm' to be paid. No full report of the' 
six months can hv made* at this time*, but ^L,<><M) a menith has 
Ummi fe)und to be* am|)le fe)r all the* ne*e»ds e)f the department. 
If the're* we'i'e* ne) ne*w e*e)nstructie>n it is pre>l>al)le» tliat 
the» ame)unts re*e|uire*d wemld In* much le'ss than is necessjiry 
at present.

This makes thcj cost Jp3.27, gold, per mile. 

The ciieapest lines as well as the most expensive lines 
have been put up on the Island of Panay. The line from 
(,'apataun to Santa Barbara cost but ^.83 per mile, while 
the line over the Tiolas Pass to th<» pass proper cost in 
the neighborhood of J19.50. It is therefore almost impos- 
sible to make accurate estimate of the cost of any parti c- 
uhir section of line. 

The different islands all approximate the same amount 
for averge construction. They, however, differ greatly in 
the cost of maintenance. The system on Panay is a much 
more expensive one than the system of Negros, as twenty-five 
native linemen at $10 a month are employed, while on 
Negros the work is almost entirely done by Signal Corps 
men who have longer sections. It is probable that the 
difference in cost is somewhat balanced by the extent of 
repairs made necessary every three or four months by the 
total inability of one man to take care of as long a section 
as is assigned to the Negros linemen. In Cebu and Leyte, 
as well as Bohol, the war conditions are such that the actual 
cost for maintenance (if the lines had not been assisted 
to fall) is not known. The prices paid for labor, trans- 
portsition and poles do not differ greatly in the different 
islands. Single carabao carts can be hired for $1.00, Mexican, 
currency and double carts for $2.00, on all the islands. 
Native labor (unskilled) is fixed at |>.50, Mexican, and a 
native ration, which consists of rice, salmon and coffee. 

The price of poles varies somewhat on account of local- 
ity and the size? and class of the tree. Where possible, 
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poles are cut by the construction Sfiuads in the immediate 
vicinity of the point where they are to be used. In some 
places, however, they have to be hauled long distances, and 
it is this fact which makes some sections of the line so much 
more expensive than others. The salaries for native linemen 
ranjre from Jfio to Jf20, Mexican, |>er month. 

LINE RECEIPTS. 

The former Chief Si^fnal Officer of this department put 
the military lines on a commercial basis as soon as it 
was possible to do so. These? tolls, at the v(»ry low rati\s 
which are charged ($.02 gold), have grown month by 
month until they are now nearly sufficient to pay the 
actual expenses of the line, if operators' salaries are not 
counted. 1 append a statement of the line collections 
from each office in the department where such messages 
have been n^ceived. It is complete for the eleven months 
of the year ending with May, 1901, with the exception 
of the month of February for the Island of Cebu. These 
reports show the actual amounts which should have bcM'n 
collected and turned in to the Insular Treasury. 

There have been nunu^rous small losses, due to the 
imperfect mail facilities, and a few large ones due to 
the embezzlement of funds entrusted to dishonest enlisted 
men. As no other dei)artment in the Philippines has Ix^en 
doing a connnercial business, it has been imi>ossible to accu- 
rately check all offices for business to points tmtside the 
department. With the b(»ginning of July, 1VM)1, a com- 
l)l(»te sysU*ni of checks for the entire division has been 
inaugurated, with an auditor in Manila. This will do 
away with the one-sided system formerly in use in this 
di^partiiK^it. 

MILITARY TKLK(;HAPII BUSINESS. 

As i)er the tal)le IxOow, ji total of 4H*^,248 messages 

have been transmitted over the lines in this deiMirtment 

during the tiscal year. The business in Leyte has grown 

from almost nothing, in the early part of July, when 
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there were but three stations on the system, to an avi»r-* 
a^jfe of 15,000 for the last three months. The business 
on Cebu and Ne^ros is about the same, while Panay has 
fallen from 20,000 a month in February and March to 
about 12,000. When it is considered that these messages 
are three or four times the length of the average com- 
mercial message, the value and importance of the mili- 
tary lines may be conceived.

The number of message's in Bohol is estimated only, 
as all business is by telephone. 

One day's business in each month was averaged for 
words. About forty-five per message is the average number. 

The total number of words transmitted during the 
year approximates, therefon», 20,000,000. 

If this amount of business had lM»en done over foreign 
lines at the government rate now in force in the United 
States (one cent per word at the minimum) the cost would 
have been $200,000.00. 

FIELD SIGNAL WORK. 

In all the islands there has been more or less demand 
for special signaling during field operations in those portions 
of the islands not reached by the telegraph. In almost 
all cases, the Chief Signal Oflicer has l)een able to supply 
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one Bignsl man with the necessary heliograph, flags, lantern 
and rocket. Daring the concerted movements on Panay 
daring December and January, a heliograph sUition was 
opened at Jaro at the top of the church tower. The 
atmosphere, however, prevented any extensive heliograph 
work, and the columns were so nearly in touch with tele- 
graph offices that its use was not necessary. In communica- 
ting with the navy and garrisons at night, a simple code 
of rocket signals was used with some eflPect. In Cebu 
there have been several similar expeditions, and the service 
given by individual signal men has been satisfactory. 

MATERIAL. 

The department has been liberally supplied with material 
for construction and operation and the quality, with few 
exceptions, has been excellent. 

Kecommendation for a few changes have been pre- 
viously sent to the Chief Signal Officer, and will not be 
ri»peated here. It is recommended, however, that standard 
types be settled upon, particularly in instruments, so that 
duplicate parts may be kept on hand; as an instance: We 
have in this department six different kinds of telephones. 
If they were all of one kind it would be a relatively 
easy mattt^r to exchange broken parts and make one broken 
telephone furnish the repairs for a half a dozen others. As 
it is, broken 'phones have to be shipped to the United States 
if extensive repairs are necessary. It is suggested in con- 
nection with the material for the Signal Corps that the 
small package system be inaugurated and carried out. The 
transportation in most places is not of the best, and 500- 
pound boxes of bhmks are much too bulky to handle. 

As a further argument, all the stations are small ones, 
and each box containing any great number of one article; 
has to be unpacked and re boxed in small quantities. Boxes 
cannot be obtained in any quantity and it is expensive to 
make them. The packing of most of the supplies has been 
improved and there are fewer broken boxes and lost 
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contents than two years ago. Boxes are, however, not yet 
strong enough to withstand the hard usage of many trans- 
fers, and there have been a few serious losses due to 
this cause. 

PROPOSED EXTENSIONS. 

After the present garrisons are connected up to the 
limit desired by the commanding general, a number of 
importiint changes will undoubtedly suggest themselves, 
particularly in the duplication of certain important lines 
and the completion of the circle system. The most import- 
ant of th'^SvN at present, are enumerated below: 

CABLES. 

Twenty-five miles to connect Calivo and Capiz, on the 
Ishmd of Panay. 

Four miles to connect lloilo with the Island of Guim- 
aras with a view of having reporting stations for vessels 
at either end of that island. 

Twenty-five miles to connect Hanate on Panay with 
Sagay on Negros to provide against interruptions on Jlie 
foreign cable between Negros and lloilo. 

Twenty-five miles from Ubay, Bohol, to Maasin, 
Leyte, in order to provide against interruptions in the 
Ormoc cable. There ant already two cables to the Island 
of Samar from Leyte. 

LAND LINES. 

The entire Island of Samar is without communication 
and without any fixed garrison. Nothing can be done 
liere beyond keeping in comnmnication with the coast towns 
by cables. 

The greatest land-line building will be the connection 
of garrisons too small for telegraph oflices by means of 
radiating telephone lines from the nearest oflice. Post 
commanders are willing for their own convenience to put 
up numerous short lines in their own territory. These 
lines cost nothing except for material, and are a great 
convenience. 
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CONCLUSION. 

In conclusion I wish to extend the thanks of the 
(1»i(»f Signal Officer to the Chief Quartermaster and Chief 
Coniniissjiry of the Department, who have been called upon 
for unusual favors, and to comi>liment the si^ial officers 
and acting si^al officers >vho have been under my command 
for the last year on the successful results of th<»ir hard 
work and ability. 

Lieutenant Charles S. Wallace, Sig^nal Corps, U. S. 
Army, recently promoted from first lieutenant, U. S. Vol- 
U!»teers, has been in charge of signal work on the isl- 
ands of Leyt(^ and Samar since their occupation, has been 
in the field nearly all the time and has sliown remark- 
able perseverance, energy and ability. The physical condi- 
tions of the island and the activity of the insurrection 
has called for exceptional bravery, foresight and (execu- 
tive ability. His work has !x»en of unusual value to 
the governm(»nt, and his appointment to the Signal C<>ri>s 
of the army well m(»rit<'d. 

First Lieutenant Alfred T. Clifton, Signal Corps, U. S. 
Army, recently promoted from first lieutenant, U. S. 
Volunteers, has be<Mi in cliarge of signal work on the Island 
of Nt'gros since January 1, 1900. His field work has Ixm'u 
arduous and his Unes have been kept in good condition. 
In addition to liis Signal (^orps duties he was district en- 
gincMM- for some months, and before his appointm<Mit to 
tlie IT. S. Army lie was mad(» Treasurer of ()ri(Mital Ni- 
gros. 

First Lieutenant W. K. Davies, U. S. Voluntrrrs 
(honorably discharged), was in charge of the Island of Celni 
until May l*ith. He has had exceptionally hard field serv- 
ice and was wounded only a short tim<» ago. The re- 
sults of his hard work and ability have contrilmted nmch 
to the present good condition of the nniin teh^graph sys- 
tem in the division. 
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First Liouteimnt Victor Shepherd, I^. S. Volunti^ers 
(lionorably discharged), was in char^je of th<* Island of Pa- 
nay from November 12, HUM), to May 15, IJlOl. His energy 
in the field, his executive ability, his thorough knowledge of 
U»legraphy, his clear Iiead and good judgment made him a 
most valuable* officer, and it is due to him that the lines 
on the Island of Panay are in such thoroughly good condition. 
l^y his discharge, th(» Signal (brps loses a most valuable 
officer. 

First Lieutenant Fn^derick S. Young, -l^th U. S. Volun- 
teer Infantry, was Acting Signal Officer in the Island of Bohol 
until March IS, 1JM)1, in additi(m to his other duties. In 
addition to attending to the* property and financial papers 
he has taken an unusual interest in the actual line work, and 
it is due to him that th(» system contemplated for the 
Island of Hohol was compl(»t«*d b(»fore the outbreak of 
the present insurrection. 

Captair] Frank Mclntyre and Lieutenant J. H. Bradford, 
jr., llHli V. S. Infantry, have* recently had the position 
of Acting Signal Officer thrust upon them on account of 
their well-known en(»rgy and a[)ility.

Sir:— 

I have the honor to make the following? report on tlie 

occupation of the Island of Paragna, the Calamianes and the 
Cuyos group (Fourth District of Mindanao and Jolo). 

The command consisting of Company A, 10th Infantry 
(Captain E. A. Helmick), two officers and one hundred 
and sixteen men, together with medical officer and members 
of Hospital Cori)s and large quantities of supplies of all 
kinds, and transportiition, left Zamboanga on the steamer 
'\Eolu8," 5:80 p. m., May 27th under Major George 
LeRoy Brown, 10th Infantry, assigned to the command of 
the district. The U. S. S. ''Vicksburg'' (Captain E. B. Barry, 
U. S. Navy) co-operated and sailed at the same time, 
followed and subsequently overtaken by the Gunboat 
''Samar'' (Lieutenant Djiy, U. S. Navy). The Department 
Commander and two stall officers accompanied the expe- 
dition on the ''Vicksburg." The vessels anchored ojff Puerta 
Princesa, Paragua, within a few hundred yards of the town, 
about 10 a. m. on the 29th. Insurgent flags were con- 
spicuously displayed, a small company of insurgents were 
drawn up in the main street in uniform and with rifles, 
and on the wharf, variously armed patrols or sentinels. 
The town was lively with people, including women and 
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children; Is beautifully situated on a land-locked Imy and was 
a surprise in the number, size and condition of its public 
biiilding^s. The Department Commander ordered the troops 
embarked in small boat« on the further side of the ''^]oIus'' 
wh(»re they waited until he had dispatched Major Brown, 
Lieutenant Commander Glennon, U. S. N., and his two aids 
(( aptains C^ Ionian and Kobb^), to the wharf with instructions 
to notif.v the authorities that he would occupy the town 
in thre«^-(iuarters of an hour after the return of the lx)at 
to the ship; that if they wished to surrender they might 
raise* a white flag on the wharf or, otherwise, remove 
women and children from the town. The war vessels were 
eh'ared for action and the landing would have been easy 
with smooth water and under cover of a hill near by. 

At the expiration of the time the town was almost 
d(*sert(^d, but an insurgent oflicer in uniform raised the 
whit(» flag, and the entire command landed, preceded by a 
piovost guard under an oflicer, which soon reassured the 
IM'ople tliat they and their pr()i>erty would be protected. 
The American flag was raised on the tribunal with some 
ceremony, the insurgent fljig having been first hauledrdown 
and present<^d to the wife of an army officer, an American 
lady who had accompanied the expedition. The town has 
many line public buildings built and used by the Spaniards 
for their naval stjition, including large barracks, coal sheds 
and storehouses, nearly^ all in unexpectedly good condition. 
Thes<» will be rc^ported on laUn- hy the district commander. 
I^efore leaving two days latiu* n»assured people were coming 
back to town and the troops wer<» settling down in quartt^rs. 
The jK'ople rais<^ very little produce, but dispose of con- 
siderable beeswax and gums which heretofore had Ix^en called 
foi* bi-monthly by a largi^ Moro vinta from Borneo. The in- 
surgent connnander of th<' whole district was Sandoval, who 
had levied contributions, rather i-uthlessly, on the towns, 
including those of the Calamianc^s and Cuyos. Beyond this, 
however, there appeared to be no complaints against him. 



Ho had been jibsent for some time with about one Imndred of 
his followers, said to be well armed, had threatened the 
Cuyos people by messenger and was said to lx» making for 
the Calamianes group with a fleet of vintas and to l)e already 
beyond northern Paragua. Lieutenant Day, with the "Sa- 
mar,'' liad been dispatched alnrnt ten days before from Zam- 
toanga to observe the situation and ri^assure the Cuyos 
people. Afterwards going across to the Island of Maitinguit 
otf the northeast coast of Paragua, he had there, on May 
24th, surprised a fleet of vintas, which he had overhaul<»d 
endeavoring to (»scape, the occupants beaching the boats and 
taking to tlie brush, keeping up a rifle fire at long range. 
Unable to pursue with his small party, he had burned the 
l)oats and destroy(»d property and provisions, retjiining books 
of record, apparently relating to the district. When shown 
these the authorities at Puerta Princesa admitted at once that 
the ''Samar'' had fallen in with SandovaFs connnand, and 
thought that he wa^ making for the Calamianes and perha])s 
Mindoro without intiMiding to return. 

Puerta Princesa depends for it« wjiU^r on cisterns, and 
something like a water famine is likely to occur in dry 
seasons. While lying in the harbor the ship's boats from the 
''/Eolus'' and the war vessels explored the streanis which 
empty into the harbor on the west side. Hen* they found 
primitive i>eople in considerable number of two or three 
races, but all docile and well disposed. 

(.)n May 81st at midnight, the "Vicksburg'' and ''-.Eo- 
his," preceded six hours by the '^Samar,'" ordered to 
reconnoitre the small islands near the coast, sailed for 
Culion, dropping anchor ott' tlie town about 10 a. m. June 
2d. White flags were displayed; Major Brown landed with 
alxmt thirty men, Com[)any A, lOth Infantry, at once. 
llc»ception here was very cordial, but the town is a i)0()r 
place much dilapidated. The rich country is the ()i)posite 
island of Busuanga, and this section should have a prosper- 
ous future. A captain and eight men of SandovaPs command 



were said to be, in the neighborhood, and the ''Samar," 
which had rejoined, succeeded in finding and capturing them. 

At 3:30 p. m. on June 4th the war vessels started 
for Baquit, on tlie northwest coast of Paragua, while Major 
Brown was dispatched on the "iEolus" to occupy Cuyo 
with the four men of Company A left him. The "Samar" 
continued to search among the small islands, the ''Vicksburg" 
arriving off Baquit at 7 a. m. June 5th. Disappointed at not 
finding Sandoval here, as was expected, a landing-party of 
fifty or sixty men from the "Vicksburg" made an unsuc- 
cessful effort to find a trail to the east coast, and the 
''Vicksburg," again preceded by twelve hours by the "Sa- 
mar" in search of Sandoval, sailed at 8:30 a. nrt. June 6th 
back to the Island of Maitinguit, where, joined by the 
"Samar," it was found that Sandoval, with a force reduced 
to thirty, had left hi boats. 

Dropped anchor off Cuyos about 11 a. m. June 7th, the 
'"^Eolus" and "Panay" being in port. The reception here 
was very cordial and enthusiastic, the town being decorated 
with triumphal arches and loyal inscriptions, etc., etc. The 
town and apparently the whole group is rich, the islands an» 
well cultivated and have a breed of fine cattle, but the people 
have been unable to save or make !)U8iness arrangements 
owing to the constant fear of Sandoval. The department com- 
mander therefore dispatched Major Brown on the ''Coins'' 
to Zamboanga for Company B, lOth Infantry, to enable him 
to properly occupy Cuyos, Baquit and perhaps other places, 
when th(» steamer '^Carmen," placed at his disposal, h:id 
joined him. He was also directed in conjunction with the 
Gunboat ''Panay'' to follow up Sandoval until captured, 
destroyed or driven from the district. 

At 5 a. ni. »]une 8th sailed for Iloilo to cable necessary 
instructions to Zamboanga and Ciigayan and to report oo- 
cu]>ation of the district to division headquarters, and leav- 
ing there on the 10th arrived at Zamboanga, 9 a. m. 
June 12th. 



The thanks of the military authorities are due Com- 
mander Barry and Lieutenant Day, U. S. Navy, for hearty 
co-operation and most courteous hospitality. Boats for 
landingf-parties, etc., were left to their expert management, 
and their co-operation was indispensable in accomplishing 
results within a small time limit.
